HON.  RICHARD  E.  DOYLE,  president  of  the  Board 
of  Education  and  chairman  of  the  physical  proper- 
ties committee  has  issued  the  following  statement  con- 
cerning building  needs: 

Not  a  week  passes  but  that  the  Board  of  Education  re- 
ceives petitions  jrom  taxpaying  parents  for  additional 
public  school  facilities,  although  60  new  fireproof  schools 
have  been  erected  in  the  last  18  years.

(Do  not 
use  nicknames.)  If  a  teacher  has  more  than  one 
grade,  list  them  separately.  (Do  not  mix  A's  and  B's) 
In  listing  the  adresses  of  Chinese  pupils,  please  give 
the  floor  and  room  number  in  addition  to  the  street  ad- 
dress. Also  both  American  and  Chinese  names. 

The  list  should  contain  only  the  names  of  the  children 
who  are  actually  enrolled  in  the  class.  In  order  to  keep 
our  records  correct,  any  child  who  returns  to  school  after 
August  24,  or  enters  after  that  date,  should  be  reported 
to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at  once  either  by  transfer,  if 
he  has  one,  or  by  an  Entered  Without  Transfer  slip.

Professional  Organizations 

The  Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting  September  14, 
1937,  adopted  the  following  rule: 
Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional  Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting  the 
professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative officer  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any  teacher  org- 
anization in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and  unreservedly 
extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any  principal 
or  other  administrative  officer  or  other  school  em- 
ployee to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or  refrain  from 
joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed  to  be  un- 
professional conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  attention  to 
this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  term  by 
means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's  Bulletin. 
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Never  Too  Old 

THE  assumption  that  a  person  who  failed  to  obtain  a 
high  school  diploma  before  he  attained  his  eighteenth 
ye:ir  cannot  obtain  one  afterward  is  contrary  to  present 
day  adult  educational  practices,  Robert  F.  Gray,  deputy 
superintendent  of  schools,  informed  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  yesterday.  Mr.  Gray's  letter  was  issued  as  a 
contribution  to  the  community  controversy  over  the  re- 
cent ruling  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  that  here- 
after all  persons  who  wish  to  qualify  on  the  eligible  list 
for  police  officers  in  a  competitive  examination  must  sub- 
mit a  high  school  diploma  as  a  pre-requisite. 

Mr.  Gray's  letter  follows: 

"The  recent  ruling  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
making  a  high  school  education  a  requisite  for  applicants 
for  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  is  of  great  in- 
terest to  this  department.  No  doubt  many  excellent  men 
who  aspire  to  be  police  officers  are  affected  by  this 
ruling. 

"Fortunately  for  these  men,  under  the  free  adult  edu- 
cation program  in  San  Francisco  the  lack  of  a  high 
school  diploma  need  not  preclude  the  possibility  of  ob- 
taining one.  Year  after  year  scores  of  men  and  women 
are  coming  to  our  evening  schools  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  completing  an  interrupted  high  school  education. 
In  the  school  year  ended  last  June,  62  adults  received 
high  school  diplomas  from  the  evening  schools,  and  22 
adults  graduated  from  the  Continuation  High  School. 
The  Evening  High  School  of  Commerce  is  fully  accred- 
ited to  the  University  of  California  and  former  graduates 
are  making  better  average  grades  than  students  from 
other  schools  throughout  the  state  as  a  whole,  according 
to  a  recent  report  by  the  University. 

"Next  Monday  evening,  August  15,  is  the  opening 
date  for  Fall  enrollment  at  Balboa  Evening  High  School, 
Galileo  Evening  High  School,  Evening  High  School  of 
Commerce,  Humboldt  and  Polytechnic  High  Schools,  and 
the  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School.  It  is  our  sincere 
hope  that  not  only  applicants  for  Civil  Service  positions, 
but  all  adults  who  seek  advancement  in  their  chosen 
field  will  avail  themselves  of  the  offerings  at  their  neigh- 
borhood adult  centers  this  year."

First  Aid  Program 

THE  Red  Cross  first  aid  training  course  for  certificated 
employees  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  will  be 
repeated  during  the  Fall  term  of  1938.  Basic  training 
will  be  offered  those  taking  the  work  for  the  first  time, 
in  addition  to  advanced  work  for  those  who  have  success- 
fully completed  the  elementary  course. 

Time  and  place  of  the  classes  will  be  announced  later. 
The  following  regulations,  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  August  17,  1937,  are  now  in  effect: 

A.  Training  of  Teachers — 

The  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross 
has  volunteered  to  establish  classes  for  training  teachers 
to  render  first  care  and  aid  to  pupils  who  are  injured  or 
who  become  ill  on  school  premises.  An  outline  of  the 
course  follows: 

1.  Elementary  Course — 2  to  3  classes  a  week.  Total 
hours — 24. 

2.  Advanced  Course — (Given  6  weeks  after  comple- 
tion of  Elementary  Course)  2  to  3  classes  a  week.  Total 
hours — 16. 

3.  Instructor's  Course — (Class  limited  to  30  teachers) 
3  classes  a  week.  Total  hours — 22. 

B.  It  is  recommended  that  in  every  school  in  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  there  shall  be  at  least 
one  teacher  who  is  qualified  through  the  courses  given 
under  the  Red  Cross,  as  outlined  above,  or  an  equivalent 
of  these  courses,  to  administer  first  care  to  sick  and  in- 
jured pupils. 

C.  It  is  recommended  that  in  high  schools,  both  junior 
and  senior,  one  teacher  in  each  of  the  following  depart- 
ments qualify  to  render  temporary  assistance  to  sick  and 
injured  pupils: 

Boys'  Physical  Education       Industrial  Arts 
Girls'  Physical  Education       Home  Economics 
Laboratory  Science 

D.  Effective  July  1,  1938 — Any  candidiate  for  promo- 
tion to  a  vice-principalship  will  be  expected  to  hold  a 
valid  card  certifying  the  completion  of  the  Advanced 
Course  (Section  A-2  above). Vice-principals  in  all  schools 
will  be  expected  to  meet  this  qualification. 

E.  The  principal  of  every  school  shall  report  to  the 
Superintendent's  office  the  name  of  the  person  in  the 
school  designated  to  render  first  care  to  sick  and  injured 
pupils,  and  the  names  of  all  teachers  in  their  schools  who 
are  qualified  to  render  such  service. 

F.  Principals  must  be  certain  that  every  teacher  and 
every  pupil  knows  where  to  go  for  assistance  when  ill  or 
injured. 

Supplies   and  Equipment — In   every  school   there 
shall  be  on  hand  one  or  more  sets  of  supplies  as  men- 
tioned in  this  list.

Sec.  562,  P.  L.  &  R. 
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A  Successful  Institute 

REPRESENTATIVE  expressions  from  members  of  the 
certificated  staff  indicate  that  the  opening  institute 
held  in  the  Fox  Theatre  on  last  Monday,  August  15,  was 
both   interesting   and  inspirational. 

One  hundred  thousand  San  Francisco  children  will  not 
creep  "like  snails  unwilling  to  school,"  when  classes 
resume  in  100  Public  Schools  on  Tuesday,  but  in  sharp 
contrast  from  Shakespeare's  day,  "will  run  back  to  their 
classes  in  joy  and  anticipation  of  the  school  today  as  in- 
terpreted by  modern  teachers,"  C.  Harold  Caulfield,  com- 
missioner of  education  told  the  institute  group. 

"It  is  fitting  that  you  resume  your  professional  duties 
as  teachers  in  a  theatre,"  said  Mr.  Caulfield.  "For  to- 
morrow begins  the  second  act  in  that  eternal  drama  of 
progress,  the  return  of  the  children  to  school — not  creep- 
ing back,  but  running  with  light  and  joy  and  expectancy 
in  their  hearts."  On  the  immediate  side,  Commissioner 
Caulfield  spoke  of  the  need  for  new  school  buildings 
pnd  of  his  hope  that  the  proposal  for  a  $2,800,000  school 
bond  issue  would  be  approved  by  the  voters  at  a  special 
election  to  be  held  on  Tuesday,  September  27.  Forty-five 
per  cent  of  the  total  amount  of  the  issue  will  be  re- 
funded by  the  federal  government. 

Addressing  new  teachers  in  the  group,  just  appointed 
and  beginning  their  careers,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Joseph  P.  Nourse,  reminded  them  that  they  were  "dedi- 
cating yourselves  to  childhood  and  the  greatest  tribute 
that  will  come  to  you  is  that  young  people  will  look 
upon  you  as  a  friend  and  a  leader."  He  pointed  out  that 
the  example  set  by  a  teacher  both  in  and  out  of  the  class- 
room is  taken  as  a  standard  by  young  people. 

Dr.  Walter  F.  Dexter,  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  telegraphed  in  response  to  an  invitation  to 
address  the  institute,  the  following  message:  It  was  good 
of  you  to  invite  me  to  bring  a  word  of  greeting  to  the 
teachers  of  San  Francisco  at  their  first  meeting.  I  deeply 
appreciate  your  courtesy  in  this  matter.  As  we  begin  the 
year's  work  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  such  a  compe- 
tent group  of  teachers  will  carry  the  educational  respon- 
sibility of  your  city.  I  assure  you  of  my  interest  in  every 
phase  of  your  work  and  pledge  the  hearty  cooperation  of 
the  Stale  Department. 

Dr.  Walter  C.  Eells,  coordinator  of  the  cooperative 
study  of  secondary  school  standards,  a  nationwide  en- 
deavor, told  teachers  that  two  or  three  basic  faults  exist- 
ed in  accreditation  and  evaluation. 

"All  too  often  we  find  that  school  people  are  apt  to 
think  of  the  academic  value  of  their  institutions  in  terms 
of  the  number  of  test  tubes  in  the  laboratory  or  volumes 
in  the  library,  rather  than  subjects  successfully  taught  by 
competent  teachers." 

Nat  J.  L.  Pieper,  special  agent  for  the  Federal  Bureau 
of  Investigation,  drew  a  telling  picture  of  crime  as  it 
exists  in  the  United  States  today,  with  special  emphasis 
on  youthful  criminals.  "Over  700,000  young  people  under 
21  years  of  age  in  this  country  are  known  criminals,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Pieper. 


A  Slow  Death 


THE  myth  that  modern  children  just  hate  to  return  to 
school  after  vacation  is  dying  a  slow  but  natural  death. 
In  an  editorial  commenting  on  the  significance  of  the  re- 
opening of  school  and  its  meaning  to  the  community,  the 
editor  of  the  San  Francisco  Call-Bulletin  remarked  on 
last  Tuesday: 

Vacation  is  over  for  the  thousands  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's school  children,  and  that  means  that  vacation  also 
is  over  for  an  army  of  teachers  and  parents  whose  own 
lives  and  affairs  are  influenced  by  the  work  and  play 
schedules  of  these  youngsters. 

For  hundreds  of  these  120,000  boys  and  girls  it  was 
a  vacation  that  was  all  too  short. 

But  there  are  thousands  of  others,  eager  to  get  along 
in  the  world,  who  are  anxious  to  resume  their  studies, 
and  learn  more  of  these  mysterious  forces,  social  and 
economic,  upon  which  civilization  is  founded. 

These  youngsters  are  working  toward  a  goal,  and  most 
of  them  are  planning  their  lives  with  intelligent  fore- 
sight and  common  sense. 

They  know  that  lack  of  education  today  is  a  handicap 
of  almost  overwhelming  consequences  in  any  line  of  en- 
deavor. 

They  know  that  to  go  far,  or  perhaps  even  to  obtain 
work  of  the  most  humble  nature,  they  must  have  training, 
and  must  specialize  in  whatever  they  do. 

They  know  that  in  a  world  of  robots  and  mass  ma- 
chinery, the  competition  between  skilled  brains  and  be- 
tween skilled  hands  is  keen,  and  sometimes  cruel. 

Because  they  know  and  understand  these  things,  they 
no  longer  see  school  as  a  prison,  but  rather  as  the  first 
guarantee  of  greater  economic  security  in  the  years  to 
come. 

And  that  sort  of  intelligence,  that  sort  of  eagerness 
and  that  sort  of  laudable  ambition  WILL  find  success 
and,  in  finding  it,  will  build  a  greater  civilization  than 
perhaps  the  one  which  exists  today.

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THERE  is  one  type  of  public  construction  that  will 
brook  no  delay.  There  is  a  large  portion  of  our  popu- 
lation that  must  be  cared  for  as  its  needs  arise  else  it 
will  be  forever  deprived  of  its  rightful  portion  of  the 
public  bounty.  I  refer  to  Education  and  the  wards  of  our 
educational  system — the  children.  The  satisfaction  of  the 
needs  of  children  cannot  be  long  delayed. 

We  have  ever  been  in  the  forefront  with  the  type  and 
quality  of  education  imparted  in  our  schools.  The  fire  of 
1906  and  the  passage  of  the  years  required  not  only  the 
construction  of  new  school  buildings  to  replace  those  de- 
stroyed, but  also  the  replacement  of  out-moded,  dilapi- 
dated structures  that  had  long  out-lived  their  usefulness. 
That  program  of  school  construction  is  well  on  its  way 
to  completion,  but  it  is  not  completed  yet.  Our  various 
districts  are  all  well  served  with  schools,  but  in  many, 
many  instances,  the  school  units  fall  far  of  satisfying  the 
complete  modern  school  program. 

To  complete  this  program,  our  Mayor,  Hon.  Angelo 
J.  Rossi,  and  your  Board  of  Education,  have  made  appli- 
cations for  grants  in  connection  with  the  P.  W.  A.  de- 
velopment program.  With  a  sum  of  $1,172,107.75  now 
immediately  available,  we  aim,  with  a  grant  of  an  addi- 
tional $958,997  to  make  possible  the  erection  of  the 
first  unit  of  our  Junior  College. 

This  institution,  in  the  two  years  of  its  existence,  has 
more  than  justified  the  faith  of  those  sponsoring  it.  Lo- 
cated in  eighteen  buildings,  scattered  throughout  our 
city,  its  hours  of  instruction  spread  even  into  the  twi- 
light; it  has  grown  soundly,  healthfully,  and  securely.  Its 
students  testify  to  its  worth,  its  teachers  and  administra- 
tors are  justly  proud  of  its  accomplishments.  It  is  imper- 
ative that  an  academic  unit  be  constructed  at  once.  With 
the  help  of  P.  W.  A.  grants  this  will  be  done. 

The  first  units  of  the  George  Washington  High  School, 
opened  but  two  years  ago,  are  filled  to  the  limit  of  their 
capacity.  As  yet  no  gymnasium  facilities  are  available.  A 
gymnasium  for  boys  and  girls  at  the  George  Washing- 
ton High  School  is  also  included  in  this  immediate  pro- 
ject. 

Other  items  included  in  this  P.  W.  A.  docket,  are 
briefly: 

Horace  Mann  gymnasium  and  cafeteria; 

Marina  Junior  High  auditorium; 

Portola  Junior  High  auditorium; 

addition  to  the  Franklin  School ; 

auditorium  for  the  Francis  Scott  Key  Elementary 
School ;  and 

auditorium  and  kindergarten  for  the  Lawton  Elemen- 
tary School. 

It  is  the  sincere  hope  of  your  Board  of  Education  to 
complete  these  units  as  rapidly  as  possible.  According  to 
our  present  estimates,  all  this  work  can  be  done  within 
the  limits  of  the  fund  available  from  our  own  capital 
and  the  45  percent  grant  of  the  P.  W.  A. 

All  this  construction  just  outlined  will  be  made  with- 
out any  additional  charge  to  our  taxpayers.  We  have  the 
money  on  hand,  which,  with  the  Federal  Grant,  will 
make  the  completion  of  this  part  of  our  program  possible. 

These  structures,  while  satisfying  the  most  pressing 
and  urgent  needs  of  our  school  children,  will  not  entirely 
meet  our  present  and  immediate  requirements.  In  serv- 
ing the  desire  to  meet  all  district  needs,  a  number  of  our 
elementary  schools,  and  junior  and  senior  high  schools 
are  incomplete.  To  place  in  the  tax  rate  a  sum  sufficient 
to  embark  immediately  upon  all  the  construction  neces- 
sary would  be  an  unwarranted  burden  upon  the  tax- 
payers. The  opportunity  to  meet  the  urgent  demands  for 
immediate  school  construction  is  afforded  by  the  current 
Public  Works  Administration  program,  whereby  the  Fed- 
eral Government  will  advance  45  percent  of  the  cost  of 
approved  construction  projects.  School  buildings  and 
structures  are  the  favored  children  of  this  program.  With 
the   expenditure  of  $2,800,000  the  school  building  pro-

gram  can  be  brought  practically  up  to  date.  To  raise  the 
funds  for  this  portion  of  our  construction  a  bond  issue  in 
said  amount  of  two  million  eight  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars is  proposed.  Of  this  sum  the  Federal  government 
will  advance  45  percent,  the  balance  to  be  defrayed  by 
our  own  City  Government  and  its  citizens. 

No  one  will  quarrel  with  the  urgent  desire  to  con- 
struct school  buildings  out  of  each  year's  budget.  "The 
pay  as  you  go  plan"  is  recognized  as  worthy  and  proper. 
It  is  such  because  of  the  interest  payments  entailed  by 
bond  issues  which  add  so  much  to  the  ultimate  cost  of 
such  projects.  However,  a  bond  issue  of  securities  of  ten 
years  maturity  when  45  per  cent  of  the  total  issue  is  an 
outright  gift,  is  actually  cheaper  than  the  "pay  as  you 
go  plan".  Nothing  is  more  tiresome  than  compilations  of 
statistics  and  figures  repeated  over  the  radio,  but  any- 
one mathematically  inclined  can  readily  determine  that 
interest  for  ten  years  at  current  rate  on  a  two  million 
eight  hundred  thousand  dollar  issue,  retired  annually, 
will  be  far  less  than  the  amount  given  to  us  under  the 
P.  W.  A.  program.  Actually  there  is  a  tremendous  sav- 
ing, especially  when  you  consider  the  gift  of  45  percent. 

Your  board  of  Education  recognizes  a  double  duty. 
One,  of  providing  the  growing  generation  with  the  best 
possible  type  of  instruction  in  buildings  and  with  equip- 
ment commensurate  with  their  needs  and  the  ability  of 
the  public  to  provide;  the  other,  of  not  unduly  or  un- 
necessarily burdening  the  ever-willing  payer  of  taxes. 

This  bond  issue  will  make  possible,  it  is  hoped,  the 
following  buildings — a  secondary  school  for  the  Sunset 
District,  on  land  already  purchased.  This  is  an  absolute 
necessity.  The  school  needs  of  this  rapidly  growing  sec- 
tion of  our  City  cannot  be  longer  delayed  or  denied.  Only 
lack  of  funds  and  an  unwillingness  to  add  to  the  tax 
rate  have  deterred  your  Board  of  Education  thus  far  in 
inaugurating  construction  of  this  school.  The  construc- 
tion of  the  first  unit  of  this  school  is  contemplated. 

The  outer  Mission  district  of  our  city  likewise  for 
many  years  has  felt  the  need  of  a  junior  high  school. 
Eight  years  ago  a  site  was  selected  for  this  school  but 
funds  appropriated  therefor  were  more  urgently  needed 
for  relief  and  the  school  was  not  constructed.  The  erec- 
tion of  this  junior  high  school  in  an  area  to  be  selected 
will  relieve  the  over-crowded  condition  at  Balboa  High 
School  where  some  thirty-two  hundred  children  a  day 
crowd  the  classrooms  and  corridors. 

A  gymnasium  for  the  Junior  College  and  for  Lowell 
High  School,  the  Mission  High  School  Playground,  an 
addition  to  the  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School,  Kinder- 
gartens for  the  Francis  Scott  Key,  the  Visitacion  Valley 
and  Glen  Park  Elementary  Schools,  and  an  Auditorium 
for  the  George  Washington  High  School,  comprise  the 
program  embraced  within  the  bond  issue  funds.  As  pres- 
ently estimated,  and  as  the  needs  now  appear  this  is  the 
program  contemplated.  We  urgently  hope  to  accomplish 
the  task  of  meeting  the  major  portion,  if  not  all  of  these 
most  urgent  requirements. 

I  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  fact  that  this 
school  construction  is  something  that  just  cannot  be  in- 
definitely delayed.  An  opportunity  today  taken  away 
from  a  child  can  never  be  afforded  that  child  again.  He 
is  day  by  day  growing  away  from  us.  Our  obligation  to 
him  is  pressing,  is  immediate,  is  imperative.  We  are  not 
foreseeing  future  needs  in  this  building  program.  We 
are  meeting  needs  long  ago  foreseen,  needs  that  today 
are  pressing  and  immediate. 

None  of  us  would  be  satisfied  if  our  children  were 
forced  to  attend  schools  of  the  type  in  which  we  were 
schooled.  I  am  not  speaking  of  the  type  or  quality  of  in- 
struction, I  am  referring  to  the  school  buildings  and 
equipment.  The  automobile  of  twenty  years  ago  is  today 
a  museum  piece,  the  areoplane  of  but  ten  years  ago  is 
now  condemned  as  unsafe,  the  homes  that  bring  such 
sweet  memories  of  our  youth  are  today  hopelessly  out  of 
date  as  far  as  heating,  plumbing,  decorating  and  general 
conveniences  are  concerned.  Are  any  of  us  desirous  of

denying   the   child   the    fullest   opportunity   for   securing 
safeguards  for  his  future  and  for  the  future  state  and 
nation  of  which  he  will  be  a  citizen? 

When  cost  is  not  an  element  of  concern,  the  last  ob- 
jection to  any  construction  program  is  removed.  The 
school  needs  which  I  have  generally  referred  to  are  for 
today,  they  will  serve  tomorrow,  but  we  must  have  them 
now.  Children  now  in  school  require  these  buildings. 
The  expense,  by  reason  of  the  short  life  of  the  bonds, 
and  the  Federal  Grant  of  45  percent  of  the  total  cost,  is 
actually  less  to  the  taxpayer  than  it  would  be  under  the 
pay  as  you  go  plan.  And  above  all,  the  erection  of  those 
buildings  will  provide  work  for  the  unemployed,  will 
furnish  a  market  for  materials  and  supplies  and  will 
speed  the  return  of  normal  active,  prosperous  American 
economic  life. 


Revision  of  Rules 

AS  THE  result  of  a  decision  of  the  California  State 
i  Supreme  Court,  awarding  damages  to  a  girl  high 
school  student  injured  in  a  physical  education  class,  hold- 
ing that  a  jury  is  the  sole  judge  as  to  what  constitutes  a 
hazard  in  physical  education,  the  Board  of  Education 
adopted  at  its  August  9  meeting,  the  following  revision 
in  the  physical  education  curriculum: 

RESOLVED:  That  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools,  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Nourse,  the  fol- 
lowing restrictions  shall  be  immediately  placed  in  effect 
in  all  physical  education  instruction  in  junior  and  senior 
high  schools ;  and  that  any  curriculum  revisions  shall 
conform  to  the  same  in  all  respects;  and  further,  that  the 
Director  of  Physical  Education  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  proper  observance  of  the  restrictions  imposed  herein, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Deputy  Superintendent 
of  Schools  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools ;  this  order  to  be  effective  immediately. 

"All  tumbling  and  apparatus  work  shall  be  eliminated 
from  the  physical  education  courses  of  study  in  junior 
and  senior  high  schools.  (This  shall  not  be  interpreted  to 
prohibit  the  use  of  hand  apparatus,  climbing  ropes  and 
exercises  on  the  stall  bars  when  performed  by  single  in- 
dividuals.*) 

"Classes  in  tumbling  and  apparatus  work  may  be  org- 
anized as  an  extra-curricular  activity  in  senior  high 
schools  upon  written  application  of  students  desiring 
such  courses. 

"No  tumbling  class  or  instruction  in  tumbling  or  ap- 
paratus work  shall  be,  carried  on,  or  directed,  by  a  teach- 
er who  is  not  fully  trained  in  the  art  of  tumbling  or  ap- 
paratus work.  Written  acknowledgment  of  this  fact 
must  first  be  obtained  from  the  Director  of  Physical 
Education. 

"All  flying  ring  activities,  all  springboard  activities  and 
all  ladder  work,  shall  be  eliminated  as  part  of  the  Phys- 
ical Education  courses  of  study  in  junior  and  senior  high 
schools. 

"No  weight  events  (javelin,  shot  put  or  discus)  shall 
be  permitted  as  part  of  any  regular  class  work. 

"Pole  vaulting  shall  not  be  included  in  any  regular 
physical  education  class  activity. 

"Hard  baseball  shall  not  be  played  as  part  of  any  reg- 
ular physical  education  class  activity. 

"Touch  tackle  or  tag  football  shall  be  eliminated  from 
the  junior  high  school  course  of  study.  In  senior  high 
schools  no  touch  tackle  or  tag  football  shall  be  played 
except  on  a  turfed  field."

New  R.O.T.C.  Leader 

MAJOR  Warfield  M.  Lewis,  Infantry,  has  been  as- 
signed to  the  San  Francisco  high  schools  as  com- 
mandant of  the  R.O.T.C.  unit,  succeeding  Major  Walter 
M.  Mann,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  local  regiment 
since  1932. 

Major  Lewis  was  presented  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Education  at  a  meeting  on  Tuesday,  August  16, 
by  Superintendent  Nourse.  The  commissioners  authorized 
the  Superintendent  to  express  to  the  War  Department 
satisfaction  that  so  able  a  successor  had  been  appointed 
to  the  post  which  Major  Mann  had  filled  with  outstand- 
ing ability.  Commissioner  William  F.  Benedict  also  ask- 
ed that  suitable  resolutions  be  drawn  testifying  to  the 
appreciation  of  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  for  the  ser- 
vice rendered  by  Major  Mann  and  that  a  copy  of  these 
resolutions  be  forwarded  to  the  War  Department.  Text 
of  the  resolution  follows: 

RESOLVED,  That  the  retirement  of 

MAJOR  WALTER  M.  MANN,  U.  S.  A., 
as  Professor  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics  of  the  RE- 
SERVE  OFFICERS   TRAINING   CORPS   of   the   SAN 
FRANCISCO  HIGH  SCHOOLS,  be  and  hereby  is  offi- 
cially noted  and  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  retirement  of  MAJOR  MANN 
brings  extreme  regret  to  this  Board,  his  services  to  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Schools  having  been  of  extraordi- 
nary value.  He  has  been  faithful,  conscientious  and  effi- 
cient in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  giving  at  all  times 
most  generously  of  his  time,  energy  and  strength  with 
the  result  that  the  San  Francisco  R.O.T.C.  has  been  de- 
veloped to  a  position  of  leadership  in  the  Western  States ; 
and  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Education  extends  to 
MAJOR  MANN  its  thanks  and  appreciation  for  his  un- 
tiring efforts  in  this  splendid  work,  and  assures  him  of 
its  sincere  good  wishes  for  his  future  success  and  happi- 
ness; and  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  above  resolutions  be  placed  in 
full  upon  the  minutes  of  this  Board  and  a  copy  be  for- 
warded to  MAJOR  MANN,  to  the  staff  headquarters  of 
the  Ninth  Army  Corps  Area  and  to  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral of  the  United  States  Army. 

DONE  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco  on  this  Sixteenth 
Day  of  August,  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Thirty-Eight  and 
of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States,  the  One  Hun- 
dred and  Sixty-second. 

Major  Mann,  who  succeeded  Major  John  P.  Adams, 
was  originally  appointed  for  a  four-year  term.  The  excel- 
lent record  he  made  during  his  original  assignment  re- 
sulted in  the  Board  of  Education  and  Superintendent  of 
Schools  petitioning  the  War  Department  for  an  exten- 
sion of  his  services  and  Major  Mann  was  permitted  to 
remain  here  two  additional  years. 

Major  Lewis  was  graduated  from  the  United  States 
Military  Academy  in  1917,  from  the  Infantry  School  in 
1925  and  from- the  Command  and  General  Staff  School 
in  June,  1938.  He  formerly  was  professor  of  military 
science  and  tactics  at  Ouachita  College  and  South  Dakota 
State  College. 


Bond  Proposals  Approved 

WITHOUT  a  dissenting  vote,  the  Park-Presidio  Im- 
provement Association  adopted  resolutions  at  its 
monthly  meeting  attended  by  200  persons,  approving  the 
proposed  school  bond  issue  for  $2,800,000  to  be  voted 
upon  on  September  27.  E.  J.  Cummings,  principal  of 
George  Washington  School,  was  a  guest  of  the  Associ- 
ation at  its  meeting  and  told  of  the  need  for  completion 
of  George  Washington,  the  auditorium,  gymnasium  and 
athletic  field. 

Another  unanimous  endorsement  for  the  school  bonds 
came  from  the  Southern  Council  of  Civic  Clubs,  W.  J. 
Varley,  president,  informed  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Nourse  yesterday.  Mr.  Varley  recounted  that  more  than 
700  persons  attended  a  meeting  of  the  organization 
called  to  discuss  the  school  bonds  and  that  the  endorse- 
ment came  without  a  dissenting  vote.  Specific  mention 
was  made  of  permanent  buildings  for  the  junior  college 
at  Balboa  Park  and  a  proposed  new  junior  high  school  in 
the  outer  Mission  area. 

Previously  the  bond  issue  was  endorsed  by  the  Sec- 
ond District,  California  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teach- 
ers. An  explanation  of  the  school  building  program  was 
given  before  the  Congress  by  Superintendent  Nourse. 

Action  by  the  Parent  Teachers  constituted  the  sixth 
major  endorsement  for  the  school  bond  issue,  the  others 
being:  the  Parkside  Improvement  Club,  the  Apartment 
House  Industry  of  San  Francisco  and  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Welfare  Council.

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Parents  Endorse  School  Building  Program 


DELEGATES  to  the  Second  District  Meeting  of  the 
California  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers  last 
Tuesday  heard  Superintendent  J.  P.  Nourse  call  for  the 
united  support  of  the  mothers  of  this  city  on  behalf  of 
the  September  27  school  bond  election,  and  they  re- 
sponded by  unanimously  endorsing  the  proposed  issue  of 
S2,S00,000. 

"San  Francisco's  public  schools,"  Superintendent 
Nourse  said,  "need  new  buildings  to  the  extent  of  $8,- 
060,000.  At  the  present  time,  classes  of  the  junior 
college  meet  in  eighteen  different  locations  throughout 
the  city.  Construction  of  a  building  for  these  two  thou- 
sand young  men  and  women  heads  the  list  of  urgently 
needed  projects.  Hardly  less  urgent  is  the  proposed  sec- 
ond unit  of  the  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School,  which 
opened  its  doors  last  year  and  today  it  is  unable  to  fulfill 
the  demands  made  upon  it  for  lack  of  space.  No  one  can 
question  the  need  of  Abraham  Lincoln  High  School  in 
the  Parkside-Sunset  District,  or  of  the  Outer  Mission 
Junior  High  School.  Our  unfinished  school  plants  must 
be  completed — Lowell  needs  a  girls'  gymnasium,  George 
Washington  High  School  is  without  an  auditorium,  plans 
are  drawn  for  the  Francis  Scott  Key  auditorium,  kinder- 
gartens are  needed  at  Francis  Scott  Key,  Visitacion  Val- 
ley and  Glen  Park  elementary  schools,  classrooms,  audi- 
toriums, shops  or  other  construction  must  be  added  to 
Franklin  elementary,  Portola  Junior  High,  Marina  Jun- 
ior High,  Lawton  elementary,  Horace  Mann  Junior  High 
and  Francisco  Junior  High  schools ;  a  play  field  is  an 
urgent  necessity  at  Mission  High  School ;  a  growing 
district  will  soon  necessitate  a  school  in  Merced  Manor 
and  the  central  office  needs  an  administration  building. 

"It  is  the  duty  of  the  officials  of  the  Public  Schools 
to  provide  these  buildings.  The  problem  facing  them  is 
— How  can  they  be  best  financed  ? 

"It  is  possible  to  provide  for  new  construction  in  a 
current  year's  budget.  Such  a  procedure  reflects  imme- 
diately in  the  tax  rate.  What  is  the  position  of  San 
Francisco  today?  You  noticed  in  this  morning's  paper 
that  the  tax  rate  for  next  year  would  be  $4.04,  an  in- 
crease over  last  year's  rate  of  $3.87.  No  part  of  this 
increase  is  chargeable  to  the  schools  because  our  budget 
for  the  coming  fiscal  year  is  less  than  our  budget  for 
1937-38.  Should  we  include  new  construction  in  our 
list  of  current  expenditures,  the  tax  rate  would  sky-rock- 
et, and  the  people  would  be  unduly  burdened. 

"The  alternative  means  of  financing  a  building  pro- 
gram is  through  a  bond  issue.  Bond  issues  must  be 
carefully  weighed,  however,  because  on  long  term  pro- 
grams the  cost  of  interest  more  than  equals  the  amount 
of  the  bonds.  The  issue  on  which  we  will  be  called 
upon  to  vote  on  September  27  is  for  a  short  term — ten 
years — but  in  addition  the  Federal  Government  will 
make  us  an  outright  gift  of  forty-five  per  cent  of  the 
cost  of  the  construction.  We  are  called  upon  to  pay 
only  55  percent  of  the  cost  of  any  project.  The  Federal 
Government  meets  the  balance.  This  program  will  per- 
mit construction  of  our  needed  buildings  at  a  cost  even 
less  than  under  a  pay-as-you-go  plan. 

"By  no  means  will  it  be  an  easy  job  to  bring  about 
passage  of  the  bonds.  A  two-thirds  vote  is  required  and 
this  makes  it  even  more  difficult  to  overcome  San  Fran- 
cisco's normal  'no'  vote.  One  of  the  best  examples  of  a 
dollar  sign  meaning  'no'  in  the  minds  of  some  people 
occurred  twenty-five  years  ago.  The  people  were  called 
upon  to  vote  the  acceptance  of  an  outright  gift  from  the 
City  of  Oakland  to  assist  in  financing  the  1915  Exposi- 
tion. It  is  hard  to  believe  more  than  15,000  citizens 
of  San  Francisco  voted  not  to  accept  this  money.  It  is 
this  normal  'no'  vote  that  we  must  combat,  in  addition 
to  apathy  on  the  part  of  many  people  who  favor  the 
bonds  abstractly  but  who  are  too  busy  on  election  day 
to  vote.  The  'no'  vote  is  never  too  busy  to  cast  its 
ballot. 


"You  ladies  of  the  Parent  Teacher  Association  are 
working  with  us  in  the  interest  of  all  the  children  of 
San  Francisco.  We  want  to  give  them  better  oppor- 
tunities in  this  modern  world.  A  survey  made  in  1936 
revealed  that  of  the  20,000,000  boys  and  girls  in  the 
United  States  between  the  ages  of  16  and  24,  250,000 
were  wanderers  of  the  road,  250,000  were  in  prisons, 
350,000  were  in  CCC  camps,  and  2,500,000  were  on 
relief.  It  is  up  to  us  to  keep  the  number  of  San  Fran- 
cisco boy  and  girl  misfits  at  a  minimum.  We  have  an 
opportunity  on  September  27  to  demonstrate,  in  a  tan- 
gible way,  our  concern  in  the  matter.  It  is  our  duty 
to  work  together,  to  vote  ourselves,  and  to  get  out  the 
'yes'  vote  in  favor  of  proposition  No.  4  on  the  ballot, 
school  bonds." 

Delegates  to  the  meeting  acclaimed  Superintendent 
Nourse's  remarks  and  unanimously  resolved  to  endorse 
the  bonds  and  to  work  for  their  passage,  and  in  addi- 
tion resolved,  on  motion  by  Mrs.  Joseph  E.  Morcombe: 

"That  Second  District  go  on  record  as  endorsing 
the  School  Bonds  to  be  voted  upon  September  27 
($2,800,000). 

"That  Second  District  write  a  letter  to  the  Board 
of  Education  notifying  the  Board  of  the  action  of 
endorsing  the  School  Bond  issue  of  September  27 
and  asking  that  the  Board  open  facilities  at  every 
point  within  the  schools  to  supply  information  con- 
cerning the  Bond  issue  to  the  parents  of  the  child- 
ren of  the  Public  Schools  and  that  the  president  of 
every  local  P.T.A.  be  empowered  to  cooperate  with 
the  school  principals  in  spreading  such  information. 

"That  Second  District  write  a  letter  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  informing  the  Board  of 
the  action  of  Second  District  in  regard  to  the  School 
Bond  issue  to  be  voted  upon  September  27  and  ask 
that  this  endorsement  be  included  in  the  pre-election 
printed  matter  mailed  to  all  the  voters." 


Attendance  Data  Required

Correspondence  Courses  for  Teachers 

Two  courses  in  journalism,  taught  by  correspondence, 
are  conducted  by  the  University  of  California  Extension 
Division.  The  instructor  is  Arthur  L.  Price,  editorial 
writer  of  The  San  Francisco  Examiner. 

The  courses  are  News  Writing,  devoted  to  the  train- 
ing of  reporters,  and  Newspaper  and  Magazine  Article 
Writing,  giving  training  in  the  preparation  of  material 
for  periodicals. 

Among  the  students  in  the  News  Writing  courses  have 
been  a  number  of  teachers  of  journalism  in  California 
high  schools.  Students  may  enroll  for  this  work  at  any 
time. 
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Reception  to  Dr.  Kilpatrick 

SAN  FRANCISCO  teachers  filled  the  auditorium  of 
Everett  Junior  High  School  last  Tuesday  to  hear  Dr. 
William  H.  Kilpatrick,  noted  American  educator,  now 
visiting  in  California.  The  distinguished  visitor,  intro- 
duced by  John  C.  McGlade,  deputy  superintendent  of 
schools,  spoke  on  "The  Culture  and  Its  Place  in  Life 
and  Education."  He  spoke  in  part  as  follows: 

"The  Egyptians  were  the  first  to  recognize  the  dawn 
of  consciousness  among  men.  In  the  stone  age,  men 
went  for  thirty  thousand  vears  without  improving  upon 
their  stone  implements.  Think  of  going  thirty  thousand 
years  without  improving  upon  a  significant  invention.  It 
is  only  by  the  grace  of  culture  that  we  live  in  a  world 
today  of  superior  concepts." 

"Culture  includes  all  the  aspects  of  human  environ- 
ment. It  transmits  from  one  generation  to  the  other.  Cul- 
ture molds  man  to  its  model.  Only  a  genius  can  raise  a 
new  and  significant  question." 

"We  live  in  a  world  of  rapid  change — greater  than 
the  world  has  ever  known.  That  has  its  repercussions  on 
the  future.  Graphic  change  has  made  an  uneven  change. 
Some  parts  are  rapid  and  some  are  slow.  Some  parts 
pulling  ahead,  make  their  new  demands  and  social  stress 
arises  which  means  an  unsolved  problem.  The  greater  the 
unsolved  problems,  the  greater  the  social  stress." 

"Our  culture  150  years  ago,  was  fairly  consistent,  but 
it  has  been  getting  less  and  less  so.  This  intensifies  our 
problem.  The  culture  does  not  fit  together  as  one  whole. 
The  schools  have  a  definite  task  in  helping  in  this  matter. 
We  must  teach  the  criticism  of  the  culture.  We  must 
bring  up  a  generation  to  understand  what  is  wrong  with 
our  culture  and  democratically  change  to  something  bet- 
ter. The  schools  must  bring  up  the  persons  that  can  do 
this — teach  how  to  live  in  a  world  of  change  and  man- 
age the  possibilities  of  change."

In  answer  to  a  query,  Howard  McDonald,  deputy  su- 
perintendent in  charge  of  personnel,  said  that  attendance 
at  Dr.  Kilpatrick's  lectures  may  be  recorded  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  series  on  forms  indicating  professional 
growth  of  teachers.

Science  Aids  Canines 

IN  THE  GREAT  effort  being  made  by  the  universities 
to  keep  Young  America  healthy  and  happy,  they  have 
been  able  to  keep  his  dog  friend  the  same  way.  In  fact, 
it  is  hard  to  determine  who  has  been  benefited  the 
most  by  this  experimentation.  When  Young  America 
goes  to  the  store  now  to  buy  his  dog  one  of  the  standard 
foods,  there  is  a  very  good  chance  that  it  has  been  passed 
on  by  some  university  before  being  placed  on  the  market. 

The  department  of  household  science  of  the  University 
of  California  has  given  advice  to  hundreds  of  dog  food 
manufacturers,  veterinarians,  and  just  plain  dog  lovers 
throughout  the  country  on  proper  diet  for  the  canine 
population.  According  to  Dr.  Agnes  Fay  Morgan,  head 
of  the  department,  scores  of  inquiries  are  being  received 
every  year  on  this  one  subject.  The  University  itself 
has  been  experimenting  on  proper  dog  diets  for  nine 
years,  and  now  maintains  a  purebred  cocker  spaniel 
colony  for  the  purpose  of  determining,  through  diet  ex- 
perimentation, what  foods  are  best  suited  for  humans 
and  dogs  in  order  to  maintain  uniformly  good  health. 

Through  these  experiments  many  facts  regarding  the 
maintenance  of  proper  dog  health  have  been  made  known 
for  the  first  time.  Most  of  these  facts  relate  to  the  vita- 
min studies,  particularly  Vitamins  D  and  A,  which  are 
essentially  needed  for  bone  growth  and  general  health 
defense  in  both  dogs  and  humans.  The  vitamin  D  studies 
have  had  a  very  direct  bearing  upon  the  prevention  of 
rickets. 

As  a  result  of  these  experiments  the  University  has 
been  of  considerable  assistance  to  dog  fanciers  of  all 
kinds  in  helping  compose  and  distribute  efficient  dog 
diets.  The  University  itself  has  raised  approximately  250 
young  dogs  on  these  diets. 

The  chief  purpose  of  the  department  of  household 
science  is  to  endeavor  to  improve  on  human  diets  from 
the  standpoint  of  health  giving  and  health  sustaining 
qualities.  In  this  the  dog  not  only  has  been  of  invaluable 
assistance,  but  has  been  benefited  in  proportion  to  the 
benefits  accruing  to  humans. 


August  Time  Rolls 

Time  rolls  for  all  day  schools  will  be  delivered  to  the 
Division  of  Accounts,  early  Wednesday  morning,  Aug- 
ust 31.  Because  of  the  holiday  on  September  5,  it  is 
very  urgent  that  principals  send  the  messenger  with  the 
time  roll  to  reach  the  central  office  not  later  than  ten 
o'clock.  There  are  13  teaching  days  in  August.  All 
evening  schools  will  deliver  their  time  rolls  on  Thurs- 
day morning,  September  1. 

Monday,  September  5,  Labor  Day,  being  a  holiday, 
the  schools  will  be  closed,  so  pay  warrants  for  teachers 
will  be  delivered  on  Tuesday,  September  6. 

Institute,  August  15,  will  be  marked  with  a  symbol 
"W"  for  those  who  attended,  and  will  be  counted  as 
one  of  the  teaching   days  in  the  total  of  13' days. 

Teachers'  time  rolls  for  August  have  the  August  sal- 
ary shown  in  pencil;  the  rate  of  salary  for  the  next  ten 
months  is  printed  on  the  roll;  also,  the  new  city  retire- 
ment rate  is  shown  after  each  name. 

Please  return  the  time  rolls  without  removing  the 
carbon  or  the  fasteners;  this  will  be  done  in  the  office 
after  the  checking  is  completed. 

Time  rolls  for  clerks  and  janitors  will  be  delivered 
with  the  time  rolls  for  teachers.  There  are  16  working 
days  in  the  last  half  of  August  for  clerks  and  janitors, 
with  the  exception  of  elementary  school  clerks,  who 
will  have   12  working  days. 

Since  there  is  a  new  form  for  sick  leave  for  teach- 
ers and,  also,  for  civil  service  employees,  principals  are 
asked  to  not  use  the  old  forms.  A  number  of  schools 
are  using  them  now,  but  this  should  not  be  done  as  the 
old  forms  are  obsolete. 
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A  Pioneer  Passes 

A  LBERT  LYSER,  teacher,  principal  and  friend,  whose 
**  reputation  and  camaraderie  far  outlived  his  years  of 
actual  service  in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools,  died 
at  his  home  here  on  August  28. 

Mr.  Lyser's  keen  perception  of  current  affairs  belied 
his  89  years,  most  of  which  were  spent  in  California 
dating  from  his  first  assignment  in  Los  Gatos  after  his 
arrival  from  Germany.  His  teaching  in  Los  Gatos  at- 
tracted attention  of  the  late  John  Swett,  sometime  state 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  who  was  instru- 
mental in  inducing  Mr.  Lyser  to  accept  appointment  in 
San  Francisco  in  1868.  He  served  at  the  South  Cosmo- 
politan Grammar  School  in  Eddy  Street,  now  the  Adams 
Elementary  School;  the  John  Swett  Grammar  School, 
and  in  succession  James  Lick,  Roosevelt  and  Irving  M.

An  Outright  Gift 

AN  OUTRIGHT  gift  of  45  dollars  out  of  every  one 
**  hundred  proposed  to  be  spent  on  needed  new  school 
buildings  is  made  under  the  Federal  Government,  P.W.A. 
program,  Hon.  C.  Harold  Caulfield  told  members  of  the 
Faculty  Association  of  S.  F.  Junior  College  at  a  dinner 
meeting  held  on  last  Thursday  evening. 

Said  Commissioner  Caulfield: 

"The  opportunity  to  meet  the  urgent  demands  for  im- 
mediate school  construction  is  afforded  by  the  current 
Public  Works  Administration  program,  whereby  the  Fed- 
eral Government  will  advance  45  percent  of  the  cost  of 
approved  construction  projects.  School  buildings  and 
structures  are  the  favored  children  of  this  program.  With 
the  expenditure  of  $2,800,000  the  school  building  pro- 
gram can  be  brought  practically  up  to  date.  To  raise  the 
funds  for  this  portion  of  our  construction  a  bond  issue  in 
said  amount  of  two  million  eight  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars is  proposed.  Of  this  sum  the  Federal  government 
will  advance  45  per  cent,  the  balance  to  be  defrayed  by 
our  own  City  Government  and  its  citizens. 

"No  one  will  quarrel  with  the  urgent  desire  to  con- 
struct school  buildings  out  of  each  year's  budget.  'The 
pay  as  you  go  plan'  is  recognized  as  worthy  and  proper. 
It  is  such  because  of  the  interest  payments  entailed  by 
bond  issues  which  add  so  much  to  the  ultimate  cost .?/ 
such  projects.  However,  a  bond  issue  of  securities  of:  ten 
years  maturity  when  45  per  cent  of  the  total  issue  is  an 
outright  gift,  is  actually  cheaper  than  the  'pay  as  you  go 
plan!  Anyone  mathematically  inclined  can  readily  deter- 
mine that  interest  for  ten  years  at  current  rate  on  a  two 
million  eight  hundred  thousand  dollar  issue,  retired  an- 
nually, will  be  far  less  than  the  amount  given  to  us 
under  the  P.  W.  A.  program.  Actually  there  is  a  tremen- 
dous saving,  especially  when  you  consider  the  gift  of  45 
percent."

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Rhodes  Scholars 

The  careers  of  46  Americans  in  Oxford  University 
in  1911  now  have  been  catalogued  by  Frank  Russell, 
secretary  of  the  class,  says  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle 
editorially.  Nine  are  listed  in  Who's  Who,  the  rest  have 
remained  in  the  obscure  ranks  that  never  make  that  roster 
of  the  famous.  Two  of  the  class  are  journalists,  one 
sold  machinery  in  England  for  making  ice  cream.  One 
ran  a  fox  farm,  but  quit.  Three  became  clergymen  and 
of  these  one  wrote  detective  stories  and  a  volume  on 
how  to  reduce ;  eleven  became  lawyers ;  24  have  at  some 
time  engaged  in  teaching.  The  rest  have  gone  to  clerk- 
ing or  selling  or  running  adding  machines.  They  have 
achieved  no  special  distinction,  have  come  to  no  shame- 
ful ends. 

The  record  is  of  interest,  a  report  27  years  after,  of 
young  men  that  Cecil  Rhodes  hoped  would  become  out- 
standing leaders,  inspired  with  ideals  of  Anglo-American 
cooperation.  By  providing  scholarships  for  which  there 
are  annual  competitions  in  each  State,  the  empire  builder, 
who  gave  South  Africa  to  Britain,  hoped  to  give  molders 
of  opinion  and  philosophy  to  the  English  speaking  peo- 
ple. They  turned  out  rather  decent  average  citizens.

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Idleness:  A  Menace  to  the  Social  Order* 


THE  question  of  the  school  bonds  now  before  the  citi- 
■  zens  of  San  Francisco,  to  be  voted  on  in  the  bond 
election  of  September  27,  is  one  in  which  all  civic  mind- 
ed individuals  and  organizations  are  taking  keen  interest. 
This  is  a  matter  not  only  of  educational  importance  but 
of  definite  social  significance  as  well. 

Briefly  stated,  the  school  building  program  that  will  be 
partially  financed  by  the  funds  obtained  through  the  sale 
of  the  proposed  bonds  will  be  a  part  of  San  Francisco's 
participation  in  the  construction  projects  for  which  the 
federal  government  will  supply  funds  to  meet  45  per 
cent  of  the  cost  if  the  community  makes  provision  for 
meeting  55  per  cent  of  the  cost. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  on  hand  certain  funds 
($1,172,107)  which  will  entitle  San  Francisco  to  receive 
a  limited  grant  ($958,997)  from,  the  federal  govern- 
ment. The  sum  that  will  be  obtained  from  the  combin- 
ing of  these  funds  will  provide  for  one  units  of  the 
Junior  College,  for  the  gymnasium  and  athletic  field  of 
George  Washington  High 
School,  and  for  the  complet- 
ing of  six  other  schools 
through  the  construction  of 
the  gymnasium  and  cafeteria 
of  Horace  Mann  Junior  High 
School,  the  auditoriums  of  Ma- 
rina Junior  High,  Portola 
Junior  High  and  the  Francis 
Scott  Key  Elementary  School, 
the  Lawton  Kindergarten  and 
auditorium,  and  classrooms 
for  the  Franklin  School. 

There  is  further  school  con- 
struction that  is  urgently 
needed  at  the  present  time. 
This  will  be  cared  for  by  the 
proposed  bond  issue  of  $2,- 
800,000  of  which  sum  $1,- 
260,000  will  be  refunded  by 
the  federal  government  thus 
reducing  the  cost  to  San 
Francisco  for  this  part  of  the 
school  building  program  to 
$1,540,000.  These  funds  will 
provide  for  other  permanent 
units  of  the  Junior  College 
which  are  an  immediate  need, 
also  for  the  second  unit  of 
the  Samuel  Gompers  Trades 
School,  the  auditorium  of  the 
George  Washington  High 
School,  thus  completing  this 
school,  and  for  the  new  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  High  School  in 
the  Parkside  district,  a  junior  high  school  for  the  outer 
Mission  District,  kindergartens  for  the  Francis  Scott  Key, 
Visitacion  Valley  and  Glen  Park  Schools,  and  the  Mis- 
sion High  School  Athletic  field. 

The  program  set  forth  is  of  vital  importance  in  terms 
of  social  welfare  and  social  progress  as  well  as  of  edu- 
cational needs.  One  of  the  crucial  problems  of  today,  not 
only  in  this  community  but  in  all  of  America,  is  that  of 
meeting  adequately  the  needs  of  youth  and  particularly 
the  older  youth.  Until  a  fe.v  years  ago  boys  and  girls  of 
sixteen  years  of  age  and  over  who  were  in  need  of  em- 
ployment or  felt  the  urge  to  get  to  work  could  find  jobs 
comparatively  easily,  were  glad  to  be  at  work  and  were 
reasonably  successful  in  their  undertaking.  In  recent 
years  jobs  for  young  people  have  been  very  scarce  and 
industrial  and  economic  trends  indicate  that  there  is 
little  prospect  of  a  return  to  extensive  occupational  op- 
portunities for  youth.  These  young  people  do  not  want 
to  be  idle.  Idleness  on  their  part  is  a  menace  to  them 
and  to  the  social  order.  The  energy  and  desire  for  activity

in  youth  must  have  an  outlet  and,  lacking  a  desirable, 
worthy  outlet,  resolve  themselves  into  unwholesome  dis- 
content and  often  into  anti-social  activity. 

On  the  other  hand,  with  adequate  educational  facili- 
ties this  period  of  stress  for  youth  can  be  made  a  time 
of  most  effective  preparation  for  successful  civic,  social 
and  occupational  life  in  the  years  ahead.  It  is  for  these 
things  that  the  Junior  College  provides  in  its  wide  range 
of  classes  that  build  for  intelligent  civic  understanding, 
well  balanced  social  outlook,  wholesome  physical  devel- 
opment and  effective  occupational  life.  The  faculty  and 
students  of  the  San  Francisco  Junior  College  have  achiev- 
ed praiseworthy  results  in  their  three  years  of  striving 
under  the  serious  handicap  of  having  no  quarters  and  no 
facilities  of  their  own.  The  citizens  of  San  Francisco  can- 
not afford  to  delay  longer  in  making  proper  provision  for 
this  community  college  established  to  meet  San  Fran- 
cisco's needs. 

The  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School  is  making  a  most 
significant  contribution  to- 
ward meeting  the  needs  of 
the  older  youth  in  their  effort 
to  equip  themselves  for  occu- 
pational success.  This  plant 
must  be  enlarged  if  the  need 
is  to  be  adequately  met. 

Turning  to  the  provision 
made  in  the  building  program 
for  gymnasiums  and  athletic 
facilities  for  high  schools, 
that  are  as  yet  without  them, 
it  should  be  noted  that  ex- 
perts and  authorities  of  na- 
tionwide experience  in  the 
meeting  of  critical  social 
problems  have  given  irrefut- 
able evidence  that  wholesome 
physical  and  recreational  ac- 
tivity not  only  makes  for  the 
physical  well  being  of  young 
people  but  that  it  is  one  of 
the  most  effective  factors  in 
developing  desirable  social  at- 
titudes through  the  healthful, 
worthwhile,  cooperative  activ- 
ity that  it  provides.  Such  ac- 
tivity stands  second  to  none 
as  a  deterrent  to  delinquency. 
The  contribution  that  is  made 
not  only  to  physical  health 
but  also  to  mental  and  moral 
good  health  through  physical 
education  and  athletic  activi- 
ties of  the  right  sort  is  im- 
measurable. 
The  school  auditorium  performs  a  much  more  im- 
portant function  than  is  generally  realized,  in  preparing 
the  future  citizens  of  the  community  for  successful  par- 
ticipation in  a  democratic  social  order.  The  school  must 
develop  in  its  pupils  an  understanding  and  an  apprecia- 
tion of  the  cooperative  action  that  is  necessary  in  a  suc- 
cessful democracy.  To  do  this  there  must  be  opportunity 
and  facilities  in  the  school  for  effective  cooperation  on 
the  part  of  the  pupils  in  matters  of  common  interest  in  their 
miniature  commonwealth.  Every  adult  organization  that 
wishes  to  succeed  through  cooperative  action  seeks  first 
a  suitable  meeting  place.  The  auditorium  is  the  town 
hall  of  the  school  and  it  plays  a  most  important  role  in 
developing  the  outlook  of  the  future  citizens  of  a  de- 
mocracy. It  was  necessary  to  postpone  construction  of  this 
unit  in  certain  schools  that  have  been  built  recently. 
Now  it  must  be  provided. 

In  providing  for  the  construction  of  the  Abraham  Lin- 
coln High  School  in  the  Parkside  District  and  of  a  junior 
high  school  in  the  outer  Mission  District,  San  Francisco

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Don't  Rush  to  College 

IT  IS  NOT  always  advisable  for  young  people  to  spend 
their  time  continuously  in  high  school  and  college. 
Some  may  find  it  necessary  to  stay  out  a  year  or  two  in 
order  to  earn  money  to  go  on  with  their  education,  or  to 
gain  more  maturity  so  that  they  may  more  adequately  meet 
the  demands  of  the  college  program.  Still  others  may 
profit  by  working  a  year  or  two  before  entering  college, 
so  that,  through  this  experience,  they  may  better  orient 
themselves  to  a  career. 

This  advice  to  the  prospective  University  of  California 
student  is  set  forth  in  a  pamphlet  on  the  counseling  of 
students  seeking  higher  education,  from  the  pen  of  Dr. 
Merton  E.  Hill,  director  of  admissions  to  the  Univer- 
sity. 

In  the  same  pamphlet  Dr.  Hill  states  that  any  person 
who  can  live  on  as  little  as  $300  to  $500  a  year,  who 
has  proper  credentials  from  a  junior  college,  high  school 
or  other  accredited  institution,  and  who  has  the  proper 
outlook  as  to  the  demands  of  higher  education  and  the 
world  beyond,  may  enter  the  University  with  the  assur- 
ance that  he  will  succeed  therein.  Opportunities  for  a 
student  to  earn  his  way  through  college  continue  good, 
he  says.  Sixty-eight  per  cent  of  the  junior  college 
entrants  at  least,  are  able  to  support  themselves  in  whole 
or  in  part.  Thirty-five  per  cent  earned  from  $100  to  $300 
a  year. 

Sixty-two  per  cent  of  a  picked  number  of  students  at 
both  Berkeley  and  Los  Angeles  reported  that  they  were 
able  to  live  comfortably  on  less  than  $300  a  year  for 
room  and  board. 

The  pamphlet  concerns  itself  with  what  might  be 
termed  the  human  factors  in  the  student's  life,  including 
everything  from  employment  possibilities  to  social  pos- 
sibilities, and  indicating  how  the  two  may  figure  in  the 
life  of  the  average  student.

will  enable  two  large  and  growing  districts  to  have  the 
standard  educational  facilities  for  -which  they  have  defi- 
nite need.  Lack  of  these  facilities  is  causing  an  undesir- 
able overcrowding  of  classes  in  other  schools. 

The  necessity  of  providing  properly  for  the  little  peo- 
ple through  the  construction  of  the  kindergartens  that 
are  planned  in  the  building  program  is  unquestioned. 
The  lives  of  the  children  will  be  made  happier  and  more 
successful  by  the  foundations  that  are  laid  in  these  early 
years  for  physical  and  mental  health,  character  develop- 
ment and  social  adjustment. 

When  experts  who  are  authorities  on  social  problems 
emphasize  the  fact  that  maladjusted  individuals  and 
groups  in  society  are  a  source  of  vast  and  burdensome 
expense,  the  response  is  invariably  to  the  effect  that  so- 
ciety would  be  much  better  off  and  would  have  a  much 
lighter  bill  to  pay  if  it  would  make  adequate  provision 
for  the  development  of  well  balanced,  socially  well  ad- 
justed citizens.  The  school  building  program  that  will  be 
partially  financed  through  the  projected  school  bond  is- 
sue exemplifies  just  such  a  constructive  policy  in  meeting 
social  as  well  as  educational  needs.  Intelligence  and 
vision  should  point  the  way  to  the  fulfillment  of  this 
project.

Doug  Dowd  and  Robert  Re  did  120  words  a  minute 
for  five  minutes  with  99  per  cent  accuracy;  Norma  Par- 
ent did  120  words  a  minute  for  five  minutes  with  97.8 
per  cent  accuracy  and  Frances  Kauffman  did  100  words 
a  minute  for  five  minutes  with  98.2  per  cent  accuracy. 

In  the  first  annual  new  state-wide  bookkeeping  contest, 
Charles  Krutman  placed  seventh  out  of  fifteen  winners 
with  92  per  cent  accuracy  in  partnership,  proprietorship 
and  corporation  accounting. 

In  the  third  annual  state-wide  typing  contest,  Leah 
Bloom  placed  second  in  the  unlimited  division,  typing 
16  words  a  minute  for  fifteen  minutes  with  99  per  cent 
accuracy;  Virginia  Loeb  placed  third,  typing  74  words  a 
minute  for  fifteen  minutes  with  94  per  cent  accuracy; 
Mary  Fruciano  typed  70  words  a  minute  for  15  minutes 
with  99  per  cent  accuracy.  Edna  Albrecht  typed  68  words 
a  minute  with  94  per  cent  accuracy.

Value  of  Junior  Colleges 

From  60  to  70  per  cent  of  all  the  junior  college 
transfers  to  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley  and 
Los  Angeles  continue  on  until  graduation  on  the  campus 
to  which  they  have  been  admitted.  This  is  stated  in  a 
book'  titled  The  Functioning  of  the  California  Junior 
College,  by  Dr.  Merton  E.  Hill,  director  of  admissions 
at  the  University. 

The  function  of  the  junior  college  in  adult  education 
is  set  forth  graphically  by  Dr.  Hill.  He  shows  that  in 
1937-38,  twenty-one  public  junior  colleges  in  the  state 
enrolled  11,994  adults  in  their  educational  programs. 

The  publication  presents  statements  by  executives  of 
the  public  junior  colleges  in  the  state,  setting  forth 
their  philosophy  of  junior  college  education  and  their 
points  of  view  with  respect  to  the  present  day  function- 
ing of  their  institution. 

In  an  effort  to  obtain  a  general  opinion  on  the  value 
of  junior  colleges  from  those  who  had  gone  from  those 
institutions  into  positions  of  responsibility  on  the  out- 
side, Dr.  Hill  states  that  an  information  blank  or  ques- 
tionnaire had  been  sent  out  to  such  persons.  On  the 
basis  of  returns  from  former  students  in  thirty-one  of 
the  public  junior  colleges  it  is  certain  that  these  institu- 
tions have  been  performing  with  marked  success,  Dr.  Hill 
stated.  Fifty-four  per  cent  of  the  total  are  engaged  in 
positions  for  which  the  junior  colleges  prepared  them. 
Ninety-one  per  cent  considered  that  their  preparation  in 
junior  college  was  adequate  for  a  successful  career.  The 
greatest  number  of  these  students  were  found  in  about 
twenty  different  lines  of  work  for  which  the  junior  col- 
leges are  particularly  qualified  to  train  them.  Many  of 
the  correspondents  stated  that  the  junior  colleges  had 
helped  them  in  a  variety  of  ways  not  directly  connected 
with  their  studies,  such  as  the  achievement,  of  good  citi- 
zenship, better  appreciation  of  good  literature  and  music, 
preparation  for  home  life,  social  contacts,  and  develop- 
ment  of  self-confidence.

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Health  Service  Act  Approved  by  Supreme  Court 


DACKED  by  a  strong  affirmative  decision  of  the  State 
"  Supreme  Court,  upholding  the  legality  of  its  organ- 
ization, the  San  Francisco  Health  Service  Board,  estab- 
lished by  charter  amendment  in  1937,  is  now  in  full 
operation  to  render  service  to  all  its  municipal  employe 
members,  Mary  Maude  Murphy,  board  member  announc- 
ed yesterday. 

Specifically,  the  Supreme  Court  decision  ordered  Hon. 
Harold  Boyd,  controller,  to  release  to  the  Health  Service 
Board  money  which  had  been  collected  from  employes 
for  that  purpose,  but  which  he  properly  refused  to  pay 
pending  a  court  decision. 

The  system  has  been  in  operation  since  March  15, 
with  each  employee  paying  $2.50  one  month  for  mem- 
bership. 

The  court  hailed  the  plan  as  a  good  example  of  how 
group  medical  care  can  be  successfully  obtained,  denied 
the  system  was  unconstitutional  because  of  forced  deduc- 
tions from  employes'  pay. 

The  court  also  pointed  out  "that  the  overwhelming 
vote  of  city  employes  in  favor  of  the  measure  was  match- 
ed by  the  reception  of  the  plan  by  the  members  of  the 
medical  profession.  Over  900  physicians,  a  majority  of 
the  licensed  practitioners  in  the  city,  and  nearly  all  of 
the  city's  hospitals,  agreed  to  furnish  services  under  the 
plan.  And  petitioners'  brief  states  that  among  those  who 
have  joined  the  staffs  are  the  President  of  the  Stite  Board 
of  Health,  the  President  of  the  California  State  Medical 
Association  and  past  presidents  of  that  association,  the 
President  of  the  San  Francisco  County  Medical  Society 
and  several  past  presidents  of  that  society,  the  President 
of  the  American  College  of  Physicians,  and  leading 
members  of  the  staffs  of  the  Medical  Schools  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  and  Stanford  University." 

"There  can  be  no  question,  under  these  authorities. 
of  the  power  of  the  city  to  establish  a  system  of 
medical  service  for  its  employes  or  their  dependents. 
Proper  medical  attention,  freely  available  to  all  such 
employes  and  such  dependents,  should  have  a  d'rect  and 
beneficial  effect  on  their  health,  and  therefore  their  effi- 
ciency. If  a  pension  or  retirement  system,  or  provision 
for  sick  leave  payments  at  the  expense  of  the  municipal- 
ity is  within  the  municipal  power,  the  present  plan,  en- 
tirely self-supporting,  and  having  a  tendency  to  decrease 
sickness  and  lessen  the  expense  of  sick  leave  must  equal- 
ly be  so." 

"It  is  next  argued  that  the  charter  denies  due  process 
of  law  in  providing  for  a  compulsory  deduction  in  an 
uncertain  amount  from  the  salaries  of  municipal  em- 
ployes. A  conclusive  answer  is  that  no  one  has  a  vested 
right  in  his  public  employment  except  insofar  as  the 
right  is  conferred  by  statute  or  other  valid  regulation; 
that  the  employment  is  accepted  under  the  terms  and 
conditions  fixed  by  law;  and  that  one  of  the  terms  of  the 
employment  in  the  present  case  is  the  provision  for  the 
benefits  of  the  health  service  system  at  the  charge  im- 
posed therefore.  The  charter  governs  the  salaries  of  city 
employes ;  by  the  amendment  to  the  charter,  in  force  at 
the  time  the  municipal  salaries  were  fixed  for  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year,  the  deduction  was  authorized  and  made 
accordingly.  It  is  well  settled  that  public  employes  have 
no  vested  right  in  any  particular  measure  of  compensa- 
tion or  benefits,  and  that  these  may  be  modified  or  re- 
duced by  the  proper  statutory  authority. 

"If  salaries  can  be  reduced  it  is  certainly  clear  enough 
that  compensation  provisions  may  be  modified  by  substi- 
tuting for  a  fraction  thereof  the  valuable  protection  of 
comprehensive  medical  service.  It  is  immaterial  that  the 
amount  of  the  deduction  is  not  limited  to  a  stated  sum; 
it  is  limited  to  the  amount  necessary  to  carry  out  specific 
purposes.  Obviously,  the  board  must  be  given  some  lee- 
way in  fixing  the  amount  in  accordance  with  its  exper- 
ience; and  the  nature  of  the  plan,  in  the  light  of  eco- 
nomic studies,  is  such  that  the  amounts  will  always  be 
small  in  relation  both  to  the  total  salaries  and  the  bene- 


fits received.  A  safeguard  against  excessive  exactions  is 
found  in  the  democratic  control  over  the  elective  mem- 
bers of  the  board ;  and  doubtless  any  attempt  by  the 
board  to  deprive  employes  of  the  substantial  benefits  of 
their  compensation  would  be  ground  for  redress  in  the 
courts. 

"The  next  contention  is  that  the  plan  cannot  legally 
include  the  school  teachers  and  others  employed  by  the 
San  Francisco  School  District,  which,  though  it  covers 
the  same  territory  as  the  city  and  county,  is  a  separate 
entity.  This  contention,  if  sustained,  would  only  exclude 
this  group  of  employes  from  the  benefits  of  the  system 
without  affecting  the  validity  of  the  plan  itself;  and  the 
objection  would  only  be  properly  raised  by  those  whose 
rights  were  invaded  by  inclusion  in  the  system. 

"We  are  satisfied,  however,  that  the  objection  is,  on 
the  merits  unsound.  The  school  system  has  been  held  to 
be  a  matter  of  the  general  concern,  rather  than  a  munic- 
ipal affair,  and  consequently  is  not  committed  to  the 
exclusive  control  of  local  governments.  But  the  cities 
may  make  local  regulations  beneficial  to  and  in  further- 
ance of  the  school  system,  provided  that  these  provi- 
sions do  not  conflict  with  the  general  law.  The  power 
thus  to  regulate  the  schools  by  charter  provisions  is  in 
fact  recognized  and  declared  in  the  state  School  Code, 
section  5.405,  which  declares:  'Nothing  in  this  part 
shall  be  construed  so  as  to  repeal  or  negate  any  provi- 
sions concerning  employes  of  school  districts  contained 
in  the  charter  of  any  city,  county  or  city  and  county  here- 
tofore or  hereafter  adopted  and  approved  in  conformity 
with  Article  II  of  the  constitution  of  this  State.'  Cer- 
tainly a  regulation  designed  to  promote  the  health  and 
efficiency  of  teachers  is  in  furtherance  of  the  objects  of 
the  school  system,  and  it  does  not  conflict  with  any  gen- 
eral law.  The  state  law  establishes  teachers'  tenure,  but 
the  charter  does  not  affect  tenure.  It  only  provides  for  a 
deduction  from  the  monthly  salary,  and  it  has  been  ex- 
pressly held  in  this  state  that  the  tenure  law  does  not 
carry  with  it  any  assurance  against  change  in  salary. 
Hence,  just  as  in  the  case  of  other  municipal  employes, 
a  reduction  or  modification  of  compensation  impairs  no 
vested  rights." 

Dr.  Walter  B.  Coffey,  noted  surgeon,  to  whom  the 
Health  Service  Board  is  indebted  for  designing  a  work- 
able plan,  commented  on  the  decision  as  follows: 

"The  decision  of  the  court  in  upholding  the  plan  will 
have  far-reaching,  beneficial  results.  It  will  make  avail- 
able to  municipal  employes  and  their  families  medical 
and  hospital  care,  adequate  in  quality  and  quantity,  at 
minimum  costs  of  service. 

"More  than  900  physicians,  representing  every  branch 
of  scientific  medicine,  have  displayed  generous  coopera- 
tion in  making  our  plan  ready  to  provide  all  beneficiaries 
the  care  they  need. 

"The  social  and  economic  aspects  of  our  plan  are  im- 
portant, not  only  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  health 
of  our  municipal  employes  and  their  families,  but  also 
from  that  of  the  community  as  a  whole.  We  are  greatly 
gratified  that  the  Supreme  Court  has  removed  the  bar- 
riers and  enabled  us  to  put  the  plan  into  operation  with- 
out further  delay."

"Please  permit  me  to  lender  my  sincere  thanks  to  you, 
and  through  you  to  the  other  members  of  the  Board,  for 
the  very  kind  and  generous  remarks  contained  in  the 
Resolution.  It  is  a  source  of  much  gratification  to  me 
that  my  services  were  satisfactory  and  I  shall  keep  a 
copy  of  the  Resolution  as  one  of  the  most  prized  me- 
mentoes of  my  military  career. 

"However,  whatever  success  accrued  to  the  Military 
Science  Department  during  my  incumbency  as  Professor 
of  Military  Science  and  Tactics  was  due  principally  to  the 
lii  ely  interest  and  active  support  given  it  by  the  officials 
of  the  Board  and  the  Department  and  I  feel  certain  that 
such  support  will  be  continued  through  the  coming 
years.

The  Community  Approves 

L  iORE  than  200  representatives  of  48  civic  and  fra- 
■"'  ternal  organizations  met  at  the  City  Hall  Wednes- 
day and  renewed  their  endorsement  of  Proposition  No.  4 
on  the  November  27  ballot  to  erect  and  replace  schools 
in  the  amount  of  $2,800,000,  45  per  cent  of  which  will 
be  paid  by  the  Federal  government. 

While  the  meeting  was  in  progress  word  was  re- 
ceived that  Proposal  No.  4  has  been  endorsed  by  large 
taxpaying  groups,  the  senior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
San  Francisco  Realty  Board,  the  Building  Owners  and 
Managers  Association,  and  the  Downtown  Association, 
bringing  the  total  number  of  endorsements  to  48,  prac- 
tically every  major  civic  group  in  San  Francisco. 

"These  schools  will  be  built  eventually  whether  this 
bond  issue  is  approved  or  not,"  said  C.  Harold  Caul- 
field,  chairman  of  the  group.  "It  is  simple  arithmetic 
to  figure  a  discount  of  45  cents  in  a  Federal  grant  for 
every  dollar  spent  now  or  100  per  cent  out  of  every 
taxpayer's   pocket  later." 

Mrs.  Joseph  A.  Garry,  president  of  second  district 
P.  T.  A.,  first  organization  to  endorse,  told  of  the  ac- 
tivity being  carried  on  among  the  12,000  members  of  the 
P.  T.  A.  for  successful  passage  of  the  bonds.  "New 
schools  are  among  our  first  community  needs,"  said 
Mrs.  Garry. 

The  meeting  was  given  a  new  turn  when  four  junior  col- 
lege students  sang  college  song  written  to  the  tune  of'We 
Ramble,"  telling  of  the  tiring  job  of  attending  school  in 
18  different  places,  awaiting  the  day  when  the  junior 
college  will  have  a  permanent  building  at  Balboa  Park. 

John  F.  Brady,  chief  deputy  superintendent,  represented 
Superintendent  Nourse  and  told  of  the  interest  in  the 
school  housing  proposal  given  by  the  members  of  the 
certificated  staff.  He  outlined  the  direct  benefits  which 
would  accrue  to  the  community  by  completion  of  the 
program  urging  all  to  join  with  the  administrative  staff 
in  encouraging  citizens  to  vote  at  the  Tuesday,  Septem- 
ber 27,  election. 

James  Leo  Halley,  representing  the  Public  Schools 
Week  Committee,  pointed  out  that  the  taxpaying  public 
has  a  larger  beneficial  stake  in  the  school  bonds  than  in 
other  issues.  "With  the  Federal  grants,"  he  said,  "we 
have  opportunity  to  complete  half  of  our  eight  million 
dollar  school  building  program." 

Principals  are  authorized  to  ansiver  queries  and  to 
assist  unit  Parent  Teacher  organizations  in  the  distribution 
of  such  information  they  may  care  to  place  at  the  disposal 
of  their  neighbors,  by  written  messages  regarding  the 
School  Housing  program.

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"Either  or  Philosophy"  Condemned 

CONDEMNING  what  he  calls  the  "Either  or  Philos- 
^*  ophy"  in  education  in  his  latest  book  entitled  "Ex- 
perience and  Education,"  Dr.  John  Dewey,  noted  educa- 
tor, writes  as  follows: 

"Unless  experience  is  so  conceived  that  the  result  is  a 
plan  for  deciding  upon  subject-matter,  upon  methods  of 
instruction  and  discipline,  and  upon  material  equipment 
and  social  organization  of  the  school,  it  is  wholly  in  the 
air.  It  is  reduced  to  a  form  of  words  which  may  be  emo- 
tionally stirring  but  for  which  any  other  set  of  words 
might  equally  well  be  substituted  unless  they  indicate 
operations  to  be  initiated  and  executed.  Just  because 
traditional  education  was.  a  matter  of  routine  in  which 
plans  and  programs  were  handed  down  from  the  past,  it 
does  not  follow  that  progressive  education  is  a  matter 
of  planless  improvisation." 

In  discussing  necessary  "social  control,"  Dewey  states: 

"Community  life  does  not  organize  itself  in  an  endur- 
ing way  purely  spontaneously.  It  requires  thought  and 
planning  ahead.  The  educator  is  responsible  for  a  know- 
ledge of  individuals  and  for  a  knowledge  of  subject- 
matter  that  will  enable  activities  to  be  selected  which 
lend  themselves  to  social  organization,  an  organization 
in  which  all  individuals  have  an  opportunity  to  contri- 
bute something,  and  in  which  the  activities  in  which  all 
participate  is  the  carrier  of  control." 

"Weakness  in  control  is  likely  to  arise  from  failure  to 
arrange  in  advance  for  the  kind  of  work  (by  which  I 
mean  all  kinds  of  activities  engaged  in)  which  will  cre- 
ate situations  that  of  themselves  tend  to  exercise  control 
over  what  this,  that,  and  the  other  pupil  does  and  how 
he  does  it.  This  failure  must  often  go  back  to  lack  of 
sufficiently  thoughtful  planning  in  advance.  The  causes 
for  such  lack  are  varied.  The  one  which  is  peculiarly 
important  to  mention  in  this  connection  is  the  idea  that 
such  advance  planning  is  unnecessary  and  even  that  it 
is  inherently  hostile  to  the  legitimate  freedom  of  those 
being  instructed." 

"I  do  not  know  what  the  greater  maturity  of  the 
teacher  and  the  teacher's  greater  knowledge  of  the  world, 
of  subject-matters  and  of  individuals,  is  for  unless  the 
teacher  can  arrange  conditions  that  are  conducive  to 
community  activity  and  to  organization  which  exercises 
control  over  individual  impulses  by  the  mere  fact  that 
all  are  engaged  in  communal  projects." 

Writing  of  the  "Progressive  Organization  of  Subject 
Matter,"  Dewey  says: 

"The  underlying  ideal  in  any  case  is  that  of  progres- 
sive organization  of  knowledge.  It  is  with  reference  to 
organization  of  knowledge  that  we  are  likely  to"  find 
Either-Or  philosophies  most  acutely  active.  In  practice, 
if  not  in  so  many  words,  it  is  often  held  that  since  tra- 
ditional education  rested  upon  a  conception  of  organi- 
zation of  knowledge  that  was  almost  completely  con- 
temptuous of  living  present  experience,  therefore  educa- 
tion based  upon  living  experience  should  be  contemptu- 
ous of  the  organization  of  facts  and  ideas." 

"No  experience  is  educative  that  does  not  tend  both 
to  knowledge  of  more  facts  and  entertaining  of  more 
ideas  and  to  a  better,  a  more  orderly  arrangement  of 
them.  It  is  not  true  that  organization  is  a  principle  for- 
eign to  experience.  Otherwise  experience  would  be  so 
dispersive  as  to  be  chaotic." 

"Nothing  can  be  more  absurd  educationally  than  to 
make  a  plea  for  a  variety  of  active  occupations  in  the 
school  while  decrying  the  need  for  progressive  organi- 
zation of  information  and  ideas."

Increase  In  Attendance 

A  MARKED  increase  in  attendance  in  annual  enroll- 
**  ment  in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  is  re- 
vealed by  the  1937-38  reports  of  the  Bureau  of  Educa- 
tional Research. 

The  increase  in  children  actually  registered  on  the 
basis  of  San  Francisco  enrollment  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  was  5,489.  The  total  figures  were  109,- 
773  against  104,284  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1937. 

With  the  report  the  Bureau  of  Research  also  submit- 
ted San  Francisco's  annual  birth  rate  figures  showing  a 
sharp  increase  from  a  low  of  7002  births  in  1933,  to 
8223  in  1937,  the  highest  since  1925,  which  saw  8669 
births. 

Figures  at  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  and  Guidance 
revealed  that  new  families  with  children  moving  into 
San  Francisco  accounted  for  a  large  percentage  of  the 
increased   attendance. 

By  the  end  of  September  practically  all  schools  and 
colleges  will  be  in  operation  in  the  United  States  launch- 
ing another  school  year  for  approximately  33,000,000 
children,  young  people,  and  adults — one  fourth  of  the 
nation's  total  population — seeking  education. 

The  Office  of  Education,  Department  of  the  Interior, 
reported  to  Secretary  Ickes  there  will  be  about  22,400,- 
000  boys  and  girls  in  attendance  at  elementary  schools 
this  year.  Approximately  6,750,000  is  the  estimated 
high-school  enrollment.  Our  country's  universities  and 
colleges  will  register  about  1,350,000  young  people. 
Several  million  more  persons  will  study  in  evening,  part- 
time,  vocational  and  emergency  education  classes. 

Two  million  youngsters  will  officially  enter  first  grade 
for  the  first  time  this  month,  but  it's  even  back-to-school 
for  many  of  these  boys  and  girls,  a  large  percentage  of 
whom  have  previously  attended  nursery  school  and  kin- 
dergarten classes.  Pre-first  grade  education  is  finding  a 
place  in  the  school  program  of  many  communities,  and 
larger  numbers  of  parents  are  realizing  its  importance 
in  the  early  training  of  children. 

Parents  and  grandparents  can  remember  the  emphasis, 
when  they  went  to  school,  upon  the  regimental  teaching 
of  the  three  R's  and  other  studies.  Today  they  see  a 
new  emphasis  in  the  education  of  their  children  and 
grandchildren — the  adjustment  of  the  school  program  to 
meet  the  needs  and  abilities  of  each  pupil.  States  and 
local  communities  are  constantly  searching  for  and  pre- 
paring new  courses  of  study  for  use  in  schools.  Every 
effort  is  being  made  to  give  all  boys  and  girls  today  an 
understanding  of  the  social  and  industrial  life  of  the 
community  in  which  they  live.  A  recent  Office  of 
Education  study  revealed  that  61  cities,  11  States  and 
20  colleges  and  universities  have  curriculum  laboratories 
or  departments  in  which  courses  of  study,  books,  and 
other  materials  are  brought  together  to  be  used  in  im- 
proving the  school  curriculum. 

The  traditional  report  card  with  its  A's,  B's,  and  F's, 
or  its  90's,  80's,  and  60's  is  rapidly  being  supplanted  in 
many  school  systems  by  more  complete  reports  to  parents 
concerning  the  child's  progress  in  school,  his  interests, 
dislikes,  character  traits,  habits  of  learning,  attention, 
and  achievements. 

Fewer  children  entering  school  this  year  will  fail  in 
their  studies  because  larger  numbers  of  schools  today 
are  adopting  the  unit  plan  of  promotion.  Under  this 
plan  three  or  four  years  of  work  are  included  in  a  pro- 
ject which  a  pupil  may  complete  slowly  or  rapidly,  ac- 
cording to  his  ability.  Costly  retardation,  especially  in 
the  early  elementary  grades,  and  the  psychological  defeats 
children  suffer  when  they  fail  are  still  with  us,  but  not 
as  much  as  in  the  past.

A  minimum  school  day's  attendance  for 
pupils  of  kindergarten  shall  be  one  hundred  twenty 
minutes. 

Sec.  4.762.  A  minimum  school  day's  attendance  for 
pupils  of  grades  one,  two,  and  three  of  the  elemen- 
tary schools  shall  be  two  hundred  minutes. 

Sec.  4.763-  A  minimum  school  day's  attendance  for 
pupils  of  grades  four,  five,  six,  seven,  and  eight  in 
elementary  schools  shall  be  two  hundred  forty 
minutes. 

Sec.  4.764.  The  minimum  school  day's  attendance  shall 
in  each  case  be  exclusive  of  noon  intermissions  and 
recesses. 
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Diagnostic  School 

Principals  and  teachers  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
intelligent  recognition  of  problem  behavior  in  its  early 
manifestations  and  for  the  splendid  results  accomplished 
in  working  with  the  children  who  have  been  studied 
by  the  Diagnostic  School. 

In  order  that  the  Diagnostic  School  may  render  the 
most  constructive  service  the  symptoms  of  mal-adjust- 
ment  should  be  recognized  and  assistance  asked  for  at 
as  early  an  age  as  possible  before  an  abnormal  habit 
pattern  becomes  permanently  ingrained.  This  enables 
the  Diagnostic  School  to  render  preventive  rather  than 
palliative  service. 

Schools  are  urged  to  send  their  problems  as  early  in 
the  school  term  as  possible  so  that  the  necessity  for  a 
waiting   list   may  be   eliminated. 

The  Diagnostic  School  limits  its  service  to  children 
with  l.Q.'s  over  80.  If  there  is  a  question  as  to  sub- 
normality,  the  case  should  first  be  referred  to  Miss  Louise 
Lombard  of  the  Ungraded  department  for  testing. 

Any  member  of  the  Diagnostic  School  staff  will 
gladly  consult  by  telephone  or  personal  call  with  any 
school  concerning  a  problem  child.  The  staff  welcomes 
principals  and  teachers  to  staff  conferences,  at  which 
time  individual  cases  come  up  for  analysis  and  treat- 
ment.

It's  the  uncast  vote  which  is  apt  to  be  the  deter- 
mining factor  in  Tuesday's  election." 

During  the  past  week  endorsements  were  given  to  the 
school  bond  issue  by  the  San  Francisco  Buildings  Trades 
Council,  The  City,  official  organ  of  the  Bureau  of  Gov- 
ernmental Research,  The  Teachers'  Association  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council. 

No  campaign  for  the  public  schools  in  recent  years 
has  generated  the  enthusiasm  and  actual  work  within  the 
school  community  than  has  the  school  housing  proposal. 
One  point  that  should  be  remembered  in  connection 
with  the  proposal  is  that  the  federal  government  must 
provide  45  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  of  the  $2,800,- 
000  bonds  to  be  voted  upon  Tuesday. 

It  is  very  plain  that  the  bonds  cannot  be  printed, 
much  less  sold,  even  if  they  are  approved  by  the  voters, 
unless  an  outright  gift  of  45  dollars  is  made  by  the 
federal  government  for  every  one  hundred  voted  by  the 
people.  The  language  of  the  election  ordinance  on  that 
point  is  as  follows: 

"None  of  the  bonds  described  in  Proposition 
No.     1     (Sewer    Bonds),    Proposition    No.    2 
(Courts   Building   Bonds),   Proposition   No.   3 
(Yacht    Harbor    Bonds),    Proposition    No.    4 
(School   Bonds),  Proposition  No.   5    (Welfare 
Building  Bonds),  or  Proposition  No.  6   (Play- 
ground "Bonds),  or  any  thereof,  shall  be  offer- 
ed for  sale  or  sold  unless  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment through  one  of  its  agencies  shall  make, 
or   agree   to   make,   a    grant   to    the   City   and 
County    of   approximately   forty-five    (45)    per 
cent  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  respective  pro- 
ject (exclusive  of  land)   for  which  such  bonds 
are  proposed  to  be  issued,  as  determined  by  the 
Administrator  of  Federal  Emergency  Adminis- 
tration of  Public  Works." 
The  school   housing  proposal  is   one   of  seven  to  be 
placed  before  the  voters  at  a  special  election  to  be  held 
on  Tuesday,   September   27,   contemplating  improvement 
of  the  sewer  system,  erection  of  a  courts  building,  im- 


A  Large  Stake 


TAXPAYERS  stand  to  gain  or  lose  more  from  the  adop- 
tion or  rejection  of  No.  4  than  from  any  other  Prop- 
osition on  the  ballot  at  the  special  election  tomorrow, 
Tuesday,  September  27. 

In  support  of  that  contention,  the  following  facts  are 
given: 

First,  note  that  application  has  been  made  at  Wash- 
ington (School  Docket  1578)  for  the  amount  of  $958,- 
000  of  P.W.A.  funds  for  school  building  purposes.  The 
success  of  the  bond  campaign  will  undoubtedly  exercise 
an  immediate  influence  upon  favorable  action  on  this  pe- 
tition ;  while  failure  will  probably  mean  the  loss  of  the 
$958,000. 

Next,  note  that  the  amount  of  the  bond  issue  for 
school  construction  is  fixed  at  $2,800,000.  Forty-five  per 
cent  of  that  sum  is  $1,260,000.  Add  to  that  figure  the 
above  mentioned  sum  of  $958,000.  The  total  is  approxi- 
mately two  and  a  quarter  million  dollars.  Success  for 
No.  4  at  the  polls  will  unquestionably  mean  that  this 
full  amount  will  be  appropriated  by  P.W.A.  for  the 
erection  of  school  buildings  in  San  Francisco. 

Totaling  $2,800,000  and  $960,000  gives  $3,760,000 — 
the  amount  available  from  bond  money  and  P.W.A.  for 
these  uses.  Of  that  amount  the  taxpayers — in  the  event 
the  bonds  carry — are  bearing  the  burden  of  less  than  a 
million  and  a  half  dollars  in  local,  direct  taxation,  or  ap- 
proximately forty  per  cent,  while  the  Federal  govern- 
ment, in  reality,  is  paying  $2,250,000  (approx.),  or 
sixty  per  cent. 

Looked  at  from  all  sides  it  seems  to  be  a  business-like 
proceeding  to  ratify  the  school  bonds  (No.  4  on  the 
ballot),  and  not  delay  much-needed  school  building  con- 
struction.

Dr.  Shaw's  Visit 

THE  leader  of  the  National  Education  Association, 
President  Reuben  T.  Shaw,  honored  teachers  of  the 
metropolitan  area  with  a  one-day  visit  on  Saturday,  Sept. 
17,  during  which  he  met  and  chatted  with  hundreds  of 
educators  on  both  sides  of  the  Bay.  In  San  Francisco, 
honor  of  entertaining  Dr.  Shaw  fell  to  the  Classroom 
Teachers'  Association  under  the  leadership  of  Miss 
Bertha  Melkonian,  president,  at  a  tea  on  Saturday  after- 
noon in  the  Women's  City  Club.  In  the  evening,  Miss 
Helen  Holt,  who  represents  California  on  the  N.E.A. 
Board  of  Directors,  presided  at  a  dinner  given  by  the 
Eastbay  teachers  in  honor  of  the  distinguished  visitor. 

Apart  from  the  two  social  events  Dr.  Shaw  held  two 
conferences,  one  at  the  Sir  Francis  Drake  Hotel  on  Sat- 
urday, the  second  at  the  Palace  Hotel  on  Sunday  after- 
noon, with  Bay  district  superintendents  in  which  he  dis- 
cussed the  plan  to  entertain  the  1939  July  meeting  of 
the  National  Education  Association  in  San  Francisco. 

H.  A.  Allen,  business  manager  of  the  National  Edu- 
cation Association  arrived  on  Friday,  in  advance  of 
President  Shaw  and  remained  until  the  following  Tues- 
day. Preliminary  plans  for  the  convention  pending  final 
determination  of  the  meeting  place,  were  discussed  in 
the  office  of  Superintendent  Nourse  on  Monday,  Septem- 
ber 19,  at  a  meeting  attended  by  Mr.  Allen,  and  local 
educational  leaders.  Superintendent  Nourse,  A.  J.  Cloud, 
president  of  San  Francisco  Junior  College,  John  F.  Brady, 
chief  deputy  superintendent,  Roy  Cloud,  secretary  of  the 
California  Teachers'  Association,  and  Helen  Holt,  State 
representative  of  the  National  Education  Association, 
outlined  for  Mr.  Allen  the  excellent  facilities  and  high 
degree  of  cooperation  that  could  be  expected  should  the 
meeting  come  to  San  Francisco.  He  expressed  satisfaction 
with  the  plans  outlined,  and  said  that  final  decision  con- 
cerning the  meeting  place  would  be  made  from  the 
Washington,  D.C.,  headquarters  of  the  organization 
shortly  after  the  first  of  October. 

Throughout  his  visit,  in  all  three  meetings,  Dr.  Shaw 
stressed  the  necessity  for  harmony  in  teacher  organiza- 
tions, pointing  out  that  too  many  are  concerned  with 
ways  of  promoting  their  organization  rather  than  what 
the  profession  represents.  The  immediate  task,  he  pointed 
out,  was  the  building  of  pride  in  the  teaching  profession 
by  those  who  are  engaged,  irrespective  of  allegiance  to 
various  professional  organizations. 

Illustrating  his  point.  Dr.  Shaw  said  that  teacher 
training  institutions  neglect  at  present  to  inculcate  the 
same  professional  feeling  as  those  devoted  to  medicine  or 
chemistry.  President  Shaw  recalled  a  promising  student 
who  entered  a  university  with  a  scholarship  in  chemistry 
and  was  immediately  induced  by  his  professor  to  apply 
for  membership  in  the  American  Chemistry  Society. 

"There  seems  to  be  no  agency  at  present  to  make 
teachers  feel  that  way,"  said  Dr.  Shaw. 

The  evening  dinner  meeting  at  the  Hotel  Leamington 
was  outstanding  for  the  precision  with  which  the  pro- 
gram clicked.  Brief,  well  timed  messages  of  welcome  to 
Dr.  Shaw  were  given  by  Superintendent  Nourse,  Dr. 
Einar  W.  Jacobson,  superintendent  of  Oakland  Public 
Schools,  Walter  T.  Helms  of  Richmond,  Dr.  W.  W. 
Kemp,  representing  the  University  of  California,  Vaughn 
McCaughey  and  Earl  Gridley,  representing  California 
Teachers'  Association,  and  S.  Edna  Maguire,  president  of 
the  Bay  Section.  The  principal  address  was  delivered  by 
Dr.  Shaw. 

"America's  educational  system  faces  three  unpleasant 
facts  and  they  all  trace  back  to  its  most  fundamental 
problem — the  problem  of  adequate  financial  support,"  he 
said. 

"More  than  800,000  children  between  the  ages  of  7 
and  13  have  no  place  at  all  to  go  to  school. 

"670,000  school  children  are  attending  classes  in  build-

ings  which  have  been  condemned  by  proper  public  auth- 
orities as  unfit  and  unsafe. 

"One  quarter  of  American  school  teachers  earn  less 
than  $750  annually." 

What  makes  these  facts  unpleasant,  Dr.  Shaw  said,  is 
that  education  is  so  closely  tied  up  with  the  preservation 
of  American  democracy,  that  it  is  the  first  line  of  defense 
against  crime. 

"Ask  Edgar  Hoover  about  his  crime  list,"  he  said. 

"He'll  tell  you  four  out  of  five  are  illiterate." 

Communism  and  Fascism,  he  declared,  thrive  on  illit- 
eracy and  poverty. 

"If  you  remove  illiteracy  and  poverty,  there  is  no  need 
to  fear  Fascism  or  Communism." 

After  the  meeting  Dr.  Shaw  left  for  Los  Angeles  to 
attend  the  annual  convention  of  the  American  Legion,  of 
which  he  is  a  member,  before  returning  to  his  home  in 
Philadelphia  where  he  is  head  of  the  science  department 
of  Northeast  High  School. 

While  in  California  Dr.  Shaw  was  hatless  and  went 
without  an  overcoat.  "Having  heard  about  California 
climate,"  he  said  smilingly,  "I  left  them  both  at  home  in 
Philadelphia."

The  school  bonds  have  been  indorsed  by  every  im- 
portant group  of  large  taxpayers — organizations  domi- 
nated by  men  who  don't  like  careless  spending  and  be- 
lieve in  cutting  their  cloth  according  to  the  size  of  the 
bolt. 

We  think  that  even  the  most  cautious  advocate  of 
economy  should  support  this  program. 

It  will  require  a  two-thirds  vote  to  carry  these  bonds, 
and  friends  of  the  schools  should  not  only  get  out  and 
vote  Tuesday  but  persuade  others  to  do  so." 

The  Call-Bulletin  leading  editorial  Thursday,  Septem- 
ber 22,  was  entitled  "Needed:  More  Room"  and  pointed 
out: 

".  .  .  Conditions  are  so  crowded  that  today  more 
than  two  thousand  junior  college  students  are  attending 
classes  in  eighteen  buildings  in  eleven  different  parts  of 
the  city. 

The  best  education  is  that  which  can  be  administered 
to  youth  with  the  least  confusion,  and  lack  of  crowded 
conditions. 

San  Francisco  has  a  splendid  educational  system,  but 
the  number  of  students  to  be  educated  has  far  outgrown 
the  existing  school  facilities.  i 

In  thousands  of  instances  boys  and  girls,  and  young 
men  and  women,  are  compelled  to  attend  night  classes 
because  there  are  not  enough  rooms  for  daytime  classes. 

The  hundreds  of  students  who  are  in  junior  college 
classes  have  to  shuttle  from  one  building  to  another  in 
various  parts  of  the  city. 

Proposition  No.  4,  on  the  September  27  special  election 
ballot,  proposes  a  bond  issue  of  $2,800,000  to  correct 
this  condition. 

If  this  measure  is  approved  by  the  voters,  and  the  gov- 
ernment approves  a  PWA  grant  of  $1,260,000,  this 
needed  building  program  will  cost  the  city  only  $1,540,- 
000,  plus  interest. 

Seven  separate  building  programs  are  included  in  this 
bond  issue,  and  all  of  them  will  fail  of  approval  if 
Proposition  No.  4  is  not  passed  by  a  two-thirds  majority 
of  the  vote  cast. 

Proposition  No.  4  is  a  sound  and  necessary  bond  issue 
which  should  have  the  approval  of  every  citizen. 

Vote  for  it  next  Tuesday." 

The  leading  editorial  writer  of  the  San  Francisco 
Examiner  said: 

"School  authorities  assert  the  additional  school  facili- 
ties are  needed,  and  this  stand  is  supported  by  the  fact 
that  the  registration  for  the  fall  term  of  this  year  is 
5,489  higher  than  a  year  ago.  Also,  the  construction  of 
the  San  Francisco  Junior  College,  at  Balboa  Park,  provid- 
ed for  in  the  proposal,  is  essential — that  school  being 
scattered  all  over  the  city  now,  to  the  inconvenience  of 
the  students  and  discouragement  of  efficient  work." 

The  San  Francisco  Chronicle  of  September  22,  recom- 
mended passage  of  Proposition  No.  4,  School  Housing 
Proposal,  pointed  out: 

.  "Schools,  Proposition  4,  for  $2,800,000 — This  is  for 
school  buildings  urgently  demanded  by  the  people  of 
various  districts  and  for  the  Junior  College,  at  present 
homeless.  Vote  Yes." 
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School  Bonds  Given  Overwhelming  Majority 


ON  THE  heels  of  the  striking  success  of  the  $2,800,- 
000  school  bond  housing  proposal  at  the  polls  on 
last  Tuesday,  Hon.  Harold  W.  Ickes,  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  on  Wednesday  complemented  the  proposition 
with  a  federal  grant  of  $2,450,091,  without  which  the 
bonds  could  not  have  been  issued.  The  vote  was:  Yes — 
95,107,  No — 40,253. 

Commenting  on  the  favorable  vote  on  Proposition  No. 
4,  Richard  E.  Doyle,  president  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
said: 

"The  overwhelming  vote  in  favor  of  the  school  bond 
issue  is  another  evidence  of  the  confidence  which  San 
Franciscans  repose  in  the  public  schools.  This  is  grati- 
fying indeed  to  the  commissioners  of  education  as  well 
as  the  administrative  staff  of  the  school  system." 

The  telegram  announcing  the  federal  grant  came  on 
Wednesday  while  the  glow  of  Tuesday's  victory  was 
still  in  evidence,  and  was  received  by  Hon.  Franck 
Havenner,  representative  in  congress  from  the  fourth  dis- 
trict. It  closed  a  long  file  of  correspondence  with  Mr. 
Ickes  which  had  been  undertaken  by  the  congressman 
during  the  past  several  weeks  not  only  on  behalf  of  the 
federal  grant  to  complement  the  bonds,  but  an  additional 
grant  as  well,  known  officially  as  Docket  1578.  Both 
were  allowed. 

While  the  friends  of  the  public  schools  were  con- 
ducting an  intensive  campaign  in  the  community  to  as- 
sure approval  of  the  bonds,  President  Doyle,  Commis- 
sioner C.  Harold  Caulfield,  President  A.  J.  Cloud,  and 
Chief  Deputy  Superintendent  John  F.  Brady  were  in 
constant  communication  with  Washington.  With  Mr. 
Havenner  they  were  able  to  get  before  Mr.  Ickes,  the 
singular  importance  of  the  school  proposal.  President 
Doyle  talked  with  Washington  almost  nightly,  in  one 
instance  conducting  a  three-way  conversation  with  Con- 
gressman Havenner  speaking  from  Del  Monte,  California. 
In  another  field  Commissioner  Caulfield  enlisted  the  aid 
of  Hon.  John  W.  Studebaker,  United  States  Commission- 
er of  Education,  with  singular  success. 

Approval  of  the  school  bonds  electrified  the  community. 
On  all  sides  observers  familiar  with  campaigns  said  the 
result,  in  view  of  the  defeat  of  all  other  propositions 
was  nothing  short  of  phenomenal. 

The  joyful  attitude  of  the  elementary  principals'  group 
in  view  of  the  significant  part  they  played  in  the  cam- 
paign, was  reflected  at  a  meeting  of  principals  on  Wed- 
nesday which  opened  and  closed  with  bouquets,  real  and 
verbal. 

To  Commissioner  W.  F.  Benedict  who  conducted  the 
central  campaign  for  passage  of  the  bonds,  Superintendent 
Nourse  wrote: 

"Without  the  substantial  aid  given  by  you  and  your 
central  committee  to  the  passage  of  the  school  housing 
proposal,  the  result  would  have  been  different.  Will  you 
please  extend  the  thanks  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Schools  and  his  administrative  staff  to  Mr.  Fred  H. 
(Continued  on  Page  3) 


The  Voice  of  the  People 

A  school  bond  election  encompasses* 
more  than  the  title  indicates.  In  a  larger 
sense  it  is  a  referendum  on  the  entire  pro- 
gram of  public  education.  When  the  re- 
sult is  as  overwhelming  as  shown  by  re- 
turns from  the  election  last  Tuesday, 
teachers  are  justified  in  the  thought  that 
they  are  performing  to  the  eminent  satis- 
faction of  the  community  the  all  import- 
ant task  of  teaching. 

No  word  of  mine  can  testify  to  the 
high  esteem  in  which  the  people  hold 
their  public  schools  as  eloquently  as  did 
the  citizens  by  their  votes  on  last  Tuesday.

Meyer,  your  chairman,   for  the  splendid  work  done  in 
behalf  of  the  children  of  San  Francisco?" 

One  of  the  most  effective  means  of  making  the  public 
conscious  of  the  plight  of  junior,  college  students  was  a 
talking  motion  picture  which  was  shown  through  the 
courtesy  of  the  leading  theatres.  It  projected  a  junior 
college  student  running  around  the  town.  To  accompany 
the  film,  Commissioner  Caulfield  delivered  a  brief  argu- 
ment, supplementing  decisively  the  many  major  speeches 
he  delivered  before  important  groups  during  the  cam- 
paign. 

Credit  for  the  success  of  the  campaign  in  the  27th  and 
22nd  assembly  districts  fell  to  the  organization  perfected 
at  the  San  Francisco  Junior  College  by  President  Cloud. 
Under  the  immediate  direction  of  Paul  Pitman,  assistant 
to  President  Cloud,  20,700  personal  letters  were  written 
by  students  to  registered  voters.  Responding  to  an  ap- 
peal from  students  140,000  copies  of  the  Guardsman, 
school  newspaper,  were  printed  and  delivered  to  homes. 
In  addition  an  election  day  student  organization  patrolled 
each  precinct.  The  effect  was  shown  in  the  result.  Where 
the  27th  district  cast  a  59  per  cent  vote  in  favor  of  the 
bonds  in  1933,  that  percentage  was  increased  to  71  on 
September  27.  A  similar  result  was  obtained  in  the  22nd 
district. 

To  the  Second  District,  California  Congress  of  Par- 
ents and  Teachers,  goes  the  credit  for  intensive  district 
organization  throughout  the  city.  Under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Joseph  A.  Garry,  40,000  personal  letters  were 
written  by  P.T.A.  unit  presidents.  In  addition,  Mrs.  Garry 
gave  freely  of  her  time  to  promote  the  campaign.

Worry  Intensifies  Diseases 

A  DDITIONAL  evidence  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
**  worry,  fear,  and  other  emotional  upsets  aggravate 
and  intensify  disease  symptoms,  is  offered  by  Dr.  Wil- 
liam J.  Kerr,  Dr.  Paul  A.  Gliebe  and  Dr.  James  W.  Dal- 
ton  of  the  department  of  medicine,  University  of  Cali- 
fornia Medical  School,  in  an  article  in  the  current  issue 
of  California  and  Western  Medicine. 

"These  symptoms  are  sometimes  observed  in  associa- 
tion with  those  of  organic  disease,"  the  article  states. 
"It  is  believed  that  such  symptoms  are  the  direct  result 
of  repeated  overstimulation  of  the  autonomic  nervous 
system,  which  indirectly  induces  a  state  of  alkalosis.  The 
alkalosis  in  turn  aggravates  the  reactions  already  present 
and  produces  additional  symptoms."  A  course  of  treat- 
ment is  outlined  for  the  cases  so  described. 

Too  many  physicians  and  surgeons  treat  the  body 
only,  although  recognizing  the  truth  that  much  of  the 
ailment  may  be  due  to  the  patient's  mind,  according  to 
the  article.  "However,  more  and  more  internists  and 
surgeons  are  coming  to  recognize  the  importance  of  the 
relationship  between  mind  and  body,  and,  as  a  result, 
psychiatry  is  gradually  losing  its  identity  as  a  medical 
specialty  and  is,  instead,  becoming  a  new  tool  in  the 
hands  of  internist  and  surgeon. 

A  simple  procedure,  known  as  the  hyper-ventilation 
test,  is  employed  to  reduplicate  or  aggravate  the  patient's 
symptoms,  and  thus  allow  of  closer  diagnosis  and  more 
effective  treatment.  In  this  test  the  patient  lies  on  a  bed 
and  breathes  at  the  rate  of  eighteen  to  twenty  times 
a  minute.  In  this  way  hyperventilation  is  produced  after 
a  certain  period.     Other  tests  are  used  as  aids. 

In  a  discussion  of  the  paper  Dr.  Mayo  H.  Soley  of 
the  Medical  School  states  that  "most  physicians  seeing 
consultation  cases  realize  that  two-thirds  or  so  of  their 
patients  will  have  symptoms  not  directly  related  to  any 
organic  disease."    

Course  in  Mental  Hygiene 

The  University  of  California  Extension  Division  an- 
nounces a  course  in  mental  hygiene  called  "The  Psychol- 
ogy of  Adjustment"  (X  142AB)  to  be  given  at  the 
University  Extension  Building,  540  Powell  Street,  on 
Monday  evenings,  7-9;  15  meetings,  2  units  credit.  There 
was  a  preliminary  meeting  of  the  group  on  September 
19,  but  students  may  enroll  on  October  3  and  still  obtain 
full  credit. 

The  course  is  especially  planned  for  teachers,  but  is 
also  suitable  for  parents  and  nurses.  Special  attempt  will 
be  made  to  adapt  instruction  to  the  needs  and  desires  of 
the  group. 

The  mental  development  of  the  individual  will  be 
traced  from  early  childhood  on  through  life  with  the  ob- 
ject of  setting  forth  mental  pitfalls  of  living  and  offering 
practical  suggestion  as  to  how  to  avoid  them.  Some  of  the 
problems  to  be  discussed  are  "the  problem  child";  slow- 
ness, precocity,  and  special  defects  in  children;  new  tech- 
niques for  old  difficulties;  the  problems  of  adolescence 
and  maladjustments  that  begin  then  or  earlier;  and,  fin- 
ally, the  adult's  search  for  a  wholesome  personality  and 
how  he  or  she  can  be  helped  to  find  it. 

Dr.  Dorothy  Hazeltine  Yates,  who  gives  the  course,  is 
associate  professor  of  psychology  at  San  Jose  State  Col- 
lege and  a  practicing  consulting  psychologist  as  well. 

Football  School 

A  football  school,  planned  primarily  to  teach  boys  be- 
tween the  ages  of  10  and  14  the  fundamentals  of  safe 
play,  is  being  conducted  each  Saturday  morning  starting 
at  10:30  o'clock  in  the  Old  Park  Stadium,  34th  Avenue 
and  Fulton  Street.  Pupils  in  the  public  schools  are  cor- 
dially invited  to  participate.  No  charge  is  made  for  the 
work.  Fundamental  principles  of  safe  play  are  demon- 
strated by  the  coaches  in  charge  of  the  school,  and  the 
boys  are  then  permitted  to  apply  the  particular  funda- 
mental discussed,  without  scrimmage  or  other  bodily  con- 
tact.

Miss  Mooney  Retires 

A  T  THE  height  of  her  success  as  Supervisor  of  Texts 
**  and  Libraries  in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools, 
Miss  Mary  F.  Mooney,  organizer  of  the  bureau,  has  re- 
tired, effective  October  1. 

Miss  Mooney's  career  was  made  the  subject  of  ex- 
tended laudatory  comment  at  the  Tuesday,  September  27, 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education,  where  Commissioner 
William  F.  Benedict  sketched  the  40  years  of  service 
which  Miss  Mooney  has  given  to  the  public  schools,  first 
as  a  teacher  at  the  Commercial  Evening  School,  then  as 
vice  principal  of  the  Washington  Grammar  School,  and 
since  1924  as  supervisor  of  Texts  and  Libraries.  The 
Board  officially  expressed  regret  because  of  Miss  Mooney's 
decision  to  leave  the  service  and  ordered  a  special  en- 
grossed parchment  to  be  presented  to  her  at  an  early  date. 

No  reference  to  Miss  Mooney  would  be  complete 
without  a  testimonial  to  her  genius  as  an  organizer,  her 
singleness  of  purpose,  around  which  the  Bureau  of 
Texts  and  Libraries  was  organized  to  its  present  state  of 
perfection.  Besides  her  prestige  among  the  professional 
group  of  teachers,  Miss  Mooney  brought  to  the  Library 
Bureau  a  native  ability  to  get  things  done,  which  is  rec- 
ognized even  by  her  associates  who  may  not  always  be 
in  full  agreement  with  her  immediate  objectives. 

Among  her  co-workers  in  the  bureau,  Miss  Mooney's 
retirement  will  be  felt  most  keenly.  The  pride  of  the 
group  of  librarians  in  the  high  place  which  their  division 
of  the  public  school  system  holds  has  been  due  to  Miss 
Mooney's  dynamic  personality  and  her  constant  effort  in 
obtaining  ever  increasing  annual  appropriations  to  carry 
on  this  important  work. 

She  was  instrumental  in  organizing  the  Classroom 
Teachers  and'  was  its  first  president.  She  has  been  active 
in  discharging  her  professional  responsibility  in  both 
state  and  national  educational  associations. 

Only  last  Friday,  Miss  Mooney,  chatting  regarding  her 
retirement,  looked  to  the  future  of  the  bureau  rather 
than  to  her  own  immediate  plans.  "The  entire  bureau 
will  fall  apart  unless  an  assistant  cataloguer  of  books  is 
appointed  soon,"  she  said. 

An  evidence  of  the  loyalty  of  her  group  was  seen  in 
the  reception  given  in  Miss  Mooney's  honor  at  the 
Women's  Athletic  Club  on  Friday,  September  23,  and 
a  second  party  at  Solari's  Grill  on  Wednesday  evening, 
September  28.  On  Friday  afternoon,  Superintendent 
Nourse,  before  the  entire  administrative  staff  in  the  cen- 
tral office,  presented  Miss  Mooney  with  a  set  of  luggage, 
the  gift  of  her  co-workers. 

Not  the  least  of  Miss  Mooney's  accomplishments  is  a 
native  wit  which  cropped  out  when  a  group  was  pre- 
senting her  with  a  large  bouquet  last  week:  "I'm  glad 
to  see  these  flowers  before  me  now  instead  of  on  top  of 
me  later,"  she  said.

The  Problem  Child 

AN  EDUCATIONAL  philosophy  that  segregates 
pupils  under  12  years  of  age  and  then  designates 
them  as  "problem  children"  was  denounced  recently  by 
Mayor  La  Guardia  in  an  address  at  a  meeting  of  the 
National  Association  of  School  Secretaries. 

The  Mayor  said  it  was  wrong  to  single  out  the  young 
children  in  this  wav.  Disorderly,  dull  or  unruly  children 
often  may  be  changed  into  normal  pupils  through  a  slight 
adjustment,  he  held.  Sometimes  all  they  need  is  a  little 
affection  instead  of  a  scolding  or  "just  plain  cow's  milk" 
rather  than  a  Binet  test,  the  Mayor  indicated. 

He  held  it  to  be  a  good  thing  that  parents  no  longer 
are  "school  shy,"  but  are  coming  closer  to  educational 
leaders.  More  than  that,  he  said,  parents  not  only  tell 
the  teachers  how  to  run  the  schools,  "but  come  down  and 
tell  us  how  to  run  the  city." 

After  giving  advice  to  the  assembled  secretaries,  such 
as  not  "telling  the  world"  if  they  do  the  thinking  at 
times  for  their  principals,  and  "always  be  sure  to  re- 
member faces,"  the  Mayor  continued  in  a  more  serious 
vein: 

"There  is  only  one  request  I'd  like  to  make.  I  hope 
no  secretary  anywhere  in  the  United  States  in  any  school 
will  ever  refer  to  a  child  under  12  years  of  age  as  a 
problem  child.  To  me  there  is  nothing  more  repulsive 
or  more  unwarranted  than  to  single  out  these  little  tots 
and  call  them  problem  children. 

"There  is  no  telling  what  may  be  the  cause  of  a  prob- 
lem child  under  12.  The  chances  are  that  only  a  little 
adjustment  can  solve  the  child's  problem.  He  should 
not  be  singled  out  and  placed  in  a  separate  room  where 
all  the  experts  come  and  look  at  him  every  day.  How 
do  you  expect  that  child  to  make  progress?"

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Too  Many  Colleges?  No,  Writes  Dr.  Hutchins 


A  GITATION  for  the  reduction  of  college  enrollment 
**  used  to  be  confined  to  those  who  believed,  along 
with  the  late  Governor  Berkeley  of  Virginia,  that  "learn- 
ing has  brought  disobedience  and  heresy  and  sect  into 
this  world."  Interests  which  have  reason  to  fear  gen- 
eral enlightenment  have  always  advocated  restriction  of 
educational  opportunity.  Those  interests  are  still  at 
work;  but  they  now  have  some  new  allies:  the  educators 
themselves. 

"In  recent  months  I  have  encountered  among  educa- 
tors four  arguments  for  the  limitation  of  college  enroll- 
ment," writes  Dr.  Robert  M.  Hutchins,  president  of  the 
University  of  Chicago.  "The  first  is  that  we  now  have 
more  students  than  'the  country  needs.'  The  second, 
which  looks  more  like  a  specific  statement  of  the  first, 
is  that  our  graduates  can't  get  jobs.  The  third,  which 
aims  at  limitation  by  indirection,  is  that  intellectualism 
was  responsible  for  the  rise  of  anti-intellectualism  in 
Europe.  The  fourth  is  that  colleges  and  universities  are 
overcrowded. 

"Let  us  examine  the  country's  'needs.'  In  colonial 
America,  as  in  ancient  Greece,  those  who  thought  about 
and  yearned  for  self-government  held  that  education 
was  indispensable  to  it.  A  corollary  of  this  notion  was, 
the  more  education  the  better  the  self-government. 

The  American  people  have  always  been  faithful  to 
this  doctrine.  They  have  sometimes  been  blindly  de- 
voted to  education,  but  they  have  always  been  devoted. 
I  believe  that  on  this  issue  at  least  the  people  are  right 
and  that  today  as  always  we  need  a  better  and  better 
general  education  for  a  larger  and  larger  number  of  our 
citizens. 

"I  am  convinced  that  a  general  education  cannot  be 
crowded  into  the  elementary  and  secondary  years.  It 
requires  at  least  two  years  of  college.  We  may  need 
more  colleges,  and  colleges  of  different  kinds,  to  realize 
our  ideal.  We  may  want  to  postpone  all  specialization 
till  the  beginning  of  the  junior  year  in  college.  We  may 
wish  to  be  very  rigorous  in  admitting  students  to  uni- 
versity work  at  the  end  of  the  sophomore  year.  But  we 
cannot  do  what  we  should  for  the  citizens  of  the  next 
generation  if  we  confine  their  education  to  the  primary 
and  secondary  schools. 

"It  has  been  fashionable  for  several  thousand  years 
to  assert  that  education  is  good  in  itself  and  good  as 
a  means  to  the  last  end  of  man,  which  is  happiness.  If 
Socrates  was  right  when  he  said  that  the  unexamined 
life  was  not  worth  living,  the  country  needs  to  provide 
its  citizens  with  the  equipment  for  examining  their  lives. 
This  equipment  must  be  intellectual  rather  than  bodily 
or  external,  for  a  man  can't  pitch  a  no-hit  game  or  be- 
come a  successful  publisher  without  examining  his  life. 

"I  suspect  that  those  who  advocate  less  education  have 
the  current  business  situation  in  mind  when  they  talk 
about  the  country's  'needs.'  It  is  true  that  there  are 
college  graduates  out  of  work.  College  graduates  can't 
get  jobs  when  there  are  no  jobs.  To  conclude  from  this 
indisputable  fact  that  there  should  be  fewer  college  grad- 
uates is  to  conclude  that  there  should  be  fewer  job- 
seekers. 

"There  is  no  connection  between  the  ability  to  get  a 
job  and  the  desirability  of  going  to  college  unless  we 
are  talking  about  barbers'  colleges.  Would  an  educated 
man  who  can't  find  work  be  better  off  if  he  were  un- 
educated ?  Or  if  the  work  he  finds  does  not  demand 
the  education  he  has,  should  he  be  sorry  that  he  has  it? 
Almost  all  the  Danes  are  engaged  in  what  looks  to  us 
like  very  small  farming.  Denmark  has  the  best-educated 
population  in  the  world.  We  may  also  note  in  passing 
that  democracy  functions  better  in  Denmark  than  it  does 
in  most  places. 

"The  case  for  restricting  college  students  to  the  num- 
ber that  is  likely  to  find  work  after  graduation  presup- 
poses an  insight  into  business  conditions  four  years 
hence.  This  insight  is  possessed  by  astrologers,  not  by 
educators.  Colleges  which  wish  to  determine  their  enroll- 


ment by  the  length  of  the  want-ad  columns  should  enter 
open  competition  with  Dale  Carnegie  and  other  institu- 
tions which  have  set  out  frankly  to  teach  people  how  to 
get  rich.  Such  colleges,  and  only  such,  could  be  called 
on  to  justify  their  existence  by  proving  that  their  grad- 
uates had  cashed  in  on  the  investment. 

"We  have  apparently  been  confused  by  the  fact  that 
we  are  always  being  told  that  college  men  'get  ahead' 
faster  and  farther  than,  non-college  men.  This  leads  us 
to  think  that  getting  them  ahead  is  the  object  of  the 
colleges.  Even  if  it  were,  the  case  for  reducing  enroll- 
ments in  bad  times  would  be  at  best  ambiguous.  We 
must  take  the  New  York  Life  Insurance  Company's  word 
for  it  that  the  college  graduate  who  has  reached  the  age 
of  50  is  earning  $5,200  a  year,  while  his  uneducated 
contemporary  is  getting  only  $1,700.  This  would  seem 
to  raise  the  question  whether  we  should  keep  people 
out  of  college  for  their  own  financial  good. 

"Speaking  only  for  myself,  I  am  in  favor  of  reducing, 
to  the  point  of  elimination,  the  enrollment  of  young 
people  who  want  to  go  to  college  to  learn  how  to  get 
rich.  If  a  man's  only  reason  for  going  to  law  school 
is  to  make  a  lot  of  money,  he  should  not  be  compelled 
to  get  an  understanding  of  the  law;  he  should  be  routed 
into  the  office  of  a  lawyer  who  can  show  him  how  to 
do  it,  possibly  into  that  of  one  of  the  fifty-two  leaders 
of  the  American  bar  who  pronounced  the  Wagner  Act 
unconstitutional."

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Diptheria  and  the  Cat 

WHILE  everyone  is  thankful  that  diphtheria  is  no 
longer  a  major  scourge  of  childhood,  the  fact  seems 
to  he  generally  overlooked  that  it  is  no  longer  a  major 
threat  to  one  very  well  known  animal  pet — none  other 
than  the  family  cat.  In  fact  it  is  hard  to  tell  whether 
the  successful  campaign  against  this  disease  has  saved 
more  cats  than  it  has  children  or  more  children  than  it 
has  cats,  in  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Langley  Porter,  dean  of 
the  University  of  California  Medical  School.  It  appears 
to  have  been  of  equal  benefit  to  both. 

The  family  cat  is  very  susceptible  to  the  disease  and 
also  rates  as  somewhat  of  a  carrier,  Dr.  Porter  says.  As 
a  result  of  this,  there  must  have  been  considerable  ju- 
venile infection  from  the  household  tabby.  The  involve- 
ment of  the  cat  as  well  as  the  human,  permitted  a  wide 
field  of  research  for  the  men  of  science,  and  led  to  the 
discovery  of  means  whereby  the  human  and  animal 
body  may  acquire  and  develop  immunity.  In  all  communi- 
ties forward  looking  enough  to  use  diphtheria  toxoid,  the 
disease  has  virtually  disappeared,  Dr.  Porter  said,  and 
this,  applies  to  the  cat  population  as  well  as  to  children. 

Dr.  Porter  puts  this  story  of  the  cat  forward  as  an- 
other instance  of  the  service  that  the  animal  friends  of 
man  do  for  man  and  for  themselves  through  the  agencies 
of  biological  research.  A  careful  watch  of  the  cat  for 
any  indication  of  this  disease  may  result  in  saving  the 
cat  and  prevent  the  infection  of  the  child,  Dr.  Porter 
says.

A  Man  of  Peace 

NOT  by  bread  alone  does  man  live.  Profoundly  has 
it  been  written  by  a  thoughtful  American  of  our 
day,"  Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi  said  in  a  recent  proclama- 
tion referring  to  the '  anniversary  of  St.  Francis  of 
Assisi. 

"Let  no  one  delude  himself  into  thinking  that  sound 
political  and  economic  reforms  can,  by  themselves,  save 
American  democracy.  Unless  there  is  a  great  spiritual 
and  moral  reawakening  neither  federalism,  nor  the  res- 
toration of  property,  nor  the  diffusion  of  ownership  of 
the  means  of  production,  will  be  of  much  avail.  Such 
reforms  cannot  make  democracy  function  effectively  un- 
less they  are  attended  by  a  re-birth  of  self-reliance,  a 
new  faith  in  the  God-given  independence  of  spirit  of 
every  man,  woman  and  child,  and  a  new  understanding 
of  the  eternal  value  of  integrity,  truth  and  honor. 

"As  a  stimulus  to  that  indispensable  spiritual  aware- 
ness we  citizens  hold  in  glad  veneration  the  hero  of 
humanity  after  whom  our  beautiful  city  is  named. 
Saint  Francis  of  Assisi  is  a  world  conqueror  who  won 
his  victories,  not  on  fields  of  suffering  and  carnage, 
but  in  the  hearts  of  men.  His  weapons  were  not 
death-dealing  projectiles  but  life-giving  understanding 
and  love.  His  unceasing  effort  was  not  to  divide  men, 
but  to  unite  them.  Because  he  believed  so  firmly  in  the 
fatherhood  of  God,  he  labored  staunchly  for  the  Broth- 
erhood of  Men. 

"In  this  hour  we  need  his  faith  and  love.  Our  splen- 
did American  heritage  of  liberty  and  constitutional  gov- 
ernment is  menaced  by  adversaries  within  and  without. 
Violent  agitators  and  ill-advised  demagogues  are  sow- 
ing the  seeds  of  envy  and  suspicion  and  preaching  the 
destructive  Gospel  of  Hate.  Greed  and  selfishness  sep- 
arate man  from  man,  class  from  class.  Our  pressing  need 
is  a  syntheses  of  concord  and  unity  and  spiritual  hope; 
for  without  vision  the  people  perish. 

"Across  the  reaches  of  seven  hundred  years  there 
comes  to  us  the  strong  and  gentle  figure  of  St.  Francis. 
By  word  and  by  example  he  warns  us  not  to  put  our 
trust  in  mere  material  well-being.  He  inculcates  the 
duty  of  fraternal  unity.  He  preaches  the  Gospel  of 
brotherly  love.  His  message  and  his  spirit  transcend 
racial  and  denominational  boundaries;  he  is  Everybody's 
Saint  Francis.  But  in  our  special  and  intimate  way,  to 
San  Francisco  and  San  Franciscans,  he  is  our  very  own. 

"It  is  needful  that  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  irre- 
spective of  race  and  creed  and  social  status,  share  the 
spirit  of  this  noble  man  whose  name  our  city  bears.  It 
is  well  that  our  various  civic  organizations,  our  social 
clubs  and  cultural  societies,  honor  the  memory  of  our 
city's  immortal  patron.  It  is  desirable  that  the  children 
in  our  schools,  who  learn  about  men  of  war,  like  Alex- 
ander and  Napoleon,  should  imbibe  inspiration  from 
the  personality  and  teachings  of  St.  Francis,  who  was 
pre-eminently  a  man  of  peace."

Resentment  Toward  English 

A  protest  against  the  current  method  of  'teaching  Eng- 
lish was  made  at  the  recent  session  of  the  National 
.Council  of  Teachers  of  English  at  the  Museum  of  Nat- 
ural History  by  Garibaldi  M.  Lapolla,  principal  of  Public 
School  174  in  Brooklyn.  His  contention  is  that  adult 
rules  and  standards  have  been  imposed  on  the  younger 
generation,  resulting  in  a  resentful  attitude  toward  the 
subject. 

Mr.  Lapolla  made  it  clear  that  he  believed  we  have 
as  a  nation  cultivated  a  hypercritical  self-consciousness 
about  English  usage.  He  suggested  that  children  write 
their  own  texts,  based  on  their  own  play  and  living. 

"I  do  not  know  anything  more  horrible,"  he  declared, 
"than  the  puritanical  type  of  speech  foisted  upon  the 
schools  of  New  York  in  the  last  ten  years.  Why  should 
you  have  to  drill  into  children  that  this  or  that  is  really 
good,  in  literature?  If  they  don't  recognize  that  it's 
good  when  they  read  it,  they  won't  like  it,  ever." 
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The  Rising  Birth  Rate 

CAN  FRANCISCO,  in  common  with  other  California 
**  cities,  must  prepare  to  accommodate  more,  not  less 
children  in  the  public  schools,  if  the  increasing  birth 
rate  in  the  past  three  years  may  be  taken  as  a  barometer. 

From  a  low  of  7,002  births  in  1933  in  San  Francisco, 
the  rate  has  constantly  increased  yearly  until  1937  when 
8,223  children  were  born,  an  increase  of  1,221.  The  per- 
centage jump  in  the  five  years  was  1.59  in  San  Francisco. 

Throughout  the  State  the  picture  was  much  the  same. 
In  the  past  three  years,  according  to  the  California  State 
Department  of  Health,  births  increased  to  94,286  an  in- 
crease of  1.6  per  cent,  when  compared  with  the  total 
births  in  the  calendar  year  1935. 

Los  Angeles  reflected  the  same  consistent  increase 
with  35,741  births,  an  increase  of  1.5  per  cent  over  the 
total  in  the  calendar  year  1935,  as  compared  with  1937. 

The  rising  birth  rate  in  California  and  San  Francisco 
is  in  contrast  to  a  decline  in  the  national  rate  and  shows 
that  the  predicted  decline  in  school  population  will  not 
be  effective  in  California  as  it  is  in  other  states. 

Statisticians,  seeking  clues  to  the  future  trend  of  our 
population,  do  not  rely  on  the  "crude  birth  rate"  ob- 
tained by  dividing  total  births  into  total  population.  In- 
stead, they  calculate  "specific  birth  rates"  for  women  of 
different  races,  regions  and  ages.  They  consider  also  the 
life  expectancy  of  both  women  and  men,  the  probabili- 
ties of  immigration  and  emigration,  the  likelihood  of 
change  in  all  these  rates. 

A  forecast  based  on  such  data  was  presented  last  week 
by  the  National  Resources  Committee's'  subcommittee  on 
population.  As  a  "medium"  estimate  it  figured  that  by 
1980  the  nation's  numbers  (now  130,000,000)  would 
have  reached  a  peak  of  158,000,000.  From  that  level  the 
population — unless  there  were  an  unexpected  upturn  in 
fertility  or  immigration — would  slowly  decline. 

This  prospect  of  a  stationary  and  ultimately  decreas- 
ing population  did  not  cause  the  committee  to  view 
with  alarm.  "It  may  on  the  whole  be  beneficial  rather 
than  injurious."  the  report  said.  "It  insures  the  continuance 
of  a  favorable  ratio  of  population  to  natural  resources."

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The  Swing  to  Sanity 

TRADITIONAL  subjects  stood  for  educational  value, 
which  we  neglect  at  our  own  peril,"  writes  Dr. 
Boyd  H.  Bode,  recognized  national  leader  of  progressive 
education,  in  his  new  book  "Progressive  Education  at  the 
Crossroads."  "To  raise  a  hue  and  cry  against  subjects  is 
to  pour  out  the  baby  with  the  bath.  The  lack  of  concern 
for  the  scientific  organization  of  subject  matter  that  is 
shown  by  the  newer  movements  in  education  is  an  omi- 
nous fact.  It  tends  to  justify  the  suspicion  that  they 
seek  to  achieve  the  ends  of  education  by  a  kind  of  magic. 

"The  insistence  that  we  must  stick  uncompromisingly 
at  all  times  to  the  'needs'  of  childhood  has  bred  a  spirit 
of  anti-intellectualism  which  is  reflected  in  the  reliance 
on  improvising  instead  of  long-range  organization,  in  the 
over-emphasis  of  the  here  and  now,  in  the  indiscriminate 
tirades  against  subjects,  in  the  absurdities  of  pupil-plan- 
ning, and  in  the  lack  of  continuity  in  the  educational 
program. 

"The  only  way  to  escape  from  the  tyranny  of  subject 
matter,  so  it  is  insisted,  is  to  select  with  reference  to  the 
needs  and  interests  of  the  pupil  immediately  concerned, 
and  not  with  reference  to  the  needs  of  adult  life. — There 
is  reason  to  think  that  this  assault  on  scientific  organiza- 
tion has  gone  too  far."

Depression  Children 

THE  Federal  Youth  Survey,  a  project  on  which  the 
Board  of  Education  has  been  cooperating  with  the 
WPA  Division  of  Social  Research,  is  rapidly  nearing 
completion,  Philip  C.  Davis,  local  supervisor  of  the  sur- 
vey, announced  this  week. 

The  survey  is  part  of  a  nationwide  study  of  the  "de- 
pression children"  of  America's  cities — the  8th  grade 
classes  of  1929,  1931,  and  1933.  Eight  thousand  youths 
are  included  in  the  San  Francisco  survey. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  Superintendent  Nourse,  the 
complete  list  of  8th  graders  of  the  specified  years  was 
made  available  to  the  Division  of  Social  Research.  A 
portion  of  the  survey's  staff  has  been  working  on  the 
files  of  the  Central  Attendance  Bureau  since  June,  ascer- 
taining the  names  and  addresses  of  the  youths  in  the 
survey. 

In  the  interviewing,  which  ends  this  month,  the  pro- 
ject follows  the  experiences  of  the  "depression  children" 
in  their  struggle  to  achieve  education  and  find  jobs. 

Questions  of  particular  interest  to  educators  may  be 
answered  in  the  survey's  findings.  These  include: 

Is  vocational  or  pre-vocational  training  used  on  the 
job? 

Has  such  training  any  influence  in  helping  youth  find 
jobs  ? 

Is  present-day  vocational  training  adapted  to  the  com- 
munity's needs? 

Why  do  young  people  leave  school? 

Preliminary  tabulations  already  indicate  what  some  of 
the  answers  may  be.  40  per  cent  of  the  jobs  obtained  by 
San  Francisco  youths  are  openings  to  which  they  are 
guided  by  parents,  relatives  and  friends.  "Pull"  or  inside 
knowledge  takes  precedence  over  training  and  ability  in 
the  scramble  for  employment. 

The  two  most  important  reasons  why  youths  stop  for- 
mal education  are  lack  of  interest  and  need  for  jobs,  the 
survey  found. 

Elaborating  on  the  first  answer,  many  claimed  that  the 
curriculum  was  inadequate  to  their  needs  and  desires. 

In  the  second  main  answer  to  this  question,  many  cases 
of  tragic  necessity  and  heavy  responsibility  were  uncov- 
ered by  the  interviewers.  In  one  particularly  pathetic  case, 
a  girl  needed  a  job  to  support  her  mother,  who  was  ill 
and  unemployed.  Under  the  legal  age  to  leave  school, 
the  girl  told  Continuation  high  school  authorities  she 
was  moving  from  the  city.  Fearing  the  truant  officer,  she 
took  a  job  under  an  assumed  name.  For  the  past  five 
years  she  has  been  leading  a  double  life,  in  constant  fear 
that  her  true  identity  will  be  revealed  and  that  she  will 
consequently  be  discharged. 

Complete  reports  of  the  survey's  findings  will  be  made 
available  at  the  first  of  the  year,  when  compilations  from 
seven  cities  will  be  completed.  A  preliminary  report  on 
the  San  Francisco  survey  will  be  issued  shortly. 


A  Successful  Presentation 

One  need  not  be  an  admirer  of  the  George  Washington 
High  School  to  praise  the  radio  program  "Let  Freedom 
Ring"  which  was  presented  over  Station  KPO  on  last 
Tuesday.  Backed  by  a  rich  orchestration,  the  swift  action 
of  the  program  held  the  interest  of  the  audience  at  all 
age  levels,  and  was  at  once  an  inspiration  and  a  rich 
historical  radio  play.  Interested  listeners  in  all  schools 
praised  the  production  which  was  under  the  direction  of 
E.  J.  Cummings,  George  Washington  principal,  Arthur 
B.  Gleditzsch,  drama  teacher,  Marian  Knott,  orchestra 
director,  and  Mrs.  Myrtle  Swanson,  who  trained  the 
chorus.

Lowell  Gymnasium  Dedication 

A  SCORE  of  skilled  tradesmen  were  busy  today  com- 
pleting the  new  Lowell  High  School  gymnasium 
addition,  a  separate  $120,000  unit  adjoining  the  aca- 
demic building  at  Grove  St.,  and  Masonic  Avenue.  The 
building  will  be  formally  dedicated  at  a  ceremony  open- 
ing American  Education  Week  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
November  6,  at  2:00  o'clock. 

The  new  structure  of  reinforced  concrete  with  exterior 
finish  of  brick  and  terra  cotta  trim  fits  into  the  archi- 
tectural setting  and  is  modern  in  all  its  appointments. 
The  structure,  measuring  70  feet  x  90  feet,  is  two  stones 
in  height  and  will  accommodate  1,000  students  in  the 
gymnasium  and  300  spectators  in  a  gallery  at  the  south 
side.  Entering  the  building  from  either  of  the  two  main 
approaches  the  visitor  will  be  on  the  gymnasium  floor 
which  is  constructed  of  special  lightweight  concrete  of 
new  structural  design  covered  by  laminite  surface.  The 
ground  floor  immediately  beneath  the  main  gymnasium 
auditorium  contains  1,000  lockers,  showers,  hygiene  and 
drying  rooms,  special  instruction  and  apparatus  quarters, 
with  separate  offices  for  the  instructors. 

Typical  of  the  modern  development  employed  by  the 
City  Architect,  Charles  A.  Sawyer,  is  a  new  lightweight 
concrete  in  the  ceiling  and  top  half  of  the  west  wall.  The 
lower  half  is  temporary  in  character  to  connect  into  one 
unit  the  girls'  gymnasium  adjoining,  plans  and  specifi- 
cations for  which  were  ordered  completed  at  the  Tues- 
day, October  11,  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education.

Under  date  of  October  17,  Ralph  R.  Nelson,  secre- 
tary-actuary of  the  San  Francisco  Retirement  Board,  ad- 
dressed to  all  offices  and  departments  a  communication 
setting  forth  that: 

Injuries  received  in  the  performance  of  duty  are  to  be 
handled  by  the  Retirement  Board  through  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education,  as  in  the 
past. 

The  instruction  was  made  necessary  hy  confusion  with 
the  Health  Service  Board,  which  cares  for  illnesses  or 
injuries  incurred  at  any  time,  excepting  those  for  which 
the  Retirement  Board  has  assumed  jurisdiction. 


Teacher  Fitness 

A  CHARGE  by  H.  G.  Wells,  noted  English  author, 
**  that  "two-thirds  of  the  teaching  profession  is  damp 
and  rotten  inside,"  is  answered  by  President  Robert  Gor- 
don Sproul  of  the  University  of  California  in  the  current 
issue  of  The  Rotarian,  with  the  statement  that  "Mr. 
Wells  is  not  to  be  taken  too  literally." 

"He  has  drawn  a  caricature  to  illustrate  his  contention 
that  educational  systems  and  those  administering  them 
are  not  yet  perfect,"  Dr.  Sproul  wrote.  "The  value  of 
a  caricature  is  not  determined  by  the  accuracy  of  its 
delineations  but  by  the  pertinence  of  its  exaggerations. 
That  the  exaggerations  in  this  instance  are  pertinent 
cannot  be  denied. 

"I  am  inclined  to  believe,  however,  that  Mr.  Wells' 
method  of  attack  is  more  appropriate  to  England  than 
it  is  to  the  United  States.  England  is  an  old  country. 
It  has  the  reputation  of  making  haste  slowly,  of  look- 
ing upon  its  faults  philosophically  and  of  waiting  for 
them  to  die  out  of  their  own  inanition.  Perhaps  in 
England  it  is  necessary  to  exaggerate  in  order  to  bring 
action. 

"The  United  States,  on  the  contrary,  is  a  relatively 
young  country.  It  has  not  quite  outgrown  the  pioneer 
idea  that  old  houses  and  old  land  may  be  blithely  aban- 
doned if  they  have  become  two-thirds  damp  and  rot- 
ten, because  there  is  always  material  for  a  new  house  and 
new  land  to  build  upon  just  over  the  horizon.  The  ten- 
dency is  to  correct  faults  on  the  impulse  of  the  moment, 
so  before  a  critic  whips  the  American  public  into  action 
he  should  be  sure  he  has  a  firm  hand  on  the  reins. 

"These  things  must  be  remembered  in  giving  consid- 
eration to  what  Mr.  Wells  has  to  say  about  education. 
We  know  that  there  must  be  further  progress — and  con- 
stant progress — in  methods  of  educating.  There  always 
has  been ;  there  always  will  be.  Educators  have  seen  to 
that.  They  have  seen  to  it  that  there  has  been  steady 
progress  not  alone  on  the  elementary  level,  but  also  on 
all  levels;  not  only  in  educational  methods  but  also  in 
educational  content,  in  educational  personnel,  in  all 
the  infinite  variety  of  their  tremeudous  social  task."

American  Education  Week 

A  RESOLUTION  calling  for  the  community  observ- 
ance of  American  Education  Week  in  San  Francisco 
was  introduced  at  the  Monday,  October  24,  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Hon.  Adolph  Uhl. 

Dr.  John  P.  O'Brien,  commander  of  the  county  coun- 
cil of  the  American  Legion,  has  consented  to  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  Citizens'  Committee,  under  whose  aus- 
pices the  new  boys'  gymnasium  at  Lowell  High  School 
will  be  dedicated  on  Sunday,  November  6,  formally 
marking  the  official  observance  of  the  week. 

President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  took  the  lead  in  giv- 
ing national  encouragement  to  the  observance  by  issuing 
the  following  proclamation  from  the  White  House: 
To  the  Teachers  and  Patrons  of  American  Schools : 

As  American  Education  Week  is  once  more  observed 
throughout  the  schools  of  the  United  States  opportunity 
again  is  afforded  to  evaluate  the  part  which  our  schools 
play  in  the  preservation  and  promotion  of  democratic 
life. 

The  conflict  is  still  sharpening  throughout  the  world 
between  two  political  systems.  The  one  system  represents 
government  by  freedom  of  choice  exercised  by  the  indi- 
vidual citizens.  In  the  other,  and  opposing  system,  indi- 
vidual freedom  and  initiative  are  all  made  subordinate 
to  the  totalitarian  state.  In  this  conflict  the  part  which 
education  plays  in  each  ideology  is  crucial. 

Democracy  cannot  succeed  unless  those  who  express 
their  choice  are  prepared  to  choose  wisely.  The  real  safe- 
guard of  democracy,  therefore,  is  education.  It  has  been 
well  said  that  no  system  of  government  gives  so  much 
to  the  individual  or  exacts  so  much  as  a  democracy.  Upon 
our  educational  system  must  largely  depend  the  perpetu- 
ity of  those  institutions  upon  which  our  freedom  and 
our  security  rest.  To  prepare  each  citizen  to  choose  wisely 
and  to  enable  him  to  choose  freely  are  paramount  func- 
tions of  the  schools  in  a  democracy. 

So  I  think  it  is  of  happy  significance  that  one  of  the 
topics  selected  for  emphasis  in  this  year's  observance  of 
Education  Week  is:  "holding  fast  to  our  ideals  of  free- 
dom." Upon  the  maintenance  of  those  ideals  depends  all 
of  our  happiness.

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Ira  W.  Coburn's  Service  Extolled  By  Community  Leaders 


IRA  W.  CO  BURN,  community  builder,  for  many  years 
'  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education,  died  at  his  Jack- 
son Street  home  suddenly  on  Friday  night,  October  21, 
from  the  effects  of  a  heart  attack.  When  the  end  came 
a  few  minutes  before  10  o'clock,  he  was  enjoying  the 
company  of  his  family  after  a  day  spent  in  routine  busi- 
ness affairs,  without  an  indication  of  impending  illness. 
Prior  to  September  1,  Commissioner  Coburn,  with  Mrs. 
Coburn,  had  spent  the  summer  at  Wydevu,  the  Coburn 
country  place  at  Los  Gatos,  retaining  all  his  optimism 
and  humor,  despite  the  ever  present  threat  of  a  heart 
affliction. 

News  of  Commissioner  Coburn's  death  threw  a  pall  of 
sorrow  over  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools,  through- 
out which  he  was  known  for  11  years  of  effective  service 
as  a  Commissioner  of  Education,  including  3  years  as 
president  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

After  ordering  flags  on  all  schools  lowered  to  half 
staff  in  honor  of  the  memory  of  Commissioner  Coburn, 
Superintendent  Nourse  said: 

"While  Ira  W.  Coburn  was  a  member  of  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Education,  the  teachers  regarded  him 
as  a  friend  who  was  approachable,  always  ready  to  lis- 
ten to  their  pleas,  anxious  to  improve  their  conditions 
and  recognize  their  good  service.  He  took  a  keen  interest 
in  their  welfare.  His  interest  was  helpful  and  construc- 
tive. We  have  lost  a  personal  and  courteous  friend." 

"He  has  already  lived  a  life  rich  in  experience  and  he 
will  live  a  life  richer  still,  but  he  will  always  give  to 
the  next  adventure  more  than  he  asks,"  said  Rev.  John 
A.  Collins,  prelate  of  the  Golden  Gate  Commandery  of 
the  Knights  Templar,  before  hundreds  of  men  and  wo- 
men, high  in  community  life,  who  attended  the  funeral 
services  on  Monday  morning.  The  uniformed  honor 
guard  of  the  commandery  was  composed  of  fellow  past 
commanders  of  the  Knights  Templar,  presided  over  by 
John  Falconer,  Jr. 

Continued  the  Rev.  Collins:  "The  common  denomina- 
tor for  the  two  aspects  of  immortality  is  character  and 
his  was  a  fine  Christian  character."  "He  was  always 
ready  to  give  of  his  fine  capacities  into  the  needs  of 
family,  civic  and  national  demands.  His  was  the  quality 
of  disinterested  goodness." 

Honorary  pallbearers  were:  Philip  Lee  Bush,  who  suc- 
ceeded Mr.  Coburn  as  president  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, A.  J.  Cloud,  president  of  San  Francisco  Junior  Col- 
lege, Arthur  Brouillet,  Louis  Burson,  Hugh  McKevitt, 
Charles  Christen,  Alfred  Sbarbaro  and  Edward  Pasquale. 
Present  at  the  funeral  were  Charles  A.  Derry,  acting 
president  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  the  absence  of 
President  Richard  E.  Doyle,  who  is  ill,  C.  Harold  Caul- 
field,  Mrs.  Edwin  R.  Sheldon  and  Mrs.  Lloyd  W.  Din- 
kelspiel.  The  administrative  staff  was  represented  by 
Superintendent  Nourse,  Chief  Deputy  Superintendent 
John  F.  Brady,  Deputy  Superintendents  Howard  Mc- 
Donald and  David  P.  Hardy,  and  Director  Alice  Rose 
Power.  Miss  Power  had  served  with  Commissioner  Co- 
burn  on  the  Board  of  Education. 

An  account  of  Mr.  Coburn's  activities  was  given  in 
resolutions  introduced  before  the  Board  of  Education  at 
its  last  meeting  by  Commissioner  Wm.  F.  Benedict. 
Mr.  Benedict,  as  secretary  to  the  late  Mayor  James 
Rolph,  had  known  Mr.  Coburn  early  in  his  career  of 
community  service.  The  resolution  follows: 

WHEREAS,  BE  IT  REMEMBERED,  that  Ira  Winn 
Coburn  was  called  by  the  Mayor  of  San  Francisco  to 
serve  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  as  a  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  in  the  month  of  January,  Nineteen 
Hundred  and  Twenty-five,  following  long  and  distin- 
guished service  as  a  member  of  the  City  Planning  Com- 
mission; and 

WHEREAS.  Ira  W.  Coburn  rendered  invaluable  ser- 
vice tj  the  Public  Schools  as  a  member  of  the  Physical 
Properties  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Education  during 
the  period  of  '  an  enlarged  building  construction  pro- 
gram; and 


WHEREAS,  Commissioner  Coburn  brought  to  the 
schools  of  San  Francisco  his  expert  advice  in  the  tech- 
nical field  of  construction,  which,  together  with  his 
knowledge  in  the  wider  field  of  community  understand- 
ing, qualified  him  ideally  for  community  service:  and 

WHEREAS ,  in  recognition  of  Commissioner  Coburn's 
ability  as  an  executive,  he  was  thrice  honored  by  his 
colleagues,  the  Commissioners  of  Education,  by  election 
to  the  Presidency  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  the  years 
Nineteen  Thirty,  Nineteen  Thirty-one  and  Nineteen 
Thirty -two ;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  all  these  years  of  honest  and  zealous 
service  by  Commissioner  Coburn,  his  colleagues  had 
been  accustomed  to  turn  to  him  for  unfailing  guidance  in 
the  administration  of  affairs  of  magnitude,  and  his  res- 
ignation by  reason,  of  ill  health,  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Education  in  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Thirty- 
five  was  a  subject  of  personal  as  well  as  official  regret; 
and 

WHEREAS ,  in  the  recent  and  untimely  death  of  the 
Honorable  Ira  W.  Coburn,  public  education  has  lost  one 
to  whom  it  is  forever  indebted  for  an  outstanding  public 
service;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  the  Board  of  Education  approve 
the  action  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  ordering 
the  flags  on  all  public  school  buildings  lowered  to  half 
staff  until  after  the  hour  when  the  last  rites  for  our  be- 
loved associate  had  been  consummated :  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  when  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education  adjourns  today,  it  do  so  out  of  respect  to  the 
memory  of  Ira  W.  Coburn,  and  that  a  copy  of  these  reso- 
lutions be  spread  upon  the  Minutes  of  this  day  and  that 
a  suitably  engrossed  copy  be  presented  to  the  family  of 
our  late  Commissioner  and  colleague. 

Done  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco  on  October  Twenty- 
fifth,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  Nineteen  Hundred  and 
Thirty-eight,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United 
States,  the  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-second. 

Besides  Mrs.  Coburn,  who  was  his  constant  companion, 
Mr.  Coburn  is  survived  by  his  son  Ira  W.  Coburn,  Jr., 
three  daughters,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Orear,  Mrs.  Eleanor 
McEnerney,  and  Mrs.  Elvira  Jordan.

Dr.  Lee  Accepts  Higher  Post 

DR.  EDWIN  A.  LEE,  former  superintendent  of  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools,  focused  national  attention 
on  the  youth  problem  once  more  in  the  current  issue  of 
Time  Magazine,  which  .printed  a  comprehensive  digest  of 
Dr.  Lee's  final  project  in  the  National  Occupational 
Conference,  of  which  he  has  been  executitve  director 
since  1936. 

Says  Time: 

"More  than  85%  of  the  students  attending  U.  S.  pub- 
lic high  schools  today  must  find  jobs  soon  after  gradua- 
tion. Yet  a  large  percent  of  U.  S.  high  schools  stubborn- 
ly maintain  a  curriculum  designed  chiefly  for  college 
preparatory  training. 

"Year  and  a  half  ago  tall,  robust  Edwin  Augustus 
Lee  conceived  a  stunt  to  dramatize  these  facts.  Dr.  Lee, 
a  former  San  Francisco  school  superintendent,  is  direc- 
tor of  the  National  Occupational  Conference,  which  was 
founded  in  1922 — under  the  leadership  of  General  Rob- 
ert Irwin  Rees,  head  of  the  A.  E.  F.'s  University  in 
France  in  1918-19 — to  gather  facts  about  jobs.  Dr.  Lee 
herded  13  top-rank  public-school  superintendents  into  a 
private  Pullman  and  for  ten  days,  with  their  expenses 
paid  by  the  Carnegie  Corporation,  these  superintendents 
toured  the  schools  of  eight  cities.  They  found  interesting 
experiments,  but  nowhere  did  the  superintendents  find 
a  complete,  effective  program  of  occupational  adjust- 
ment. 

"Last  week  they  sent  to  1,000  public-school  superin- 
tendents throughout  the  U.  S.  a  report,  Occupational  Ad- 
justment. They  proposed  that  public  schools  adopt  a 
three-point  program  to:  1)  guide,  2)  train,  3)  place  stu- 
dents in  the  right  jobs.  First  step,  said  the  superinten- 
dents, is  to  make  up-to-date,  realistic  studies  of  occupa- 
tions. In  Denver,  for  example,  the  schools  surveyed  the 
baking  industry,  found  what  kinds  of  workers  were  em- 
ployed, how  many  were  likely  to  be  needed,  even  what 
nationalities  were  preferred  by  employers. 

"These  surveys  made,  Occupational  Adjustment  ad- 
vises schools  to  counsel  their  students  about  the  charac- 
ter and  requirements  of  available  jobs,  give  them  prac- 
tical training  courses.  The  report's  most  ambitious  rec- 
ommendation: schools  should  conduct  their  own  place- 
ment bureaus,  either  independently  or  in  cooperation 
with  Government  agencies,  watch  out  for  the  welfare  of 
their  students  after  graduation." 

Dr.  Lee  surprised  his  California  friends  at  Pasadena 
earlier  this  month  by  flying  from  New  York,  overnight, 
to  address  the  State  Conference  of  Superintendents. 
Bounding  off  the  plane  before  breakfast,  he  joined  Sup- 
erintendent Nourse,  Chief  Deputy  Superintendent  Brady, 
and  A.  J.  Cloud,  President  of  San  Francisco  Junior  Col- 
lege, at  breakfast.  He  told  of  the  fascination  of  his  work 
with  the  National  Occupational  Conference  and  of  his 
intention  to  respond  to  an  offer  from  Columbia  Univer- 
sity to  take  a  special  professorship  in  the  College  of 
Education. 

In  returning  to  Columbia,  Dr.  Lee  will  be  on  familiar 
ground,  having  studied  and  taught  there  in  other  years.

U.  C.  Enrollment  Gains 

INSTEAD  of  the  5  or  6  per  cent  increase  in  enroll- 
'  ment  which  was  expected  in  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia this  year,  there  has  been  an  addition  of  10.5  per 
cent  to  the  student  body  on  the  campuses,  both  north 
and  south.  This  announcement  was  made  by  President 
Robert  G.  Sproul,  after  receiving  reports  from  Berkeley, 
Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  and  Davis,  where  nearly 
the  entire  registration  is  found.  At  La  Jolla,  Mt.  Ham- 
ilton and  Riverside  there  are  but  a  few  graduate  stu- 
dents. 

The  total  enrollment  at  the  end  of  last  week  was  25,- 
639,  as  compared  to  23,218  a  year  ago.  These  figures 
are  not  final,  it  is  pointed  out,  as  there  is  still  time  for 
late  registration. 

On  the  Berkeley  campus  there  were  15,633  students,  of 
whom  12,821  were  undergraduates,  and  2,812  were 
graduates,  as  compared  to  14,273  a  year  ago.  At  Los 
Angeles  the  registration  was  7,815,  with  7,348  under- 
graduates and  467  graduate  students;  the  enrollment  a 
year  ago  was  6,897. 

In  the  professional  schools  and  colleges  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, the  total  was  1,077,  as  compared  to  1,042  last 
year  at  this  time.  This  number  is  divided  as  follows: 
Medical  School,  325  as  against  303  in  1937;  Hastings 
College  of  the  Law,  248  this  year  and  215  a  year  ago; 
five-year  curriculum  for  nurses,  166  as  against  147  last 
fall;  College  of  Dentistry,  179  this  year  compared  to 
152  a  year  ago;  College  of  Pharmacy,  159  so  far  this 
year,  against  206  last  year.  The  decrease  in  the  College 
of  Pharmacy,  it  is  said,  is  due  to  the  change  in  the  curri- 
culum there,  the  courses  and  requirements  having  been 
materially   stiffened.

C.C.C.  Minimum  Age 

The  minimum  age  for  entrance  to  C.C.C.  is  seventeen 
years.  Any  pupil  who  manages  to  join  through  misrepre- 
senting his  age  is  given  a  dishonorable  discharge  which 
is  permanently  recorded  against  him.  It  is  therefore  im- 
portant that  younger  pupils  be  discouraged  from  at- 
tempting to  join.

Prize  Winning  Cartoons 

The  current  issue  of  the  Journal  of  the  National  Edu- 
cation Association  reprints  a  cartoon  drawn  by  Stanley  P.

Francisco  prize  winners  in  a  nationwide  high  school 
competition  (See  Supt's  Bulletin  Oct.  17)  Below  is  another 
prize  winner  by  a  Mission  High  School  student. 

Of  the  fourteen  national  awards,  San  Francisco  high 
schools  won  ten,  which  are  being  used  throughout  the 
United  States  in  the  observance  of  American  Education 
Week. 


HOW  medical  science  has  turned  aside  the  stream  of 
plagues,  disease,  childbirth  suffering  and  accident 
mortality,  is  to  be  displayed  in  a  sixteen-unit  exhibit  by 
the  University  of  California  as  part  of  its  participation 
in  the  Golden  Gate  International  Exposition  in  1939. 
The  display,  which  has  been  titled  The  March  of  Life, 
will  give  visual  proof  of  what  medicine  and  surgery  have 
accomplished  since  the  time  of  Hippocrates,  father  of 
the  healing  arts.  While  it  will  show  something  of  the 
inroads  of  disease,  chief  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  pre- 
vention and  cure. 

With  Dr.  Karl  F.  Meyer,  director  of  the  Hooper 
Foundation  for  Medical  Research,  as  the  chairman  of 
the  exhibit  committee,  and  Dr.  Langley  Porter,  dean  of 
the  University's  medical  school,  directing  the  enterprise, 
the  exhibit  is  rapidly  assuming  shape  and  form. 

Unit  No.  1  will  itself  be  titled  The  March  of  Life, 
with  a  series  of  35  transparencies  showing  the  history 
of  the  individual  from  the  pre-natal  period  to  old  age, 
with  the  various  bodily  changes  involved.  The  second 
will  contain  a  key  index  and  general  descriptive  panel 
which  will  describe  the  whole  exhibit  in  detail.  The 
third  will  deal  with  the  animal  kingdom,  showing  how 
animals  are  both  the  friend  and  foe  of  man.  This  will 
consist  of  a  large  painting  11  feet  wide  and  7  feet 
high,  illuminated  from  behind,  and  emphasizing  par- 
ticularly the  processes  of  disease  transmission.  The  fourth 
unit  will  show  the  pre-natal  period  of  human  life.  The 
fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh  will  deal  with  the  diseases  of 
children  and  their  prevention,  while  the  eighth  will  com- 
pare growth  changes  through  childhood  to  adolescence. 
The  ninth  will  depict  the  healing  mysteries  and  near 
miracles  of  surgery,  while  the  tenth  and  eleventh  will 
feature  the  place  of  the  physician  in  the  scheme  of  life 
and  some  of  the  diseases  that  he  has  conquered. 

The  twelfth  unit  will  be  given  over  to  a  display  on 
arthritis,  illustrated  by  colored  lantern  slides.  The  thir- 
teenth will  deal  with  the  right  and  wrong  way  of  arriv- 
ing at  old  age.  The  fourteenth  will  show  the  per- 
centage shifts  in  population  between  people  of  various 
ages.  The  fifteenth  will  be  a  display  covering  nutrition, 
both  good  and  bad,  while  the  sixteenth  will  demonstrate 
the  services  rendered  by  the  University's  medical  center 
to  its  own  students.

The  Mission  also  received  first  place 
honors  in  the  nation-wide  high  school  yearbook  contest 
conducted  by  the  Columbia  Scholastic  Press  Association.

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Courage  Still  Lives 

WHILE  security  may  have  replaced  courage  as  the 
watchword  by  which  human  beings  live,  courage 
has  not  died  out  in  the  United  States :  despite  the  fact 
that  individual  and  collective  security  are  goals  to  which 
men  look,  courage  to  maintain  the  right  will  not  be 
found  wanting. 

So  said  Dr.  M.  E.  Deutsch,  vice-president  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  recently  addressing  the  Old  Timers 
dinner  in  Berkeley.  After  pointing  out  that  it  was  cour- 
age that  built  the  nation,  Dr.  Deutsch  said  that  the  de- 
sire for  individual  and  collective  security  now  has  be- 
come paramount.  But,  he  maintained,  individual  security 
cannot  be  fully  attained ;  collective  security  can  be  pro- 
vided only  through  preparedness  against  aggression. 

"Courage,  the  watchword  of  the  past;  security,  the 
watchword  of  the  present.  Which  is  to  prevail  now?" 
he  asked.  "Courage  must  not  be  permitted  to  become 
truculence  and  arrogance;  the  desire  for  security  must 
not  be  permitted  to  become  peace  at  any  price.  The  for- 
mer means  a  readiness  to  fight  at  the  slightest  provoca- 
tion, a  resort  to  brute  force  to  settle  all  issues;  the 
latter  means  a  yielding  of  the  world  to  the  rule  of  might 
and  terror. 

"Between  them  lies  our  goal,  the  true  and  abiding 
security  of  mankind.  We  should  be  ready,  soberly  and 
without  impetuosity,  to  show  that  the  courage  of  our 
ancestors  has  not  turned  to  water  in  our  veins." 

Pointing  to  the  fate  of  small  nations  which  have  been 
forced  to  yield  to  a  stronger  aggressor,  Dr.  Deutsch 
said,  "With  this  and  other  warnings  before  us,  let  us 
once  more  make  courage  our  watchword,  and  face  what- 
ever may  come  with  stout  hearts.  Be  it  poverty,  be  it 
illness,  be  it  war,  we  shall  be  judged  by  the  way  in 
which  we  meet  it. 

"For  this  land  which  has  granted  us  such  manifold 
opportunities,  which  has  embodied  freedom — freedom 
of  speech,  of  press,  of  religion  —  in  our  fundamental 
law,  the  Constitution,  and  which  recognizes  the  worth  of 
the  individual  as  of  prime  importance — for  such  a  land 
what  sacrifice  should  we  not  be  willing  to  make?  To 
her  we  pledge  all  that  we  are,  all  that  we  have,  and 
above  all,  for  her  sake  we  gird  ourselves  in  the  armor  of 
courage."

Aspects  of  Heart  Disease 

The  Cardiac  Forum  group  of  the  San  Francisco  Heart 
Committee  will  hold  an  all-day  session  on  the  public 
health  aspects  of  heart  disease,  Wednesday,  November 
16.  The  morning  and  afternoon  meetings  will  be  held 
in  the  auditorium  of  the  San  Francisco  Department  of 
Public  Health,  101  Grove  Street.  These  meetings  have 
been  arranged  for  teachers,  public  health  nurses,  and 
medical  social  workers  who  are  interested  in  the  prob- 
lems of  heart  disease  prevention  in  childhood. 

At  the  morning  session  beginning  at  10:00  o'clock 
the  plan  of  a  cardiac  clinic  will  be  presented,  and  a 
cardiac  home  visit  of  a  public  health  nurse  will  be  out- 
lined. The  speakers  will  be  Doctor  Katherine  H.Leicester, 
Miss  Ola  E.  Nagle,  Doctor  Mary  B.  Olney,  and  Doctor 
Margery  C.  Shearer. 

At  the  afternoon  session  at  2:00  o'clock  a  sound  film 
on  the  heart  and  circulation  will  be  presented.  Doctor 
Amos  Christie  will  speak  on  heart  disease — a  Public 
Health  Problem.  The  discussion  leaders  will  include — 
Miss  M.  Olwen  Davies,  Miss  Juliet  Eisendrath,  Mrs. 
Alma  Gravem,  Mrs.  Ursula  Murphy,  Miss  Mary  Rixford, 
Doctor  Nina  Simmonds  and  Mrs.  Maude  Steinbach. 

Doctor  J.  C.  Geiger  will  preside.  The  subject  of 
Heart  Disease  in  Childhood  will  be  discussed  by  Doctor 
Paul  S.  Barrett,  Doctor  Richard  D.  Friedlander,  and 
Doctor  Herbert  Stolz. 
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One  View  of  the  Recent  University  Conference 


DELI/WETHER  of  prophecy  to  academic  success  at  the 
**  University  of  California  through  the  years  has  been 
performance  in  Subject  A-English.  High  school  students 
possessing  recommended  credits  to  the  University  are 
not  required  to  pass  entrance  examinations  in  any 
study  except  English-A.  Regardless  of  prior  knowledge, 
all  freshmen,  undergo  this  test  in  English,  success  or 
failure  determining  the  character  of  English  course  to 
be  pursued  by  the  student  during  the  first  year  at  col- 
lege. Statewide  averages  show  more  than  one-third  of 
the  entering  freshmen  fail  in  this  examination. 

Scholastically,  graduates  of  San  Francisco  Public  High 
Schools  have  enjoyed  remarkable  success  in  meeting  the 
requirements  of  the  University,  both  in  English-A  and  in 
general  studies  during  their  college  life  when  compared 
with  the  average  performance  of  pupils  from  schools  of 
like  size. 

Object  of  a  conference  between  University  authorities 
and  San  Francisco  High  School  Principals  at  Internat- 
ional House,  Berkeley,  on  Thursday,  November  3,  was 
to  seek  ways  and  means  of  improving  the  preparation 
of  San  Francisco  high  school  graduates  beyond  the  pre- 
sent high  standard,  on  the  basis  of  university  entrance 
requirements.  Superintendent  Nourse  presided. 

Revealing  to  the  visitors  the  results  of  a  recent  his- 
toric study  of  English-A  at  the  University  of  California, 
Dr.  Guy  Montgomery,  head  of  the  English  Department, 
said  that  thirty-five  years  ago  the  examination  consisted 
of  a  narrative  composition,  without  reference  to  the  me- 
chanics of  English.  "Today,"  he  said,  "it  ascertains  the 
applicant's  knowledge  of  correct  forms  of  English.  Those 
students  who  fail  in  the  comprehension  and  meaning 
of  words  fail  in  the  entire  examination.  Failures  are 
routed  into  a  class  of  560  where  an  attempt  is  made 
to  overcome  the  English  handicap.  Results  this  year  show 
that  30  per  cent  of  the  class,"  according  to  Dr.  Mont- 
gomery, "were  incapable  of  understanding  a  simple  pas- 
sage in  prose  or  poetry.  What  they  need,"  he  said,  "is 
training  in  vocabulary,  words,  their  value  and  meaning." 
On  the  whole  his  plea  was  for  more  attention  to  models 
of  English. 

Dr.  Montgomery's  remarks  indicated  that  the  Univer- 
sity, as  far  as  English  was  concerned,  had  reverted  to  a 
higher  degree  of  expectancy  in  the  mechanics  of  English 
and  an  understanding  of  ideas  expressed  on  the  printed 
page,  while  high  school  courses  in  recent  years  placed 
less  emphasis  on  actual  rules  of  grammar  and  more  on 
understanding. 

To  which  E.  J.  Cummings,  George  Washington's  prin- 
cipal, remarked:  "We  regard  English  as  a  tool  subject, 
a  vehicle  for  the  expression  of  ideas,  but  I  am  reminded 
that  ideas  must  originate  before  they  can  be  expressed. 
There  must  be  some  organization  of  thought.  There  is 
a  difference  between  an  intensive  study  of  English  and 
extensive  reading.  English  properly  taught  should  not 
only  provide  a  vehicle  for  the  expression  of  ideas,  but 
should  develop  and  stimulate   ideas  as  well." 

Summing  up  the  discussion  of  English-A  requirements, 
A.  J.  Cloud  revealed  a  wide  differential  in  marking 
values  by  competent  instructors  who  had  intensive  train- 
ing in  the  specific  examination.  One  of  the  early  efforts 
at  the  San  Francisco  Junior  College  was  to  eliminate 
this  differential. 

"It  would  be  interesting,"  said  Mr.  Cloud,  "to  learn 
more  of  the  technique  which  Professor  Montgomery  has 
developed  in  handling  560  students  in  one  combined 
lecture  and  study  course." 

In  the  field  of  mathematics,  Professor  Thomas  M.  Put- 
nam suggested  that  the  apparent  lack  of  understanding 
of  the  mathematics  process  itself  by  present  day  stu- 
dents even  though  there  is  a  familiarity  with  its  mechani- 
cal manipulation  points  to  a  need  for  more  drill  in  the 
fundamental  process. 

Students  from  high  schools  are  able  to  solve  the  usual 
run  of  problems,   but  when  there  is   a  slight  variation, 


for  example,  the  log.  1  over  U,  exponent  n  they  do  not 
seem  to  know  the  meaning  of  that  or  other  complicated 
expressions. 

"The  high  school  student  is  supposed  to  be  taught  the 
fundamental  processes  and  to  have  an  ability  to  proceed," 
commented  William  J.  Drew.  "It  seems  to  me  that  at 
that  point  the  university  professor  should  take  the  stu- 
dent and  teach  him  to  solve  these  expressions  that  are 
becoming  a  little  more  complicated." 

Mr.  Drew  explained  that  Mission,  a  three  year  high 
school,  received  junior  high  schools  pupils  whose  basic 
work  in  algebra  had  been  done  there.  The  junior  high 
school  course  in  algebra  he  said  is  exploratory  in  nature 
and  by  reason  of  large  classes,  and  administration  of 
home  study,  is  inadequate.*  The  same  view  was  expressed 
by  Fred  W.  Koch,  principal  of  Galileo  High  School, 
who  said  that  junior  high  schools  sometimes  discourage 
pupils  from  taking  algebra  because  it  is  too  difficult  of 
comprehension. 

"Someone  must  give  it,"  remarked  Mr.  Koch. 

Professor  Putnam  remarked  that  experiences  with  cer- 
tain Davis  agricultural  students  not  enrolled  in  the 
regular  university  course  who  had  studied  algebra  in 
junior  high  schools  show  they  do  not  do  as  well  i»  this 
study  as  those  who  had  not  previously  undertaken  the 
study  at  all.  "Perhaps  this  indicates  we  are  attempting 
to  introduce  the  study  of  algebra  too  early,"  he  added. 

In  the  field  of  foreign  language  study,  Professor  Per- 
cival  B.  Fay  of  the  University  said: 

"As  preparation  for  further  work  in  the  University, 
students  should  have  acquired  in  high  school  an  accept- 
able pronunciation,  a  thorough  grounding  in  the  com- 
moner forms  and  constructions,  and  the  ability  to  express 
simple  ideas,  both  orally  and  in  writing,  in  the  foreign 
language.  Accurate,  intensive  reading,  is  much  more  valu- 
able than  rapid  reading  for  content,  and  a  certain  amount 
of  careful  translation,  both  from  the  foreign  language 
into  English,  and  from  English  into  the  foreign  language, 
is  indispensable  throughout  the  high  school  course.  The 
acquisition  of  information  about  foreign  countries  is 
not,  for  students  going  to  college,  a  satisfactory  sub- 
stitute for  the  serious  study  of  the  language  itself,  with 
which  high  school  language  should,  for  this  group, 
be  primarily  concerned." 

Leroy  Stephens,  principal  of  Lowell  High  School,  said 
that  high  schools  appreciate  the  continued  importance 
given  to  foreign  language  study  in  the  University  of 
California.  "We  recognize,"  he  said,  "that  the  shortening 
of  distances  by  faster  modes  of  travel  has  made  the  for- 
eign languages  more  important.  Americans  do  not  adapt 
themselves  to  the  mastery  of  foreign  language  as  easily 
as  Europeans.  I  really  believe  that  a  four  year  study  of 
one  language  is  more  important  than  two  years  study  of 
separate  languages.  The  student  enjoys  the  mastery  he 
has  attained  in  the  third  and  fourth  year."  Professor  Fay 
agreed  with  the  views  expressed  by  Principal  Stephens. 

"Isn't  it-  true  that  some  students  are  not  language 
minded  at  all,  say  those  pointing  toward  engineering 
studies,"  said  John  F.  Brady,  chief  deputy  superintendent. 
"I  question  the  advantage  of  a  language  requirement  of 
four  years  for  this  type  of  student  who  is  routed  for  an 
unrelated  field  in  the  University." 

Paul  Hungerford,  vice-principal  of  Polytechnic  High 
School,  said  that  "all  recent  investigations  prove  that  a 
late  study  of  languages  is  more  advantageous  to  the 
student  than  that  which  has  its  roots  in  premature 
beginnings." 

Robert  R.  Chase,  principal  of  Balboa  High  School, 
responded  earlier  to  the  remarks  of  Professor  Van  Nos- 
trand  on  the  study  of  history,  but  towards  the  end  of 
the  day  he  asked  one  telling  short  question. 

"After  all  this  discussion  today  on  the  importance  of 
subject  matter  and  entrance  requirements  to  the  Univer- 
sity may  I  ask  what  are  the  present  results  of  the  expen-

ment  being  participated  in   by  thirty  high   schools   and 
selected  colleges  in  the  United  States,  waiving  entrance 
requirements  in  favor  of  a  blanket  recommendation  from 
the  school  principal." 

Dr.  George  A.  Rice,  principal  of  University  High 
School,  answered  that  high  school  students  selected  un- 
der the  experimental  plan,  1500  in  number,  without 
reference  to  subject  matter  attainments,  were  doing  slight- 
ly better  than  students  who  are  admitted  after  complet- 
ing all  the  requirements.  He  said  the  method  of  com- 
parison was  with  regular  students  of  equal  intellectual 
attainment  to  those  selected  for  the  experiment. 

Miss  Marie  Kirwin,  George  Washington  High  School, 
said  in  a  discussion  of  the  counselling  program  that  "this 
is  the  age  of  the  'gimmies'  that  a  student  gets  no  more 
from  study  than  he  puts  into  it." 

An  interesting  reaction  came  from  Deputy  Superinten- 
dent Howard  McDonald  after  a  discussion  of  the  new 
home  economics  program  at  the  University  which  ig- 
nored actual  cooking  and  cafeteria  management.  Mrs. 
Edith  McNab  Murphy,  agreed  with  Mr.  McDonald  that 
California  graduates  were  at  a  disadvantage  with  those 
of  State  Colleges  who  possess  this  specific  training. 

John  C.  McGlade,  deputy  superintendent,  in  charge 
of  senior  high  schools  in  San  Francisco,  in  expressing 
appreciation  for  the  invitation  of  university  authorities 
to  hold  the  conference  said: 

"We  graduate  approximately  4,000  high  school  stu- 
dents annually;  1,200  of  this  number  go  on  to  college, 
a  large  percentage  to  the  University  of  California,  there- 
fore, this  meeting  today  has  been  one  of  mutual  concern."

The  floor  will  be  carpet  and  linoleum  arranged  in  a 
design  and  there  will  be  expert  acoustical  treatment  to 
care  for  broadcasting.

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Eventful  Years  for  Democracy*        Place  of  the  Teacher  in  the  World 


\A/E  ARE  ALL  coming  to  realize  that  we  are  being 
"  faced  with  the  most  aggressive  form  of  attack 
against  our  liberal  and  democratic  traditions,  against  our 
theories  of  life  and  society;  in  short,  against  the  very 
fundamentals  of  what  we  call  freedom.  With  European 
democracy  beaten  and  declining,  the  field  is  now  given 
over  to  the  two  extremes  of  violent  change,  Fascism  and 
Communism;  the  one  working  in  the  open,  the  other 
building  up  its  underground  defenses  the  world  over. 

These  matters  are  of  concern  to  the  jittery  democracies 
of  the  world.  They  concern  those  of  us  who  share  the 
responsibilities  of  youth  leadership — leadership  of  youth 
into  an  understanding  of  and  a  dedication  to,  democratic 
citizenship.  These  things  are  also  of  vital  concern  to  the 
schools  of  America. 

No  one  will  deny  the  fact  that  the  teachers  of  America 
have  been  a  real  force,  probably  the  greatest  rorce  in 
instilling  through  the  nation  an  ideology  of  liberty  tem- 
pered with  justice.  And  in  more  recent  years  the  pro- 
gressive education  movement  has  applied  that  ideology 
to  the  procedures  and  techniques  of  the  classroom.  True, 
some  of  the  left  wingers  of  the  movement  make  us 
wonder  if  their  plan  is  to  oust  all  textbooks  and  most 
of  the  former  subject-matter  in  order  that  the  child  may 
hop  merrily  along  browsing  on  fragmentary  bits  and 
doing  just  about  as  he  pleases.  Such  views,  of  course, 
do  rank  injustice  to  a  great  movement.  Certain  it  is 
that  to  a  majority  of  the  leaders  of  progressive  education, 
there  is  nothing  inconsistent  between  the  new  conceptions 
and  the  inculcation  of  a  vigorous  philosophy  touching 
individual  responsibility  for  understanding  and  upholding 
the  processes  and  the  institutions  of  the  democratic  way 
of  life. 

In  a  properly  organized  program  the  issues  of  democ- 
racy, the  issues  of  individuals  in  cooperative  activity 
within  democracy,  must  be  constant  points  of  reference — 
not  after-thoughts,  not  just  "appended  like  the  tail  to 
the  kite."  It  ought  to  follow  then  that,  in  the  handling 
of  such  a  subject  group  as  social  studies,  for  example, 
we  cannot  take  democracy  for  granted.  We  know  the 
old  education  failed  in  that  regard.  Charles  Beard  fears 
the  progressive  movement  is  very  much  inclined  to  do 
that  very  thing.  And  Thomas  Briggs  declares  he  can- 
not look  for  material  improvement  in  this  field  until 
teachers  realize  more  definitely  than  they  now  do  what 
democracy  means  and  what  it  implies ;  and  furthermore 
until,  in  these  crucial  times,  they  become  aflame  with  its 
spirit. 

We  have  been  in  the  habit  of  reminding  ourselves  of 
the  contributions  of  public  education  to  American  life 
and  welfare  in  past  decades.  I  believe  we  have  reason 
to  be  fully  appreciative  of  it.  But  do  we  realize  that 
more  than  ever  our  people  must  rely  on  the  schools  of 
America  to  be  conscious  of  their  responsibilities  and 
to  take  vigorous  leadership — leadership  in  safeguarding

*An  address   by  Dr.    W.    \V.    Kemp,   Dean,    Sehool  of  Education, 
University  of  California,   before  the  recent  Teachers'  Institute. 


"IN  ALL  my  experience  as  an  Institute  speaker  this  is 
'  the  most  challenging  subject  that  has  ever  been  sug- 
gested for  me,"  said  Dr.  Tully  C.  Knoles,  president  of 
the  College  of  the  Pacific,  speaking  on  the  subject,  "The 
Place  of  the  Teacher  in  the  World  and  Opportunities  for 
Professional  Advancement"  at  the  recent  Teachers'  Insti- 
tute. 

"Historically,  the  role  of  the  teacher  has  been  appre- 
ciated primarily  in  the  person  of  great  outstanding  men 
like  Socrates,  Plato,  Aristotle,  Jesus,  Confucius,  and 
Gautama,  the  school  men  of  the  Middle  Ages  and  the 
great  leaders  of  early  modern  history  and  modern 
thought.  On  the  other  hand,  the  great  mass  of  faithful 
men  and  women  who  have  taught  not  so  much  great 
ideas  but  the  words  and  skills  to  be  used  in  the  educa- 
tive process  have  been  unknown  and  unsung.  One 
might  think  that  the  great  leaders  of  thought,  called 
simply  Great  Teachers,  have  come  from  the  ranks  of 
the  common  teachers  and  have  attained  their  eminence 
by  emerging  through  competition;  but  a  perspective  will 
show  that  those  who  deal  in  ideas  are  more  likely  to 
emerge  than  those  who  perfect  methods.  I  presume 
that  my  subject  today  pertains  more  particularly  to  those 
of  us  who  are  engaged  in  the  common  task  of  imparting 
knowledge,  developing  skills,  and  stimulating  thinking. 
For  us,  then,  the  place  of  the  teacher  in  the  world  be- 
comes a  very  practical  subject. 

"Let  me  begin  at  the  bottom  of  the  ladder  and  climb 
with  you  a  few  rungs.  First  of  all,  the  teacher  must 
be  adequately  prepared  for  his  specific  task.  Great 
strides  have  been  made  in  opportunities  for  preparation 
during  the  life  time  of  many  of  us  here.  Second,  the 
teacher  must  live  and,  while  in  comparison  with  other 
professions  and  lines  of  activity  requiring  similar  time 
for  preparation,  the  teacher's  income  suffers.  Yet  there 
are  compensations.  Usually  the  teacher's  tenure  is  cer- 
tain under  normal  conditions  for  a  year.  Usually,  par- 
ticularly after  successful  experience,  it  is  secure  for  many 
years.  This  means  that  the  length  of  continuous  service 
at  a  relatively  small  salary  may  compensate  for  possible 
insecurity  in  other  lines  of  activity.  Third,  the  status 
of  the  teacher  in  the  community  is  usually  much  higher 
in  the  social  scale  than  those  in  other  lines  of  activity, 
and  depends  more  on  the  type  of  work  than  on  the 
amount  of  the  income.  In  the  fourth  place,  more  pres- 
sure is  exerted  upon  the  teacher  not  only  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  times,  but  a  little  in  advance  of  the  times  than 
in  any  other  profession. 

"Now,  may  we  proceed  to  the  functions  of  the  teacher? 
Perhaps  at  no  other  time  in  history  has  there  been  more 
disagreement  concerning  this  interesting  question:  Is  it 
the  function  of  the  teacher  to  teach  students  and  use 
subjects  in  the  process,  or  to  develop  fields  of  knowledge 
using  students  in  the  process?  In  other  words,  teachers 
are  not  sure  today  whether  the  object  of  their  teaching 
is  the  development  of  the  human  personality  or  the  per- 
fecting of  the  fields  of  knowledge  through  research.

The  competition  will  consist  of  a  battalion  parade  by 
each  of  the  seven  high  schools  included  in  the  unit.  Fol- 
lowing the  competition,  a  review  of  the  entire  unit  will 
be  tendered  to  the  Commanding  General,  Ninth  Corps 
Area. 
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New  Entrance  Requirements 

New  York  City  school  officials,  unwilling  to  see  cap- 
able boys  and  girls  barred  from  college  or  university  be- 
cause they  did  not  follow  a  routine  high  school  curricu- 
lum, have  started  a  campaign  to  liberalize  college 
entrance  requirements. 

Students  should  be  permitted  to  enter  a  university 
even  though  they  lack  so-called  "essentials"  such  as  al- 
gebra, French  or  chemistry,  the  authorities  insist.  Hence, 
they  are  waging  a  far-reaching  battle  of  mathematics 
versus  music,  art  versus  academic  subjects. 

While  the  educators  have  gained  concessions  from  a 
few  colleges  elsewhere,  a  special  effort  is  to  be  made 
this  week  to  persuade  the  four  city  colleges  (which  draw 
solely  upon  local  pupils)  to  fall  into  line.  A  conference 
has  been  scheduled  by  music  chairmen  of  Brooklyn, 
Hunter,  City  and  Queens  Colleges  and  representatives  of 
the  public  school  system. 

Plans  will  be  considered  to  increase  the  units  of  art 
and  music  that  may  be  offered  for  college  entrance.  City, 
Queens  and  Brooklyn  Colleges  now  allow  but  one  point 
of  credit  for  music,  while  Hunter  allows  none. 

Specifically,  the  authorities  are  asking  the  higher  in- 
stitutions to  accept  students  from  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion's High  School  of  Music  and  Art. 

Thirteen  hundred  students  are  attending  the  only 
music  and  art  school  in  the  city,  if  not  in  the  country. 
In  another  year  the  maximum  of  1,800  will  be  reached. 
Fully  80  per  cent  of  the  pupils  have  indicated  that  they 
intend  to  enter  a  college  or  university.  This  year  the 
first  class  will  be  graduated.  That  is  why  the  officials 
are  striving  to  modify  college  entrance  requirements. 

Established  two  years  ago  as  an  experiment,  the  school 
is  dedicated  to  the  theory  that  music  and  art  are  as  val- 
uable to  the  intellectual  development  of  the  child  as 
mathematics  and  Latin.  One-third  of  the  day  is  devoted 
to  orchestral  or  choral  work,  or  various  forms  of  art. 
Five  orchestras  (soon  there  will  be  seven)  of  100  stu- 
dents each,  an  equal  number  of  choral  groups  and  art 
leagues  provide  recreation. 

This  means,  it  was  explained  by  Dr.  Benjamin  Steig- 
man,  principal  of  the  school,  that  less  time  can  be  spent 
on  academic  subjects. 

Mathematics,  Latin,  French  or  science  are  of  less  value 
to  the  student  whose  bent  lies  toward  art,  the  principal 
contends.  Mathematics  serves  simply  as  a  type  of  mental 
discipline  of  an  outmoded  pedagogy,  while  music  js 
something  that  remains  with  the  student  for  life,  the 
argument  holds.

the  course  of  the  republic  through  perilous  national 
and  international  frustrations  of  our  day?  We  must 
revive  democracy's  prestige.  We  must  expose  all  propa- 
ganda that  is  inimical  to  that  goal,  whether  by  direct 
attack  or  innuendo.  We  must  see  to  it  that  the  schools 
cultivate  the  knowledge  necessary  to  bring  to  adulthood 
freemen — men  upright,  just,  alert,  unafraid,  men  who 
will  not  sidestep  or  postpone  the  facing  of  crises,  men 
who  will  dedicate  their  lives  to  democratic  citizenship. 


Avenues  to  Advancement 

(Concluded  from  Page  1) 
Fortunately,  there  need  be  no  serious  conflict  here,  for 
after  all  knowledge  may  be  uncovered  only  through  the 
activity  of  the  human  personality,  ana  the  personality 
grows  by  the  discovery  and  discoveries  are  made  mean- 
ingful  by  the  personality. 

"These  considerations  lead  us  to  the  second  part  of 
our  subject,  and  that  pertains  to  opportunities  for  pro- 
fessional advancement.  As  I  see  it  there  are  many 
avenues  leading  to  professional  advancement,  but  I  want 
to  emphasize  three  of  them.  First  is  the  perfecting  of 
one's  self  in  the  skills  and  techniques  of  the  imparting 
of  knowledge  on  the  chosen  level  of  the  teacher.  I  have 
used  these  words  because  I  do  not  want  to  bring  out 
the  real  although  unnatural  competition  which  exists  by 
virtue  of  an  unwarranted  feeling  that  work  with  ad- 
vanced students  necessarily  means  a  higher  status  of 
teaching.  During  my  many  years  of  professional  life  I 
have  taught  students  at  various  age  levels.  I  know,  and 
you  know,  that  the  higher  the  age  level  and  the  more 
advanced  the  academic  age,  the  easier  is  the  work  of 
instruction,  for  the  student  brings  to  the  task  the  accu- 
mulated knowledge  and  skills  of  previous  experience.  I 
am  longing  for  the  time  when  professional  advancement 
will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  success  in  service  rather 
than  age  level  of  pupils  served. 

"The  second  avenue  for  professional  advancement  is  a 
broad  highway  in  which  there  is  exhibited  an  equilibrium 
between  the  research  and  the  imparting  of  knowledge. 
Too  frequently  the  research  worker  lacks  interest  in 
properly  setting  the  results  of  research  and  thereby  mak- 
ing them  intelligible  to  the  student.  On  the  other  hand 
there  is  too  much  of  a  temptation  to  use  the  results  of 
the  research  of  others  in  the  educative  processes  rather 
than  to  find  the  results  first  hand.  My  observation  is 
that  men  and  women  are  finding  rapid  professional  ad- 
vancement on  this  high  road  more  rapidly  than  on  any 
other. 

"The  third  avenue  is  that  of  the  movement  from  teach- 
ing to  administrative  work.  Here  I  have  no  advice  to 
give.  The 'reason  is  that  I  taught  very  happily  for  six- 
teen years  and  have  been  happy  as  an  administrator  for 
nearly  twenty  years.  As  I  think  back  over  the  subjects 
of  research  developed  and  the  lines  of  research  projected 
and  never  completed  by  the  fact  that  I  was  diverted  intc 
administration,  I  have  serious  qualms  of  academic  cons- 
cience not  always  stilled  by  the  continuity  of  administra- 
tive service.  However,  there  must  be  administrators  and 
those  who  like  administration  will  find  through  close 
application  to  the  development  of  executive  skills  major 
opportunities  for  advancement  in  position  and  in  salary 
in  administration;  but  the  pitfalls  are  many!"

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Failure  to  Recognize  Need  for 

THE  sentimental  theorists  who  dominate  present  day 
child  guidance,  failing  to  recognize  that  discipline 
is  an  essential  part  of  human  development,  are  contri- 
buting factors  to  crime  as  it  is  known  today,  according 
to  N.  J.  L.  Pieper,  special  agent  of  the  Federal  Bureau 
of  Investigation,  who  addressed  the  Wednesday,  Novem- 
ber 23,  session  of  the  San  Francisco  Teachers'  Institute 
in  the  Civic  Auditorium.  The  appearance  was  Mr.  Pie- 
per's  second  within  a  year  before  local  teachers,  his 
first  appearance  having  aroused  a  wave  of  stimulating 
discussion.     Said  Mr.  Pieper: 

"Upon  the  character  of  our  youth  is  dependent  the 
future  of  our  Nation.  We  must  give  serious  considera- 
tion to  the  development  of  character.  Our  educational 
programs  should  emphasize  the  traits  of  honor,  courage, 
scholarship,  leadership  and  personal  service  which  lead 
to  good  citizenship,  for  crime  as  we  know  it  today,  is 
ever  increasingly  becoming  a  youth  problem. 

"As  the  average  person  spends  his  or  her  time  and 
goes  about  the  pursuits  of  his  daily  life  it  is  little  real- 
ized that  a  person  is  murdered  in  these  United  States  of 
ours  every  39  minutes,  that  as  each  22  seconds  passes 
another  serious  crime  has  been  committed,  that  an  aver- 
age of  over  5000  persons  each  day  are  arrested  for 
criminal  violations.  Most  of  our  people  are  too  blissfully 
ignorant  of  the  proportions  to  which  the  crime  menace 
has  grown.     Little  is  realized  of  its  magnitude. 

"The  ravages  of  crime  have  been  felt  in  all  parts  of 
our  nation.  It  has  corrupted  lawmakers,  brought  suf- 
fering and  death  in  the  homes  of  all  classes  of  our  citi- 
zens, demoralized  law  enforcement  agencies  and  left  a 
record  of  carnage  that  could  scarcely  be  equalled  by  the 
invasion  of  this  country  by  a  foreign  foe.  This,  how- 
ever, does  not  go  on  unchallenged.  Under  the  recog- 
nized leadership  of  J.  Edgar  Hoover  we  the  G-Men  are 
endeavoring  to  do  our  part  to  bring  about  a  greater 
respect  for  law  and  order. 

"The  problem  of  personnel,  we  believe,  has  been  ef- 
fectively solved  in  the  work  of  the  FBI,  and  I  trust  I 
will  not  be  charged  with  demonstrating  undesirable 
egotism  when  I  say  that  the  accomplishments  of  the 
FBI  in  this  regard  can  be  matched  by  any  other  law 
enforcement  organization  if  the  same  policies  are  pur- 
sued. The  personnel  of  the  FBI  is  selected  with  the 
greatest  care.  They  are  investigated  with  meticulous  thor- 
oughness. The  age  limit  for  our  Special  Agent  appli- 
cants is  confined  to  individuals  between  the  ages  of  23 
and  35  years,  who  have  finished  a  course  in  law  at  some 
recognized  law  school  or  college,  or  have  completed  a 
similar  accounting  course,  or  who  have  had  outstanding 
law  enforcement  experience. 

"The  investigation  of  crime  today  calls  for  thorough- 
ness, accuracy  in  detail,  persistence  and  the  application 
of  common  sense  and  all  scientific  methods  to  the  solv- 
ing of  the  particular  problem  at  hand. 

"Despite  our  progress  in  the  police  sciences,  crime  in 
1937  shows  a  marked  increase,  and  crime  in  1938  will 
show  an  increase  again  unless  the  public  and  every 
one  concerned  with  decency  marshals  their  forces  to 
meet  the  outrages  of  organized  crime. 

"The  law  alone  cannot  keep  people  decent.  It  is  an 
influence  within  themselves  that  makes  their  obedience 
to  law  voluntary.  Crime  multiplies,  not  because  people 
no  longer  respect  law,  but  because  they  no  longer  respect 
respectability.  The  forces  of  decency  have  weapons 
enough  if  men  can  be  found  with  the  courage  and  honor 
to  use  them. 

"You — America's  teachers — have  that  needed  courage 
and  honor;  you  need  but  to  marshal  your  forces. 

"You  ask:   'What  can  we  do?' 

"Unfortunately  I  cannot  give  you  some  magic  formula 
that  would  solve  our  problem — there  is  no  cure-all.  But 
I  feel  that  there  are  certain  steps  that  can  be  taken. 

"Unfortunately,  at  the  present  time,  law  enforcement 
bodies  are  fraught  through  and  through  all  too  frequently 
by   corruption.    The   grimy   and    slimy    hands    of   venal

politicians  interfere  all  too  often  in  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  a  court.  Greedy  politics  and  pressure  in 
too  many  instances  follow  a  convict  into  prison,  there 
to  grant  him  privileges  tantamount  to  those  of  a  country 
club. 

"Of  course  it  is  of  little  avail  to  apprehend  desperate 
criminals,  often  with  the  tragic  loss  of  life,  if  con- 
firmed criminals  are  soon  released  to  prey  upon  society. 

"Nothing  can  be  accomplished  by  punishing  an  indi- 
vidual unless  the  discipline  becomes  an  object  lesson  to 
others.  It  means  nothing  in  the  eradication  of  crime 
or  the  curbing  of  wanton  disregard  for  our  established 
principals,  if  a  violator  receives  no  stigma  or  goes  un- 
punished  for  his  misdeeds. 

"We  find  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  life  pri- 
soner, but  that  the  average  man  who  receives  a  life 
sentence  for  the  commission  of  a  crime  remains  behind 
the  bars  less  than  ten  years.  We  are  amazed  to  learn 
that  the  average  sentence  served  by  persons  convicted  of 
taking  the  life  of  another  is  only  58  months! 

"These  problems  seem  insignificant  in  contrast  to 
our  youth  problem.  Our  youth  crime  problem  is  tre- 
mendous; it  is  too  serious  to  be  passed  over  lightly  and 
disregarded  with  the  usual  apathy  that  is  the  blight  of 
our  American  people  in  so  many  matters  of  vital  con- 
cern. Think  of  this:  700,000  boys  and  girls  criminals 
today;  more  persons  arrested  at  the  age  of  21  than  any 
other  age. 

"It  is  my  opinion  that  teachers  are  in  a  particularly 
strategic  position  to  perform  splendidly  effective  work 
in  properly  training  the  youth  of  the  country  along  con- 
structive law  enforcement  lines.  Primarily  the  develop- 
ment of  character  in  our  young  is  the  problem  of  par- 
ents, and  this  problem  cannot  be  shifted  upon  our  schools 
and  colleges.  However,  much  may  be  accomplished  by 
proper  instruction  in  our  schools.  The  necessity  for  a 
respect  bordering  upon  veneration  for  the  laws  of  our 
country  can  be  instilled  at  an  early  age  into  our  young 
people.  They  can  be  taught  that  unless  the  country's  laws 
are  regarded  as  little  short  of  sacred,  and  are  obeyed, 
there  can  be  no  law  and  order;  that  there  can  be  no 
proper  government  and  the  country's  institutions  and 
all  that  they  mean  will  be  overwhelmed  in  the  resulting 
inevitable  debacle. 

"They  can  be  instructed  as  to  the  importance,  the 
everlasting  importance  of  the  development  of  an  honest 
and  honorable  personality. 

"They  should  be  instructed  that  character  is  the  most 
valued  possession  of  any  individual,  and  that  any  men- 
tal developments  or  material  acquisitions  are  decide 
secondary  in  importance.  It  must  be  pointed  out  to 
them  that  crime  veritably  does  not  pay.  The  criminal 
and  all  of  his  works  must  be  divested  of  their  vestige 
of  romance  and  glamor  and  he  should  be  described  in 
his  proper  aspect  as  a  weak,  brutal,  uncivilized  type  of 
non-social  creature  who  is  not  only  a  menace  to  the 
community,  but  who  derives  little,  even  during  the  period 
of  his  temporary,  seeming  success. 

"The  responsibilities  of  the  teachers  of  the  country 
are  probably  greater  than  those  devolving  upon  the 
members  of  any  other  profession,  other  than  the  prim- 
ary, most  important  responsibility  of  parenthood.  Of 
course,  the  responsibility  for  the  development  of  character 
rests  upon  the  parents  of  our  young  people.  The  re- 
sponsibility of  teachers,  even  though  highly  important,  is 
secondary  thereto.  Criminals  are  developed  in  the  coun- 
try's homes  just  as  law-abiding,  honorable  citizens  are 
developed  in  the  country's  homes. 

"That  discipline  is  lacking  in  many  modern  homes  is 
probably  too  obvious  to  even  a  casual  observer  to  re- 
quire detailed  amplification  or  comment.  There  must  be 
discipline  if  a  child  is  to  have  good  character — it  is  a 
necessary  factor.  The  present  day  tendency  to  let  them 
express  themselves  without  hindrance  is  to  put  a  prem- 
ium on  them  giving  rein  to  their  selfishness  and  conceit. 
Now  this  opinion  is  not  only  that  of  those  working  in

given  thought  to  the  problems  in  the  field  of  medicine. 
The  sentimental  theorists  who  dominate  present  day 
child  guidance  have  expressed  their  belief  to  the  con- 
trary, but  so  long  as  we  fail  to  recognize  that  discipline 
is  an  essential  part  of  human  development,  we  can  expect 
crime  as  we  know  it  today. 

"Let  us  not  permit  our  American  youth  to  fall  tragic- 
ally short  of  our  ideal  of  American  Citizenship.  Ours 
is  the  responsibility,  the  teachers  and  the  law  enforcement 
officers,  to  join  forces  and  with  real  courage  fight  the 
insidious  forces  of  lawlessness  that  threaten  the  America 
which  provides  for  God  fearing,  sober  minded,  liberty 
loving  free  men  and  women.  Through  character  building 
let  us  rebuild  real  Americanism."

Visiting  Other  Schools  Prohibited 

Principals  of  junior  and  senior  high  schools  and  ele- 
mentary schools  are  herewith  instructed  to  inform  their 
students  that  they  are  not  to  visit  other  schools  during 
the  last  week  of  the  term  except  by  special  permission  of 
the  principal.  This  prohibition  applies  particularly  to 
members  of  graduating  classes. 

Authority  for  American  Legion  Award 

The  American  Legion  Medal  Award  was  authorized 
for  the  December  1938  Commencements,  in  junior  high 
schools  and  elementary  schools  possessing  eighth  grades, 
at  the  December  6  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
The  award  is  optional  in  elementary  schools,  the  princi- 
pal being  the  sole  judge.  Eric  A.  Falconer,  representing 
the  County  Council  of  the  American  Legion,  Room  920, 
Insurance  Exchange  Building,  is  in  charge  of  the  awards. 


Minimum  Day  Schedule 

All  members  of  the  certificated  staff  are  required  to  be 
on  duty  at  their  respective  schools  full  time  during  the 
last  week  of  the  semester.  Permission  to  hold  minimum 
day  sessions  must  be  obtained  from  the  Superintendent 
and  should  not  be  requested  except  for  strong  reasons. 

This  announcement  is  the  Superintendent's  authoriza- 
tion to  schedule  minimum  days  for  pupils  as  follows: 

Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools — Thursday,  December 
15,  and  Friday,  December  16.  Commencement  day,  which 
differs  in  the  different  schools,  should  be  as  near  to  the 
regular  schedule  as  program  proceedings  will  permit.  All 
other  days  must  keep  to  the  normal  program  time. 

Elementary  Schools — Friday,  December  16,  may  be 
designated  by  principals  of  the  elementary  schools  as  a 
minimum  day.  In  addition,  principals  of  8th  grade 
schools  may  designate  the  day  of  their  graduation  as  a 
minimum  day. 

Notice  of  impending  minimum  day  sessions  must  ap- 
pear in  junior  and  senior  high  school  bulletins  at  least 
three  days  prior  to  the  date  and  all  students  must  be 
instructed  to  inform  their  parents'  of  the  curtailed  pro- 
grams. In  elementary  schools  announcements  of  minimum 
day  schedules  must  be  made  at  least  three  days  prior  io 
the  date  scheduled.

A  T  THE  recent  San  Francisco  Teachers'  Institute, 
*»  Julean  Arnold,  for  36  years  with  our  Government 
in  China  and  Japan,  emphasized  the  necessity  of  the 
American  people  becoming  Pacific  minded.  He  stated 
that  the  Pacific  era  is  now  with  us.  Our  future  will  oe 
far  more  deeply  concerned  with  the  relations  with  our 
neighbors  on  the  Pacific  than  with  those  on  the  Atlantic. 
Unfortunately,  in  our  eagerness  to  educate  the  peoples 
of  Asia  to  understand  us  and  our  civilization,  we  have 
produced  a  sadly  unbalanced  situation,  because  we  have 
spent  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  and  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  our  citizens  have  devoted  the  best  years  of  their 
lives  in  efforts  to  carry  the  West  to  the  East,  while 
almost  nothing  has  been  done  to  educate  the  American 
people  to  know  Japan  and  China  and  to  understand  the 
peoples  of  these  very  populous  countries  and  something 
of  their  civilizations  and  cultures.  Said  Mr.  Arnold: 

"The  result  is  today  some  of  these  people  are  taking 
advantage  of  this  situation  and  pulling  the  wool  over 
our  eyes  in  a  manner  which  reflects  discredit  upon 
our  intelligence  and  in  a  way  detrimental  to  our  inter- 
ests as  a  Pacific  power.  This  is  evident  from  the  fact  that 
after  the  Japanese  sunk  the  American  Gunboat  Panay 
in  the  Yangtze  River  and  discovered  that  the  American 
people  were  not  quite  so  pacifistic  and  isolationistic  as 
they  had  surmised,  they  staged  a  pro-American  rally  in 
Tokyo,  but  in  order  to  convince  the  4000  Japanese  pres- 
ent that  it  was  really  serious,  the  former  Minister  of 
Education  told  those  present  that  the  American  people- 
are  like  the  crow  in  the  fable  of  the  fox  and  the  crow 
and  are  simple  and  easily  deceived.  After  this  introduc- 
tion those  assembled  passed  resolutions  of  friendship 
and  goodwill  and  telegraphed  them  to  Washington  ac- 
cordingly," 

Mr.  Arnold  agrees  with  the  Japanese  that  our  people 
are  simple  and  easily  deceived  in  their  relations  with  the 
Japanese,  because  they  are  so  ignorant  and  because  all 
these  decades  they  have  insisted  upon  the  Japanese  learn- 
ing to  know  us,  while  we  have  done  very  little  to  en- 
courage our  people  to  know  them.  He  now  urges  all  our 
secondary  schools  to  install  in  their  auditoriums  huge 
drop-curtain  maps  of  the  Pacific  regions,  using  the  basic 
outline  Pacific  map  of  the  Golden  Gate  International 
Exposition  for  the  purpose.

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What  the  Future  Holds* 


PROPHESYING  is  risky  business  at  best.  If,  however, 
one  goes  about  it  in  a  reasonably  scientific  manner, 
it  is  certain  to  be  interesting,  and  may  be  really  helpful 
in  educational  planning.  The  technique  is  simple.  One 
traces  significant  trends  as  they  emerge  from  the  past 
into  the  present,  and  then  extrapolates,  or  extends  these 
movements  imaginatively  into  the  future.  The  results 
embody  guesswork,  it  is  true,  but  are  apt  to  be  at  least 
as  accurate  as  those  obtained  from  gazing  into  a  crystal 
ball. 

Our  present  thinking  about  education  is  very  largely 
an  outgrowth  of  the  philosophy  of  the  British  and  French 
liberals  of  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries.  Its 
cultural  faith  was  the  perfectibility  of  the  natural  man, 
its  social  goal  the  greatest  happiness  of  the  greatest 
number.  Enlightened  self  interest  constituted  the  ultimate 
motive  in  individual  behavior,  and  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent, the  basis  of  morality. 

Rousseau  was  the  educational  prophet  of  this  philo- 
sophy of  human  perfectibility.  If  we  but  let  children 
develop  naturally,  uninhibited  by  social  convention  or 
theological  fear,  their  innate  potential  goodness  is  bound 
to  express  itself.  The  result  will  be  a  new  type  of  free 
and  happy  human  being,  and  ultimately  a  social  order 
guaranteeing  the  largest  possible  measure  of  freedom  and 
happiness  to  all.  This  concept  has  dominated  American 
thinking  about  education  for  the  past  century.  In  our 
own  day  it  has  inspired  the  militant  evangelism  of  the 
Progressive  Education  Association  and  has  given  rise  to 
noble  and  impassioned  dreams  of  an  impending  new 
civilization. 

It  is  very  hard  to  face  the  possibility  that  realization 
of  these  dreams  may  have  to  be  postponed  indefinitely. 
Yet  forces  are  plainly  at  work  today  that  threaten  to 
undermine  both  the  idea  of  individual  happiness  as  the 
ultimate  criterion  of  value,  and  the  concept  of  child- 
centered  education.  Frontiers  and  loose-knit  frontier 
cultures  are  disappearing.  In  a  complex  over-populated, 
technological  civilization,  democratic  procedures  often 
seem  inadequate.  In  three  great  modern  states,  the  prin- 
ciple of  democracy  itself  has  been  repudiated.  The  ques- 
tion of  whether  an  easy  going  democratic  order  can 
compete  successfully  with  a  close-knit  totalitarian  state 
in  either  the  economic  or  military  realm  can  only  be 
answered  by  the  events  of  the  next  half  century  or  so. 

Internally  a  new  and  hitherto  unforeseen  problem  is 
being  shaped  by  more  or  less  obscure  forces  of  a  biologi- 
cal nature.  The  average  life  span  has  been  dramatically 
increased  by  preventive  medicine.  On  the  other  hand  the 
birth  rate  is  less  dramatically,  but  just  as  definitely  de- 
clining. We  seem  headed  for  a  state  of  affairs  in  which 
the  majority  of  our  adult  population  will  be  composed  of 
elderly,  unemployed  citizens.  This  group  is  rapidly  be- 
coming conscious  of  potential  political  power.  Once  in 
the  saddle,  it  is  hardly  likely  to  overlook  the  utility  of 
education  as  a  means  of  fortifying  its  status.  At  long 
last  children  will  again  be  taught  deference  to  their  eld- 
ers. Play  and  the  worthy  use  of  leisure  time  will  be- 
come luxuries  of  our  senior  citizens.  The  business  of 
youth  and  early  maturity  will  be  that  of  supplying  the 
wherewithal  to  maintain  the  new  leisure  class.  This  pos- 
sibility is  by  no  means  as  fantastic  as  it  seems  at  first 
glance. 

Plainly  the  present  is  no  time  for  shallow  optimism. 
There  is  need  for  taking  stock  of  the  very  foundations 
upon  which  our  social  and  educational  philosophies  have 
been  built.  Two  assumptions  in  particular  demand  the 
most  penetrating  and  dispassionate  study.  Is  the  concept 
of  individual  happiness  a  tenable  ultimate  goal  or  objec- 
tive? Does  the  concept  of  a  social  order  based  upon 
equal  participation  in  government  by  all  citizens,  re- 
gardless of  ability  or  special  training,  embody  a  work- 
able ideal  ?  These  are  the  assumptions  which  the  totali- 
tarian states  are  challenging.  These  are  the  issues  out 
of  which  will  develop  whatever  the  future  may  hold. 

It  is  rather  surprising  to  note  that  not  one  of  the  great 


moral  teachers  of  the  past  sets  much  store  on  happiness 
in  its  modern  sense.  Gautama  dismisses  it  as  illusion, 
Plato  utterly  subordinates  it  to  the  welfare  of  the  state, 
while  Jesus  promises  his  followers  a  legacy  of  suffer- 
ing, persecution  and  misunderstanding.  The  harmony 
and  serenity  of  soul  with  which  all  three  are  profoundly 
concerned  is  far  removed  from  our  rather  naive  modern 
hedonism.  Certainly  in  a  world  of  war,  hatred,  pov- 
erty and  injustice,  disciplined  contempt  for  the  softness 
inherent  in  any  manifestation  of  sensory  gratification, 
however  beautifully  and  delicately  expressed,  embodies  a 
sterner  and  nobler  quality  than  even  the  most  enlight- 
ened self-interest.  Much  as  we  may  regret  it,  the  facts 
seem  to  indicate  that  we  are  going  to  live  in  just  that 
sort  of  world  for  a  generation  or  two.  If  we  are  to 
survive,  either  as  individuals  or  a  nation,  it  would  seem 
that  education  must  be  recast  in  such  fashion  as  to  pro- 
duce a  much  tougher,  sterner  and  more  disciplined  type 
of  character  than  is  at  present  apparent  among  our  young 
people. 

It  is  hardly  likely  that  our  present  tolerance  of  civic 
chicanery,  prejudiced  minority  pressures,  and  unenlighten- 
ed mass  action  can  long  endure.  If  we  cannot  order  our 
public  affairs  economically  and  intelligently,  we  will 
simply  be  pushed  aside  or  dominated  by  states  which 
can.  We  must  devise  ways  and  means  of  taking  direct 
government  out  of  the  hands  of  masses,  and  putting  it 
in  the  hands  of  intelligent  and  honest  men  who  have 
been  professionally  trained  for  that  function.  It  is  the 
business  of  public  education  to  begin  the  task  of  select- 
ing and  training  such  leaders.  It  is  even  more  the  business 
of  public  education  to  create  a  general  public  opinion 
which  will  elect  to  office  only  men  and  women  who 
measure  up  to  the  highest  standards  of  professional 
proficiency  and  moral  integrity. 

The  education  of  the  future  seems  likely  to  be  a  more 
severe,  more  disciplined  and  more  purposeful  business 
than  that  of  the  immediate  past.  It  will  tend  to  pro- 
mote civic  and  intellectual  athleticism.  Much  that  is 
lovely,  much  pleasant  but  purposeless  play,  much  re- 
search unrelated  to  human  welfare,  will  probably  be 
postponed  or  minimized  for  a  century  or  two.  In  a 
word,  educators  and  their  students  must  be  prepared  to 
play  a  courageous  and  disciplined  fble  in  a  world  which 
will  demand  those  qualities  to  the  uttermost.

Orderly  Procedure 

All  inquiries  concerning  supplies  or  operation  and 
maintenance  of  physical  properties  should  be  addressed 
in  the  first  instance  to  David  P.  Hardy,  deputy  super- 
intendent in  charge  of  physical  properties.  If  inquiry 
involves  repairs  of  an  immediate  nature  it  may  be 
made  by  telephone,  but  this  must  be  confirmed  by  pro- 
per requisition  at  once.

Inasmuch  as  all  complaints  regarding  physical  pro- 
perties addressed  to  the  Board  of  Education  must  be  in- 
vestigated, before  presentation  to  that  Body,  by  the 
Superintendent's  Office,  considerable  time  will  be  saved 
by  contact  or  correspondence  with  the  deputy  superinten- 
dent in  charge  of  physical  properties  who  will,  in  turn, 
report   to   the   Superintendent. 


U.  C.  1939  Fair  Display 

THE  first  exhibit  to  start  setting-up  operations  in  the 
■  great  Hall  of  Science  at  the  Golden  Gate  Interna- 
tional Exposition,  the  University  of  California  display 
is  in  place  and  "ready  to  go,"  it  was  announced  recently 
by  W.  J.  Norton,  general  manager  of  the  $200,000  en- 
terprise. 

Much  of  the  framework,  which  will  cradle  one  of  the 
greatest  scientific  displays  in  world  exposition  history  is 
already  in  place. 

Two  feature  units  of  the  display,  depicting  the  spawn- 
ing of  eels,  a  fresh  water  fish,  in  the  depths  of  the  At- 
lantic, and  the  spawning  of  deep  sea-going  salmon  in  the 
fresh  waters  of  coastal  rivers,  have  arrived  from  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  and  will  be  installed  within  the  next  few 
weeks.  The  two  units  were  designed  by  Dr.  Jay  Pearson, 
who  is  in  charge  of  the  biological  features  for  the  Uni- 
versity's display. 

Another  unit,  the  "radio-active  man,"  which  promises 
to  be  a  widely  discussed  feature,  is  rapidly  approaching 
installation  time.  The  figure  has  been  cast  and  the  mech- 
anism which  operates  it  is  on  hand.  The  "radio-active 
man"  swallows  marbles  in  which  small  quantities  of 
actual  radio-active  substances  have  been  placed.  The 
marbles  are  supposed  to  resemble  atoms.  It  will  be  easy 
to  follow  the  charged  "atoms"  through  the  man's  body 
through  a  highly  sensitive  "counter"  which  is  activated 
by  the  radio-active  substance  and  which  gives  off  a  buzz- 
ing sound.  The  installation  is  intended  to  show  just 
where  curative  radio-active  substances  lodge  in  the  human 
body. 

The  University's  exposition  committee  has  added  two 
new  technicians  in  the  persons  of  W.  N.  Moquin  and 
Paul  Kraemer,  both  of  San  Diego.  Both  are  graduates  of 
the  University.  Moquin  was  in  charge  of  one  of  the 
units  of  the  Ford  Motor  Company  exhibit  at  the  Dallas, 
Texas,  and  Paris  Expositions,  while  Kraemer  is  a  promi- 
nent young  entomologist. 

The  architecture  for  the  University's  exhibit  is  under 
the  direction  of  Michael  A.  Goodman,  assistant  professor 
of  architecture  in  the  University.  The  preliminary 
sketches,  prepared  by  Professor  Goodman,  have  attracted 
wide  attention.

Reduction  in  Fees 

A  reduction  in  the  handling  fee  for  car  books  sold 
within  schools  was  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Education 
at  its  December  20  meeting  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Welfare  Committee.  The  complete  text  of  the  resolution 
is   as   follows: 

RESOLVED:  That  Section  128c  of  the  rules  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  be  hereby  amended  by  changing  the 
words  "Huo  cents  ($.02)"  to  "two  per  cent  (2%)." 
The  rule  as  amended  will  then  read: 

"RESOLVED:  That  an  amount  of  not  more  than 
two  per  cent  (2%)  may  be  added  to  the  selling  price  of 
each  bjok  of  car  tickets  sold;  any  balance  remaining  in 
this  account  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  operation  shall  re- 
vert to  the  general  student  body  funds.  Under  no  con- 
dition shall  the  balance  be  used  for  furnishing  free  car 
tickets  or  other  philanthropy,  it  being  the  sense  of  ■  the 
Board  that  these  matters  should  he  handled  by  the  Par- 
ent-Teacher Associations." 

The  foregoing  change  in  rule  will  become  effective 
at  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Term  1939.  It  is  believed 
that  two  percent  (which  is  equivalent  to  one  cent  on 
each  fifty  cents  worth  of  car  tickets)  will  take  care  of 
all  of  the  expenses  involved  in  handling  the  car  tickets, 
and  leave  a  small  balance.

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What  One  Columnist  Thinks  of  American  Education 


BRUNO  LESSING,  noted  columist,  writing  in  the  San 
Francisco  Examiner  last  Tuesday,  made  the  follow- 
ing timely  observations  on  present  day  education: 

Much  is  talked  and  much  is  written  these  days  about 
schools  and  education.  A  committee  of  prominent  edu- 
cators, after  three  years  of  research,  has  issued  its  re- 
port. The  president  of  the  University  of  Chicago  is 
pointing  out  how  much  damage  the  craze  for  collegiate 
football  is  doing  to  education.  Teachers  are  clamoring 
to  be  permitted  to  join  organizations  and  hold  meetings 
in  school  houses.  New  schools  are  being  built.  Neir 
theories  of  education  are  being  advanced. 

Only  two  points  seem  to  be  entirely  neglected.  One 
is  how  to  get  better  teachers.  The  other  is  how  to  turn 
out  educated  pupils.  The  situation  is  exceedingly  cock- 
eyed. 


The  most  intelligent  view  of  our  educational  set-up 
that  I  have  come  upon  in  years  is  an  article  by  Prof.  ]. 
Anton  de  Haas  in  the  Atlantic  Monthly.  While  born 
and  educated  in  Holland  he  is  an  American  citizen  who 
has  held  appointments  as  full  professor  in  four  American 
universities.  He  is  now  Professor  of  International  Re- 
lationships in  Harvard.  And  his  words  come  to  me 
like  a  breath  of  fresh  air. 

Speaking  of  the  "secondary"  schools  of  his  native  land 
— which  correspond  to  our  high  schools — he  says,  "Here 
the  pupils  learn  four  modern  languages  well  enough  to 
be  able  to  read,  write  and  speak  them.  They  study  chem- 
istry, physics,  mathematics,  botany,  sociology,  economics, 
civics,  astronomy,  drawing,  geography  and  history. 
Throughout  the  five  years  of  this  school  the  subjects  are 
co-ordinated  with  each  other.  No  subject  is  dropped 
after  having  been  taken  up  and  when  the  five-year 
course  is  completed  the  student  passes  a  searching  ex- 
amination covering  19  different  subjects.  It  consists  of 
a  two  weeks'  written  test,  followed  by  a  two  weeks'  oral 
test.  .  .  .  Practically  all  my  teachers  in  the  high  school 
held  doctor's  degrees  in  the  subjects  they  were  teaching 
and  taught  only  the  subject  in  which  they  were  trained. 
And  we  learned  by  the  only  process  that  has  yet  shown 
results:  we  learned  by  constant  drill  and  hard  work. 

"Of  course,  we  did  not  enjoy  this  rigid  discipline. 
There  was  mighty  little  time  left  for  play  or  for  spec- 
tacular athletic  feats.  But  we  seemed  to  survive  and  I 
never  heard  of  any  student  having  a  nervous  break- 
down." 


There  you  have  a  picture  of  an  educational  scheme 
entirely  unlike  ours.  Many  of  our  teachers  have  no 
doctor's  degree  but  merely  a  high  school  degree.  Prof. 
De  Haas  says,  "The  teachers  now  teaching  in  our  gram- 
mar and  high  schools  are  inadequately  equipped  with  a 
knowledge  of  the  subjects  they  are  required  to  teach.  .  .  . 
They  have  spent  so  much  time  in  departments  of  'edu- 
cation' learning  how  to  teach,  that  they  have  been  de- 
prived of  an  opportunity  to  learn  what  to  teach." 


Our  schools  seem  to  be  the  playground  of  faddists 
and  well-meaning  "public-spirited"  dabblers  who  do  nn 
realize  what  education  rneans.  There  are  those  who 
think  that  the  purpose  of  schools  should  be  to  turn  out 
good  American  citizens.  A  crazy  notion.  Good  citizen- 
ship is  merely  a  by-product  of  the  mind's  development. 
There  are  many  good  citizens  who  never  went  to  school. 
Even  Abraham  Lincoln  had  poor  schooling. 

There  are  those  who  maintain  that  schools  should 
prepare  pupils  to  earn  a  living.  That,  also,  is  not  the 
purpose  of  education.  You  cannot  develop  the  latent 
powers  of  a  pupil's  mind  and,  at  the  same  time,  equip 
him  to  become  a  carpenter  or  a  bricklayer.  Many  advo- 
cates of  school  and  college  "sports"  are  under  the  delu- 


sion   that    well-trained    muscles    lead   to    a    well-trained 
mind. 


"There  is  no  short  cut  in  educational  procedure."  rayi 
this  writer.  "There  is  no  escaping  the  fact  that  acquiring 
knowledge  is  a  slow,  laborious  process,  and  takes  drill, 
hard  work  and  competent  guidance.  .  .  .  In  cultivating 
the  garden  of  our  mind  we  are  mainly  concerned  with 
the  beauty  of  the  flowers,  not  with  the  marketability  of 
the  fruits." 

It  is,  of  course,  a  vast  subject.  Cultured  people  are 
in  agreement.  The  uncultured,  the  jobholders,  the  "self- 
made  men,'"  politicians  and  the  upholders  of  "isms'"  all 
have  different  ideas. 


Professional  Organizations 

The  Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting  September  14, 
1937,  adopted  the  following  rule: 
Rule  No.  74c:  Membership  in  Professional  Organizations: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting  the 
professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative officer  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any  teacher  org- 
anization in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and  unre- 
servedly extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any  principal 
or  other  administrative  officer  or  other  school  em- 
ployee to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or  refrain 
from  joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  attention  to 
this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  term  by 
means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's  Bulletin. 


Articles  by  Local  Teachers 

Articles  relating  to  music  and  written  by  members  of 
the  San  Francisco  teaching  staff,  appeared  in  two  period- 
icals last  month.  Miss  Aimee  Kelly,  vice-principal  of 
Sanchez  School,  contributed  a  summary  of  an  interesting 
experiment  in  adult  follow-up  of  elementary  school 
music  activities  in  the  Sierra  Educational  News. 

The  National  Music  Educators  Journal  contains  a 
study  entitled,  "Music  Trends  in  Senior  High  Schools," 
by  W.  Madison  Devlin,  instructor  of  instrumental  music 
at  Lowell  High  School.  This  article  is  a  result  of  an 
extensive  survey  on  music  as  a  major  subject  in  high 
school,  conducted  by  Mr.  Devlin  last  Spring. 


Left  Without  Transfers 


In  order  that  an  immediate  check-up  of  all  pupils  who 
have  left  school  may  be  made,  principals  are  requested 
to  send  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  not  later  than  Jan- 
uary 13  a  Left  Without  Transfer  slip  for  every  child 
who  was  on  the  school  roll  on  December  16,  but  who 
has  not  registered  this  term.  , 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils  ,who  leave  school  for 
any  reason  without  taking  a  transfer  to  another  school 
should  be  immediately  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  At- 
tendance as  Left  Without  Transfer.

A  HURRIED  trip  across  the  continent  to  preside  at  a 
**two  day  meeting  of  the  National  Occupational  Con- 
ference in  Oakland  did  not  prevent  Dr.  Edwin  A.  Lee, 
former  San  Francisco  superintendent  of  schools,  from 
taking  time  out  long  enough  to  visit  the  schools'  admin- 
istrative offices  last  week. 

The  conference,  attended  by  school  superintendents 
from  western  states,  was  organized  by  Dr.  Lee  with  the 
assistance  of  Dr.  Worth  McClure,  superintendent  of 
schools  of  Seattle,  and  Dr.  L.  John  Nuttall,  superin- 
tendent of  schools  of  Salt  Lake  City.  Its  purpose  was 
to  develop  effective  methods  of  vocational  placement 
between  school  systems  and  youth  occupational  agencies. 

Dr.  Lee,  on  arrival  in  San  Francisco,  was  presented 
to  the  Board  of  Education  by  Superintendent  J.  P. 
Nourse  and  was  heartily  welcomed.  He  greeted  old 
friends  in  the  administrative  offices  and  declared  that 
while  the  challenge  presented  by  the  activities  in  which 
he  is  engaged  in  the  East  afforded  an  unparalleled  op- 
portunity of  attacking  some  of  the  fundamental  problems 
facing  the  youth  of  the  nation,  the  associations  and 
friendships  he  made  in  San  Francisco  are  indelibly  im- 
pressed upon  him. 

He  requested  the  opportunity  of  expressing  through 
the  Superintendent's  Bulletin  his  New  Year's  greetings 
and  best  wishes  to  all  members  of  the  certificated  and 
non-certificated  staffs  of  the  public  schools.

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New  School  Study  Condemns   Product 


!:  INDERLY'ING  the  recommendations  for  a  sweeping 
^  reorganization  of  secondary  education  throughout  New 
York  State  in  the  Regents'  Three-year  Inquiry  into  the 
Character  and  Cost  of  Public  Education  made  public 
recently  is  a  study  officially  submitted  to  the  regents 
but  as  yet  unpublished  which  shows  how  high  school 
girls  and  boys  go  out  into  the  world  maladjusted  to 
life  conditions. 

The  recommendations  are  intended  to  meet  the  ad- 
verse conditions  shown  in  this  study  conducted  by 
Thomas  O.  Marshall  and  based  on  personal  interviews 
with  and  regarding  2,000  typical  young  people  in  fifty 
communities  of  every  degree  of  size,  wealth  and  culture, 
from  farm  to  metropolis  in  New  York  State. 

The  study  leaves  out  of  consideration  the  20  per  cent 
of  high  school  graduates  who  go  on  to  college  and  who 
doubtless  are  a  better  oriented  group,  but  of  the  others 
it  finds  that,  'graduates  and  non-graduates  alike,  the 
youngsters  are  generally  ill-equipped  to  find  satisfactory 
jobs.  Nor  do  they  as  a  rule  know  how  to  spend  their 
leisure  time  constructively.  They  are  not  necessarily  fit- 
ted even  for  good  citizenship.  Frequently  they  have 
acquired  attitudes  which  seriously  interfere  with  their 
success  in  life. 

The  composite  portrait  of  youngsters  from  academic 
high  schools  reveals  a  singularly  resourceless  and  un- 
realistic adolescent,  adrift  in  an  unknown  and  indif- 
ferent world,  with  few  adults  to  whom  he  can  look  for 
help.  For  much  of  this  situation  the  report  holds  the 
school  responsible. 

So  far  as  getting  a  job,  getting  training  for  it  or  ad- 
vancing in  it,  the  school  has  usually  turned  him  out 
literally  with  no  place  to  go  and  no  map  to  go  by,  the 
survey  finds. 

"Pupils  know  little  about  business  and  industrial  life 
before  they  leave  school,"  it  says;  "they  rarely  come  in 
contact  with  employers  while  they  are  in  school,  and 
few  of  them  get  vocational  advice  from  any  members  of 
the  school  staff.  They  are  not  advised  about  future 
training  which  they  might  need." 

Six  months  after  leaving  school  in  1936  nearly  half 
the  girls  in  the  survey  and  more  than  a  quarter  of  the 
boys  were  still  completely  unemployed.  Of  those  who 
had  full-time  jobs  the  boys  were  earning  a  median  wage 
in  the  neighborhood  of  $14  a  week,  and  girls  one  of 
$10.  Most  of  these  job  holders,  so  far  as  advancement 
even  to  a  salary  of  $20  was  concerned,  were  in  dead- 
end jobs.  Moire  than  three-quarters  of  them  would  have 
to  leave  their  present  employers  to  earn  enough  money 
to  marry. 

Even  for  these  present  jobs  few  of  the  young  people, 
except  for  girls  who  had  completed  high  school  com- 
mercial courses,  considered  that  they  had  been  trained 
or  even  partly  trained  by  the  school.  Nor  had  the 
school,  save  in  a  negligible  number  of  cases,  been  of 
any  help  in  obtaining  the  jobs.  Most  of  them  had  been 
obtained  according  to  the  report,  through  "knowing  the 
right  people,"  according  to  Eunice  Fuller  Barnard  writ- 
ing in  the  New  York  Times. 

In  their  plans  for  the  future  boys  and  girls  were  often 
completely  unrealistic.  Unemployed  or  in  dead-end  jobs, 
with  no  chance  of  going  to  college,  hundreds  said  that 
they  eventually  expected  to  enter  the  professions. 

"No  matter  what  kind  of  community  these  young 
people  live  in,  or  in  what  occupations  their  parents 
engage,  they  want  white-collar  jobs,"  the  survey  notes, 
"and  are  discontented  if  they  find  it  necessary  to  take 
some  other  kind." 

These  attitudes  are  unconsciously  encouraged  by  the 
school  itself,  according  to  the  report,  which  adds: 

"Many  school  people  do  not  seem  to  feel  that  voca- 
tional problems  are  any  concern  to  them.  Relations  be- 
tween schools  and  local  industries  frequently  appear  to 
be  distant.  The  ultimate  remedy  seems  to  depend  almost 


entirely  upon  the  degree  to  which  schools  recognize  that 
this  is  their  problem  and  then  act  upon  this  premise." 

The  one  exception  to  this  melancholy  picture  seems 
to  be  in  the  case  of  vocational  high  school  graduates. 
These  boys  were  found  to  be  82  per  cent  employed,  well 
adjusted  to  their  work  and  with  good  chances  of  ad- 
vancement. Their  median  starting  salary  of  $18.50  was 
almost  30  per  cent  higher  than  of  the  boys  from  acad- 
emic schools. 

Neither  vocational  nor  academic  school  graduates  "re- 
flect in  their  leisure-time  interests  the  best  kind  of  train- 
ing that  might  have  been  given,"  according  to  the 
report.  Practically  all  reading  which  they  had  done  was 
in  inferior  fiction. 

Only  about  10  per  cent  had  read  any  non-fiction. 
Likewise,  on  the  radio  they  listened  mainly  to  comedy 
.and  variety  programs  and  popular  music.  Relatively  few 
ever  turned  on  the  news  commentators,  educational 
forums  or  symphony  concerts.  Nearly  all  attended  the 
movies  regularly,  regardless  of  the  program. 

In  sports  less  than  a  third  play  such  games  as  tennis, 
golf,  badminton,  etc.,  which  can  be  carried  on  through- 
out life.  Schools  should  reform  their  programs,  the  sur- 
veyors believe,  to  train  pupils  in  small-group  games 
and  individual  activities  like  swimming,  hiking  and 
skating. 

As  for  clubs,  half  of  the  young  people  belong  to  none 
of  any  kind.  The  survey  takes  this  as  an  indication  that 
the  extra-curriculum  of  the  schools  is  not  implanting 
lasting  group  interests.  Again,  many  of  these  typical 
young  people  had  little  home  life.  Admittedly  they  spent 
there  only  the  minimum  time  for  eating  and  sleeping. 
Hundreds  said  they  had  "no  fun  at  home." 


Aeronautics  Scholarship  Announced 

The  San  Francisco  News,  cooperating  with  other 
Scripps-Howard  newspapers  and  numerous  leading  uni- 
versities of  America,  has  announced  a  program  which 
will  make  available  to  high  school  students  graduating 
in  June  free  scholarships  in  aeronautical  and  mechanical 
engineering. 

Any  San  Francisco  high  school  senior  graduating  in 
June  is  eligible.  There  is  no  expense  or  out-of-school 
efforts  required  to   qualify. 

Any  student  interested  in  an  aeronautical  career  can 
qualify  by  merely  sending  his  name,  address,  name  of 
school  and  graduating  date  to  The  Scholarship  Editor, 
San  Francisco  News. 

The  awards  (two  boys  will  be  selected  from  this  dis- 
trict) will  be  made  solely  on  the  basis  of  the  students' 
school  record ;  character,  ambition  and  ability  to  carry 
on  in  his  chosen  field. 

A  group  of  leading  educators  and  aeronautical  ex- 
perts will  comprise  the  board  which  will  make  the 
selections  next  June. 

Scholarships  will  be  given  at  the  following  institu-

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Tribute  to  Commissioner 

LJON.  Richard  E.  Doyle,  commissioner  of  education, 
'  "was  inducted  into  office  for  a  third  term  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  held  on  Tuesday, 
January  10,  following  the  completion  of  a  year  as  presi- 
dent which  was  marked  by  general  community  approval 
and  notable  improvements  in  the  schools. 

After  formal  notification  of  Commissioner  Doyle's 
confirmation  by  the  voters  was  read  at  the  meeting  last 
Tuesday,  Commissioner  C.  Harold  Caulfield  said: 

"May  1,  upon  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Education,  be 
privileged  to  express  the  gratitude  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Education  for  the  return  of  Mr.  Doyle  to  office  and 
to  ask  that  the  sentiments  of  members  in  regard  to  their 
esteemed  colleague  be  noted  in  the  minutes  today." 

Commissioner  Doyle  asked  to  be  excused  from  serv- 
ing as  president  of  the  Board  during  the  cominc  year 
despite  the  desire  of  his  colleagues  to  retain  him  in  the 
position.  Thereupon,  Vice  President  Charles  A.  Derry 
nominated  Commissioner  Caulfield  for  the  presidenq', 
Commissioner  Derry  was  then  nominated  to  the  office 
of  vice  president  of  the  Board,  a  position  which  in- 
volved the  duties  of  acting  president  during  Commis- 
sioner Doyle's  illness. 

Election  of  Commissioner  Caulfield,  marked  the  be- 
ginning of  his  fourth  term  as  president  of  the  Board 
of  Education  since  he  became  a  member  of  the  Board 
in  1933-  Because  of  his  ability  as  a  presiding  officer,  he 
was  elected  to  serve  as  president  for  three  consecutive 
terms,  during  the  years  1935,  1936  and  1937.  During 
his  incumbenq'  he  has  been  recognized  in  public  dis- 
cussions as  the  spokesman  for  public  education  in  San 
Francisco. 

Mr.  Caulfield  is  a  product  of  the  Dublic  schools,  hav- 
ing Graduated  from  Lowell  High  School  and  previously 
from  the  Hamilton  Grammar  School.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  drafting  committee  which  framed  the  charter 
under  which  San  Francisco  has  been  operating  since 
1932.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  City  Planning  Com- 
mission in  1932  before  he  became  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  Mr.  Caulfield  is  now  serving  his 
second  five-year  term  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Education. 

Vice  President  Derry  has  been  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Education  since  April,  1935.  He  brought  to  the 
Commissionership  his  previous  experience  as  a  member 
of  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Montana,  president  of 
the  Central  Labor  Council  of  Seattle,  delegate  from  the 
Territory  of  Alaska  to  the  Democratic  National  Con- 
vention held  in  San  Francisco  in  1920.  While  he  has 
been  engaged  in  an  editorial  capacity  in  newspapers  and 
periodicals  for  the  past  30  years,  Mr.  Derry  has  been 
high  in  the  councils  of  the  International  TyDographical 
Union,  having  served  as  delegate  to  several  national 
conventions. 


March  of  Dimes 

OFFICIAL  recognition  was  given  at  the  Tuesday, 
January  10,  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  to 
the  community  appeal  now  being  undertaken  by  the 
National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis.  The  Com- 
mittee for  the  Celebration  of  the  President's  birthday, 
locally  will  inaugurate  a  "March  of  Dimes"  campaign, 
instead  of  holding  a  ball  as  in  former  years. 

Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi  is  general  chairman  in  San 
Francisco,  and  Dr.  J.  C.  Geiger,  chairman.  Vice  Chair- 
men are:  Joseph  P.  Nourse,  superintendent  of  schools; 
Mrs.  Joseph  A.  Garry,  president  of  the  P.  T.  A.;  Mrs. 
Alice  May  Baker,  president  of  the  City  and  County 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs;  Postmaster  William  H. 
McCarthy  and  State  Senator  John  F.  Shelley. 

Principals  were  notified  of  the  Board's  action  in  a 
communication  from  the  Superintendent  under  date  of 
January  13.  Display  posters,  mailed  to  each  school  by 
the  central  committee,  have  been  approved  by  the  Super- 
intendent and  may  be  displayed  without  the  usual  stamp 
of  approval. 

A  permanent  crusade  dedicated  to  the  health  of  Am- 
erica's children  will  be  launched  on  January  16  with  the 
first  "March  of  Dimes,"  sponsored  by  the  National 
Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis  and  the  Committee 
for  the  Celebration  of  the  President's  Birthday.  "March 
of  Dimes"  buttons  will  be  sold. 

At  the  close  of  the  drive  on  President  Roosevelt's 
Birthday,  January  30,  local  chapters  of  the  National 
Foundation  will  be  established  in  every  county.  Half 
of  the  money  collected  in  each  county  will  be  turned 
over  to  the  local  chapter.  The  remainder  will  be  used 
by  the  National  Foundation  for  scientific  research  and 
medical  aid,  and  also  for  the  Warm  Springs  Foundation. 

"Your  dime  may  find  the  cure,"  is  the  slogan  adopted 
by  the  San  Francisco  Committee,  to  which  Dr.  Geiger 
has  added,  "No  quarter  for  infantile  paralysis — only  a 
dime." 

Under  the  direction  of  Mayor  Rossi  and  Dr.  Geiger, 
San  Francisco  business  firms,  civic  organizations,  wo- 
men's clubs,  medical  associations  and  organized  groups 
have  been  mobilized  for  the  two  weeks'  drive.  The  goal 
is  one  button  for  each  man,  woman  and  child  in  the 
city. 

"We  expect  particularly  enthusiastic  cooperation  from 
parents  and  teachers,"  Dr.  Geiger  said,  "Because  those 
who  work  with  or  have  children  know  the  full  horror 
of  infantile  paralysis,  a  disease  that  can  be  controlled  if 
the  men  of  medicine  and  science  are  given  the  equip- 
ment with   which   to  work. 

"We  hope  that  school  children,  chief  victims  of  the 
crippling  disease,  will  carry  the  message  of  the  'March 
of  Dimes'  into  their  homes.  No  parent  who  has  felt 
the  fear  that  infantile  paralysis  might  strike  tomorrow 
will  hesitate  to  buy  a  button  for  each  member  of  the

The  Teacher's  Ambition 

jN    his    delightful    new    book    "The    Education    of   an 
'American,"  Mark  Sullivan  writes: 

"Every  teacher,  I  suppose,  entertains  among  his  long- 
ings the  wish  that  his  pupils  should  remember  him 
with  affection.  For  attaining  that  satisfaction  there  is  no 
way  more  sure  than  to  teach  thoroughly.  At  the  Normal 
School,  as  at  public  school  and  later  at  college,  the 
teachers  I  remember  with  most  regard  are  those  who 
saw  to  it  that  I  learned.  That  is  a  teacher's  job.  If  he 
does  that,  nothing  else  matters  much;  if  he  does  not 
do  that,  nothing  else  that  he  does  will  compensate. 
Of  the  scores  of  teachers  I  have  had,  the  only  one  I 
remember  now  with  anv  conscious  lack  of  appreciation 
was  one  who  through  kindly  easygoingness  failed  to 
make  me  learn  Latin.  My  regret  is  the  greater  since  I 
feel  that  to  a  writer  understanding  of  Latin  is  important. 
I  never  learned  Greek,  either,  and  that  I  also  regret. 
But  that  is  not  the  fault  of  any  teacher,  for  I  never 
had  one. 

"If  lack  of  Greek  and  Latin  was  a  gap  in  my  education, 
there  was  compensation  in  the  thoroughness  of  my  train- 
ing in  mathematics.  Drill  in  mathematics  is  valuable  to 
one  who  is  to  become  a  writer,  for  it  leads  to  accuracy 
of  thinking,  and  accuracy  of  thinking  is,  for  some  kinds 
of  writing,  the  foundation  of  everything.  Given  accur- 
acy of  thinking,  clarity  of  expression  can  ordinarily  be 
attained. 

"For  my  thoroughness  in  mathematics  I  am  indebted 
to  three  teachers  at  the  Normal  School.  They  made  their 
pupils  learn.  They  were  as  exacting  as  the  science  they 
taught.  By  long  experience  with  their  subject,  or  by  the 
personal  qualities  that  led  them  into  that  science,  they 
had  common  traits.  A  mistake  was  a  cosmic  calamity 
and  a  spiritual  sin.  Failure  of  a  student  to  do  well  was 
to  them  a  personal  grief,  a  reproach  as  if  they  blamed 
themselves.  Good  performance  by  the  pupil  was  a  pleas- 
ure which  warmed  their  hearts  and  which,  when  I  con- 
ferred it,  gave  me  a  glow  too."

Sec.  562,  P.  L.  &  R. 
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Educational  Exhibits  at  Fair  Nearing  Completion 


AS  GUESTS  of  Dr.  Ira  W.  Kibby,  director  of  educa- 
tional exhibits  at  the  Golden  Gate  International 
Exposition,  Superintendent  Nourse  and  A.  J.  Cloud, 
president  of  the  San  Francisco  Junior  College,  made  a 
tour  last  Monday  of  both  the  California  and  San  Fran- 
cisco educational  exhibits  at  the  Fair. 

The  state  exhibit  is  in  the  Hall  of  Science  Building,  in 
the  most  westerly  section  of  the  grounds  at  Treasure 
Island,  being  the  most  accessible  building  to  the  San 
Francisco  Ferry  aprons  located  about  three  blocks  to  the 
north. 

The  San  Francisco  Building,  facing  the  Lagoon  in  the 
southeastern  section  of  the  grounds  is  about  one  mile 
from  the  San  Francisco  Ferry  approach.  The  San  Fran- 
cisco Public  Schools  exhibit,  34  x  50  feet,  is  conveniently 
situated  off  the  main  circular  court  of  the  building.  A 
corps  of  carpenters  is  working  daily  on  the  interior  of 
the  exhibit,  so  as  to  be  ready  in  time  for  the  opening 
day,  February  18.  A  detailed  description  of  the  San 
Francisco  exhibit,  which  will  be  in  charge  of  Miss  Alice 
Rose  Power,  will  be  prepared  for  an  early  issue  of  this 
bulletin. 

Messrs.  Nourse,  Kibby  and  Cloud  made  a  detailed  in- 
spection of  the  state  exhibit  which  will  represent  a  gra- 
phic presentation  of  the  American  Ideals  of  Education. 

Progress  of  educational  techniques,  architecture,  the 
objectives  and  economics  of  education  will  be  shown  in 
the  central  units,  supplemented  by  small  exhibits  from 
the  elementary  and  secondary  schools  of  the  state. 

The  theme  of  the  education  exhibit  is  "Democratic 
Education — the  Light  of  Civilization."  The  theme  center 
of  the  education  exhibit  has  been  conceived  and  design- 
ed to  express  this  thought.  It  has  been  placed  in  the  most 
strategic  location  available  to  the  education  department, 
which  is  at  the  end  of  the  lateral  aisle  in  the  center  of 
the  Hall  of  Science  Building. 

The  central  figure  of  the  unit  will  be  a  sculptured  fem- 
inine form  holding  a  torch  in  the  right  hand,  and  a 
large  book  in  the  left.  This  figure  symbolizes  democratic 
education,  and  revolves  on  a  map  of  the  United  States 
— one  of  the  last  strongholds  of  democratic  education. 

The  base  of  the  theme  unit  on  which  the  raised  map 
rests  is  a  five-pointed  star.  Between  the  points  of  the  star 
are  large  transparencies,  approximately  2  by  3%  feet- 

In  the  large  south  portion  of  the  education  exhibit, 
facing  the  aisle  directly  opposite  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia exhibit,  will  be  four  dioiamas,  three  of  which 
will  be  approximately  19  feet  long,-  9  feet  deep  and  6 
feet  high  and  one  approximately  32  feet  long,  9  feet 
deep  and  6  feet  high. 

The  purpose  of  three  dioramas  is  to  show  the  history 
and  development  of  education  from  the  colonial  period 
in  New  England  to  present  day  in  California.  Besides 
showing  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the  physical 
facilities  of  education,  the  dioramas  will  show  the  in- 
tegration of  education  into  the  life  scheme  of  the  period 


represented.  These  periods — eighteenth  century  colonial 
New  England,  Ohio  in  the  mid-nineteenth  century,  Sac- 
ramento, 1850-65,  and  California,  1890-1939 — have  been 
chosen  for  specific  reasons.  By  showing  the  advance  of 
the  frontier  westward,  the  diorama  story  naturally  cul- 
minates in  California.  The  social  factors  contingent  on 
the  move  westward — that  is,  the  development  of  trans- 
portation and  industry,  show  the  growth  of  education 
along  with  the  growth  of  the  nation.  Finally,  the  third 
diorama  portrays  in  a  dramatic  manner  the  ramifications 
of  the  California  educational  system  today. 

In  each  instance,  the  schoolhouse,  together  with  the 
other  civic  institutions,  is  shown  as  the  pivotal  point  of 
democratic  life  in  the  United  States. 

Besides  the  three-dimensional  diorama  representation 
of  the  schools  and  surrounding  communities,  various 
other  exhibit  techniques  will  be  used  to  depict  various 
aspects  of  social  development. 

Coordinated  with  changing  light  effects  in  each  dio- 
rama, statistics  and  legends  will  be  projected  automati- 
cally in  some  part  of  each  unit.  A  sound  narrative  with 
a  musical  background  will  explain  and  emphasize  the 
ideas  expressed  in  the  dioramas.  Automatic  sound  equip- 
ment will  control  the  lights  and  other  animated  parts  of 
the  four  dioramas.  In  each  instance,  as  the  sound  narra- 
tive progresses  from  diorama  to  diorama,  it  will  be  lo- 
calized to  trie  specific  diorama  being  described.  All  dio- 
ramas will  be  lighted  at  all  times  to  attract  attention  to 
their  contents,  but  when  the  narrative  cycle  starts,  addi- 
tional light  and  animation  will  furnish  emphasis  for 
each  unit. 

In  the  large  diorama  which  represents  the  growth  of 
education  in  California  from  1890  to  the  present  day, 
there  will  be  shown  all  of  the  various  phases  of  the 
growth  of  modern  education.  The  diorama  will  picture 
not  only  the  physical  improvement  of  the  school  and  its 
facilities  but  also  the  enlargement  of  the  whole  educa- 
tional program.  This  "climax"  diorama  will  represent 
graphically  features  of  the  nursery  school,  the  kindergar- 
ten, the  junior  high  school,  the  junior  college,  the  wide- 
spread importance  of  adult  and  continuation  education. 

In  this  diorama,  visitors  will  see  how  modern  educa- 
tion is  related  to  new  industry,  rapid  transportation  and 
communication,  and  the  complexities  of  modern  living. 
This  diorama  will  show  how  the  educational  system  has 
grown  and  is  growing  to  meet  a  constantly  changing  social 
condition  and  how  its  chief  function  today  is  to  educate 
individuals  to  live  and  work  together  in  a  democracy.

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Curriculum  Aspects  of  the    Interamerican  Conference 


By  Edith  E.  Pence,  Director  of  Curriculum 
A  TRIP  to  South  America  is  one  of  the  most  interest- 
*»ing  and  most  valuable  experiences  the  world  has  to 
offer  today.  Attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  recent 
Interamerican  Conference  at  Lima  in  December,  1938, 
was  highly  enlightening.  When  these  two  experiences 
are  combined,  the  interest  and  educational  value  are 
superlative. 

The  importance  attached  to  education  as  a  factor  in 
developing  satisfactory  relations  between  the  American 
nations  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  the  head  of  the 
newly  created  Division  on  Cultural  Relations  in  the 
State  Department  at  Washington  was  sent  to  the  Lima 
conference  as  an  official  delegate  of  the  United  States 
and  by  the  presence  at  the  conference  of  many  educa- 
tors from  our  own  country  and  from  the  Latin  American 
countries. 

For  those  who  would  travel  to  South  America,  the 
most  valuable  advice  that  can  be  given  is  to  study  South 
America  before  setting  out.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  study 
a  guide  book.  Time  should  be  taken  to  delve  into  geog- 
raphy and  history  and  to  become  acquainted  with  the 
background  as  well  as  with  the  present  activities  and 
outlook  of  the  people  of  the  different  Latin  American 
countries.  An  educational  principle  of  major  importance 
prevails  in  this  connection,  namely,  that  present  day 
conditions  and  events  can  not  be  understood  without  a 
knowledge  of  the  geographical  setting  and  the  historical 
background.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  Lima  Confer- 
ence, the  Peruvian  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  used  the 
following  significant  words  in  his  closing  speech  at  the 
final  session  of  the  Congress  as  he  commented  on  the 
achievements  of  the  conference:  "We  have  not  been 
indifferent  to  the  voice  of  geography  and  history." 

The  study  of  the  Latin  American  countries  should  not 
be  limited  to  those  who  plan  to  travel.  The  importance 
of  our  establishing  and  maintaining  favorable  relations 
with  all  of  the  Latin  American  republics  is  so  definitely 
appreciated  today  that  authorities  in  the  field  of  inter- 
national relations  are  advocating  the  study  of  the  various 
phases  of  Latin  American  history,  economic  and  political 
life,  and  culture  as  a  part  of  the  school  curriculum. 
When  we  recall  the  opportunities  in  the  Latin  American 
field  that  lay  within  the  grasp  of  our  merchants  and 
industrialists  after  the  world  war  and  the  manner  in 
which  these  opportunities  were  largely  sacrificed  and  our 
country  put  in  a  decidedly  unfavorable  position  in  its 
relations  with  Latin  America  due  to  lack  of  knowledge 
and  understanding  and  consequent  exercising  of  poor 
judgment  on  the  part  of  our  business  and  industrial 
representatives,  it  is  evident  that  a  background  of  know- 
ledge can  not  be  dispensed  with.  In  recent  years  our 
statesmen  have  made  a  study  of  Latin  America  and  have 
guided  their  own  policies  and  those  of  our  commercial 
and  industrial  leaders  along  such  lines  that  our  country 
has  regained  much  of  the  lost  ground.  As  a  result  there 
is  an  attitude  of  mutual  trust  and  respect  in  our  pres- 
ent relationship  with  the  Latin  American  countries.  This 
favorable  position  must  be  maintained  both  for  our 
own  welfare  and  that  of  the  other  countries  of  the 
Western  Hemisphere.  There  are  some  statesmen  who 
feel  that  the  peace  of  the  world  will  ultimately  hang 
upon  this  delicate  thread  of  successful  cooperation  be- 
tween the  countries  of  this  hemisphere. 

The  goal  of  more  substantial  and  more  enduring  soli- 
darity between  the  American  nations,  which  was  the  pri- 
mary objective  of  the  Lima  Conference,  can  not  be  achiev- 
ed by  the  statesmen  alone.  Our  people  as  a  whole  must 
know  their  Latin  American  neighbors  better  than  they 
have  ever  known  them  so  that  the  lines  of  cooperation 
will  be  manifold — cultural,  economic,  social,  political. 

Here  are  just  a  few  of  the  points  concerning  the  Latin 
American  countries  that  lay  behind  the  policies  pursued 
in  the  Interamerican  Conference,  and  concerning  which 
there  is  a  wealth  of  material  for  study.  That  Latin  Amer- 


ican countries  must  not  be  thought  of  in  terms  of  uni- 
formity either  as  to  the  physical  features  of  the  different 
countries,  the  products  and  industries,  ;he  make  up  of 
the  populations,  or  the  status  of  economic  and  social 
advancement.  And  yet  there  are  certain  conditions  that 
are  largely  common  to  the  different  countries  and  con- 
cerning which  general  statements  can  be  made.  Most  of 
the  Latin  American  countries  have  products,  agricul- 
tural and  mineral,  that  we  need.  These  countries  have 
vast  supplies  of  raw  products  but,  due  to  a  scarcity  of 
coal,  can  not  engage  in  manufacturing  on  an  extensive 
scale.  Therefore,  they  must  import  many  lines  of  manu- 
factured goods.  If  the  United  States  is  to  continue  to 
be  the  market  to  which  they  turn  for  the  greater  part 
of  these  manufactured  articles,  a  balance  of  trade  must 
be  maintained  through  extensive  purchases  by  the  United 
States  in  Latin  American  markets  and  by  favorable  trade 
and  financial  relations  that  will  enable  the  countries  to 
the  south  of  us  to  buy  from  our  country. 

Considering  the  makeup  of  the  population  of  the  Latin 
American  countries,  it  must  be  remembered  that  in  most 
of  them  the  predominating  elements  are  of  pure  Indian 
blood  or  of  mixed  blood  (mestizos).  The  term  "Indian" 
must  bring  to  mind  the  fact  that  many  of  the  Indians 
of  Latin  America  today  are  descended  from  races  repre- 
senting highly  developed  civilizations,  peoples  who  were 
builders  of  cities,  highways,  bridges  and  aqueducts, 
makers  of  laws  and  organizers  of  schools.  The  capital 
of  the  old  Inca  kingdom  is  often  likened  to  Ancient 
Rome.  The  control  of  economic  and  civic  life  in  the 
Latin  American  countries  today  is  for  the  most  part  in 
the  hands  of  the  white  race  and  yet  many  outstanding 
figures  both  in  political  and  cultural  activities  are  of  In- 
dian or  mestizo  blood.  Neither  the  Indian  blood  nor  the 
Spanish  blood,  which  predominates  among  the  white 
peoples,  is  willing  to  accept  dictation  or  imposition 
from  other  nations. 

Surveying  political  history  briefly — in  establishing 
their  independence  from  their  mother  countries,  the  Latin 
American  countries  became  republics  and  modeled  their 
constitutions  after  ours.  As  a  guide  in  their  struggle  to 
establish  true  democracies  they  have  looked  and  still 
look  to  the  success  of  our  government  as  a  functioning 
democracy.  There  are  certain  economic  and  educational 
problems  that  must  be  solved  if  the  countries  to  the 
south  of  us  are  to  meet  with  ultimate  success  in  estab- 
lishing genuine  democracies.  It  will  be  very  much  to  the 
advantage  of  our  democracy  and  of  democracy  as  a  sys- 
tem of  government  if  they  do  succeed. 

Realizing  the  value  of  cultural  understanding  and 
interchange  in  developing  and  maintaining  favorable 
international  relations,  the  American  nations  drew  up 
an  agreement  at  their  conference  in  1936  for  a  systematic 
interchange  of  graduate  students  at  the  expense  of  the 
several  governments.  Arrangements  are  under  way  for 
interchange  of  books,  periodicals,  art  exhibits  and  mo- 
tion pictures.  Definite  consideration  is  being  given  to 
the  further  development  of  the  Pan-American  Highway 
to   facilitate  travel  through   all   the   American   countries. 

These  few  significant  points  concerning  the  Latin 
American  countries  and  our  relations  with  them  may 
serve  to  suggest  the  rich  field  of  study  with  which 
our  schools  must  concern  themselves  if  there  is  to  be 
security  for  our  democracy  and  for  our  favorable  rela- 
tions, economic,  political  and  cultural,  with  the  coun- 
tries that  constitute  the  greater  part  of  the  Western 
Hemisphere. 

Sincere  and  earnest  efforts  were  put  forth  in  the  re- 
cent Interamerican  Conference  at  Lima  to  establish  a 
solidarity  of  the  Western  Hemisphere  based  on  mutual 
understanding  among  the  American  nations.  As  one 
expert  stated  it,  a  genuine  effort  is  being  made  "to 
arrive  at  a  complete  understanding  between  the  Latin 
and  Anglo-Saxon  currents  of  culture  and  civilization

existing  in  this  hemisphere."  Definite  progress  has  been 
made   but  this   important  work  must   go  forward  with 
an  ever  broader  base  of  understanding  among  the  peo- 
ples of  the  Americas. 

The  ultimate  success  of  this  important  movement  de- 
pends on  the  knowledge  and  understanding  that  is  given 
to  the  young  people  in  the  schools  of  all  the  American 
nations. 


CHILDREN  need  friendly  teachers,  and  not  the  cold, 
austere  type  that  can  be  found  in  many  school  class- 
rooms. Dr.  Ruth  Andrus,  chief  of  the  bureau  of  child  ■ 
development  of  the  New.  York  State  Education  Depart- 
ment, declared  in  an  address  recently. 

It  is  wrong,  she  said,  to  try  to  make  "obedient"  pupils. 
The  mere  sign  of  obedience  is  not  the  mark  of  an  edu- 
cationally sound  child.  Instead,  boys  and  girls  should 
learn  how  to  be  active  in  thinking  and  doing,  how  to 
work  in  groups,  how  to  be  aware  of  the  rights  and 
interests  of  others,  how  to  solve  their  own  problems, 
and  how  to  understand  the  world  from  first-hand 
contacts. 

There  are  many  teachers  who  do  not  like  children, 
Dr.  Andrus  declared. 

"Children  need  teachers  who  have  a  feeling  of  friend- 
liness for  every  child,  not  just  the  bright  child,  the 
pretty  or  well  dressed,  the  clean  or  clever,  but  for  every 
one  regardless  of  race  or  creed,"  she  continued. 

The  condition  of  the  school  grounds  and  the  inside 
of  the  school  building  should  not  be  overlooked,  Dr. 
Andrus  added,  for  "schools  should  look  like  children's 
workshops  and  not  like  places  to  perpetuate  an  out- 
worn concept  of  education." 


Courses  In  Poetry 

A  course  in  "Writing  and  Appreciation  of  Poetry,"  is 
now  being  offered  two  evenings  each  week  at  Evening 
High  School  of  Commerce,  under  the  instruction  of 
Lawrence  Hart. 

Designed  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  student  all 
the  technical  devices  of  modern  poetry,  the  Poetry  I 
class  on  Tuesday  evening  deals  with  elementary  form  of 
poetry,  discussion,  and  manuscript  criticism. 

Poetry  II,  on  Friday  evening,  offers  many  advantages 
to  the  beginner  and  to  talented  writers  of  verse  and  prose. 
The  student  is  aided  in  developing  a  suitable  technique 
for  the  sort  of  poetry  he  wishes  to  write,  and  led  step 
by  step  toward  the  goal  of  publication.  Many  are  inter- 
ested in  appreciation  of  modern  poetry  rather  than  writ- 
ing.

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Desirable  Objectives 

AFTER  a  pupil  has  gone  to  school  through  12  grades, 
what  do  you  think  he  should  have? 

This  question  was  poised  to  the  Board  of  Deputy 
Superintendents  by  Superintendent  Nourse  at  a  meeting 
in  his  office  on  last  Wednesday.  The  question,  Mr. 
Nourse  said,  was  deliberately  made  indefinite,  but  in 
extended  remarks  on  "perfection  of  performance,"  the 
Superintendent  left  no  doubt  as  to  his  objective — specific 
goals  and  objectives  to  be  attained  at  each  level  of  the 
educational  program. 

Mr.  Nourse  referred  to  an  article  by  Julia  N.  Goodman 
on  "The  Importance  of  Perfect  Performance,"  in  the 
January  issue  of  The  Journal  of  the  National  Education 
Association. 

"There  exists  in  the  mind  of  nearly  every  student 
in  the  public  schools  the  false  idea  that  promotion  and 
mastery  are  synonymous,"  writes  Miss  Goodman.  "No 
one  step  will  aid  more  in  advancing  the  efficiency  of 
the  existing  educational  organization  than  an  immediate 
move  toward  the  eradication  of  this  false  standard  of 
achievement.  As  results  of  the  current  psychology  of 
the  passing  mark,  the  awarding  of  scholastic  credit  for 
effort  alone,  and  the  custom  of  promotion  on  age,  we 
see  standards  constantly  lowered. 

"In  business  and  industry  70  percent  efficiency  in  per- 
formance counts  for  little.  One  who  handles  money  in  a 
filling  station  or  a  five-and-ten  is  not  considered  satis- 
factory if  he  makes  correct  change  in  only  70  percent  of 
the  transactions.  A  bookkeeper's  accounts  must  actually 
balance.  A  druggist  who  fills  a  prescription  or  a  secre- 
tary who  handles  correspondence  will  soon  find  himself 
in  serious  trouble  if  he  comprehends  and  carries  out  a 
mere  three-quarters  of  his  directions.  We,  however,  send 
out  as  high  school  graduates  thousands  who,  according 
to  our  own  estimates  from  past  performance,  will  prob- 
ably execute  their  work  with  70  to  80  percent  accuracy. 

"This  habit  of  mind  is  the  result  of  twelve  years  of 
schoolwork,  during  which  all  but  the  best  students  have 
aimed  at  promotion  rather  than  achievement.  We  can- 
not demand  perfect  performance  at  all  times  and  under 
all  circumstances.  But  we  can  demand  that,  in  studies 
which  depend  upon  fundamental  skills,  those  skills  be 
mastered   perfectly   before   the  next  step  is   attempted. 

"These  basic  skills  are  simple  arithmetic,  reading  for 
comprehension,  and  intelligible  and  effective  self-expres- 
sion in  speech  and  writing.  Without  mastery  of  these 
fundamentals  on  the  part  of  the  student,  we  are  throw- 
ing away  valuable  time,  effort,  and  material  year  after 
year.  I  should  like  to  see,  therefore,  immediate  steps 
taken  in  the  first  grade  of  the  elementary  school  to  instil 
into  the  mind  of  every  child  the  feeling  that  in  funda- 
mentals, perfection  is  the  goal  and  anything  less  repre- 
sents unsatisfactory  performance  demanding  more  and 
ever  more  intelligently  guided  practice.  For  one  year 
every  effort  must  be  concentrated  on  establishing  this 
habit  in  the  first  grade.  Every  year  thereafter  the 
system  is  extended  as  the  group  progresses.

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Child  Study  Reviewed 

AVAST  amount  of  new  knowledge  of  child  growth, 
needs,  care  and  training  passes  in  review  at  the 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Child  Study  Association  of 
America.  In  the  fifty  years  since  1888  the  child  has 
been  studied  as  never  before.  His  health,  behavior,  ha- 
bits and  education  have  been  investigated,  and  conclu- 
sions have  been  drawn  that  threaten  to  upset  many  of 
the  time-honored  traditions  of  child  rearing. 

It  is  declared,  for  one  thing,  that  the  child  is  not  a 
"little  man"  or  a  "little  woman,"  as  people  thought 
fifty  years  ago,  but  a  child-person  with  an  individuality 
as  distinct  and  as  worthy  of  respect  as  his  father's  or  his 
mother's.  It  is  now  argued  that  to  expect  the  child  to 
conform  to  adult  patterns  and  standards  early  in  life, 
desirable  and  labor-saving  though  that  may  seem  to  his 
parents,  is  contrary  to  nature. 

Half  a  century  ago  the  child's  behavior  came  in  for 
sharp  regulation.  When  he  stamped  his  foot  and  roared 
himself  red  in  the  face,  the  thing  to  do  was  to  "break 
his  will."  He  was  early  taught  that  the  chief  end  of 
childhood  was  to  keep  still  and  not  disturb  the  grown- 
ups— "Children  should  be  seen,  not  heard."  He  was  dis- 
couraged from  putting  in  his  oar  in  the  conversation  of 
his  elders  and  from  regarding  his  interest  as  being  com- 
parable to  theirs. 

For  imaginative  lying  he  was  punished  and  disgraced. 
If  his  parents  were  strict  they  planted  early  in  him  the 
consciousness  of  sin  and  surrounded  him  with  taboos 
from  which  he  might  never  in  his  life  escape.  Staying 
out  late,  talking  back,  neglecting  chores,  playing  games 
on  Sunday — a  thousand  natural  impulses  of  childhood 
were  called  sinful  in  1888. 

"School  fifty  years  ago  was  stiff  and  pretty  dry  and 
dull.  Geography  and  history  were  learned  by  rote.  One 
stayed  after  school  to  copy  a  misspelled  word  properly 
100  times  on  the  blackboard,  and  one  walked  in  fear  of 
the  principal  and  the  little  red  rubber  hose  he  kept  for 
miscreants.  It  was  yet  the  time  when,  in  Dr.  Bryson's 
words,  people  felt  that  "learning  was  better  done  if 
accomplished  by  pain." 

Fifty  years  of  study  of  the  child  and  his  physical, 
mental  and  emotional  growth  have  changed  the  world 
a  lot  for  children. 

"At  school  the  work  of  children  has  become  more  like 
play,"  writes  C.  M.  Dunlop  in  the  New  York  Times, 
"there's  more  fun  in  it  than  there  used  to  be,  and  nobody 
has  yet  proved  that  the  child  so  trained  is  less  disciplined 
or  less  capable  of  self-discipline  than  the  child  of  1888. 
A  father  reports  that  Johnny  belongs  to  a  fencing  class 
and  a  rifle  class.  There  was  nothing  like  that  when  he 
was  a  boy.  Cooking  and  sewing,  once  taught,  or  not,  by 
mothers,  are  school  courses  today.  The  chores  of  the 
Eighteen  Eighties  have  become  in  school,  'work  experi- 
ences." 

Learning  by  rote  is  disappearing,  and  the  child  is  en- 
couraged to  make  discoveries  for  himself.  And  there  is 
less  of  fitting  Charlie  to  the  curriculum  than  there  used 
to  be.  The  schools  study  his  aptitudes  and  skills  and  more 
and  more  they  fit  the  education  to  his  need  and  his 
capacity.  Mental  tests  and  social-progress  tests  help  to 
place  him  in  the  group  and  the  grade  where  he  can  bene- 
fit most ;  and  when  so  grouped  and  graded,  many  a 
"backward"  child  does  well. 

Among  the  discoveries  of  child  study  in  the  last  fifty 
years  is  the  notable  one  that  a  child  is  not  born  wicked; 
he  is  neither  good  nor  bad;  his  "mischievousness"  is 
merely  an  expression  of  his  natural  desire  to  do,  to  be 
active. 

The  1888  attitude  toward  child  behavior  still  has 
strong  support  in  American  homes.  Countless  grown-ups 
insist  that  the  child  of  those  days  enjoyed  a  delightful 
childhood.  They  say  also  that  he  acquired  manners  that 
compare  very  favorably  with  the  manners  of  children 
today  and  that  have  not  handicapped  him  in  the  least 
in  his  maturity.  They  add  that  he  managed,  in  spite  of 


Abuses  of  Health  Service  System 

PHYSICIANS  who  are  members  of  the  Health  Service 
System  of  San  Francisco  were  reminded  of  their  obli- 
gation to  assist  in  the  financial  success  of  the  System  by 
guarding  against  abuses,  according  to  reports  appearing 
in  the  metropolitan  press  based  on  a  circular  letter  issued 
to  the  physicians. 

The  report  listed  among  other  things,  a  case  where 
bills  were  presented  for  40  visits  in  one  month  to  child- 
ren in  one  family,  both  of  whom  had  uncomplicated 
measles;  11  office  visits  for  headache;  11  office  visits 
for  eczema  of  the  elbows;  11  visits  for  acne  and  dan- 
druff; instances  of  three  and  four  visits  to  remove  wax 
from  a  patient's  ears. 

Further,  the  report  charged  that  some  medical  men 
"want  special  diagnostic  fees  for  telling  a  patient  he 
smokes  too  much,  drinks  too  much,  or  has  acute 
pharyngitis." 

"We  know  now  that  many  members  of  the  system  are 
unnecessarily  visiting  doctor's  offices  and  are  frankly 
being  told  that  they  are  not  in  need  of  medical  care," 
the  report  continued. 

"This  statement  is  borne  out  by  the  1,053  bills  for 
single  office  visits  that  we  received  for  the  month  of 
December. 

"As  the  system  grows  older  and  the  novelty  wears  off 
this  abuse  should  eliminate  itself."

Retarded  readers  in  the  second  and  third  grades  are  compared 
with  their  normal  classmates  in  a  search  for  differentiating  var- 
iables. Throughout,  the  mastery  of  reading  is  interpreted  as  a 
developmental  process  interrelated  with  the  child's  total  experience 
and  personality,  rather  than  as  the  acquisition  of  skills  alone. 


Laxity  in  Religion 

The  disregard  of  religion  among  college  students  is 
the  cause  of  much  of  the  uncertainty  and  unrest  that 
is  evident  on  many  campuses  and  in  the  nation  at  large, 
Dr.  Irving  H.  Berg,  dean  of  the  New  York  University 
College  of  Arts  and  Pure  Science,  declared,  in  the  pre- 
face of  his  annual  report  to  Chancellor  Harry  Woodburn 
Chase,  made  public  recently. 

Much  of  the  failure  on  the  part  of  educational  insti- 
tutions to  produce  leaders  "who  might  at  least  be  ex- 
pected to  find  the  way  out"  of  our  serious  problems 
may  be  traced  to  a  lack  of  religious  training,  according 
to  Dr.  Berg,  who  is  the  university  chaplain. 

"Going  to  college  these  days  is  serious  business — ■ 
far  more  serious  than  the  average  student  realizes," 
Dean  Berg  said. 

"On  many  a  campus  in  America  this  spirit  of  unrest 
is  painfully  evident.  Such  times  as  those  in  which  we 
are  living  call  for  a  greater  measure  of  quiet  and  inten- 
sive thinking. 

"We  should  study  history  and  sociology  and  science 
and  philosophy  and  economics,  not  that  out  of  such 
investigations  we  may  be  able  to  find  the  immediate 
solution  of  pressing  problems,  but  rather  that  we  may 
regain  a  reasonable  perspective." 

Dean  Berg  reported  that  in  "too  many"  educational 
institutions  the  subject  of  religion  was  either  taboo  or 
treated  in  so  trivial  a  manner  that  the  students  are  more 
than  apt  to  ignore  it,  and  therefore  overlook  its  bear- 
ing upon  life. 

"We  have  the  right,"  he  added,  "to  ask  where  we 
are  going,  and  why.  It  may  not  be  beyond  the  bounds 
of  possibility  that  we  shall  discover  the  answer  where 
we  have  failed  to  look,  but  where  an  unbroken  line  of 
human  beings  from  the  dawn  of  recorded  history  have 
discovered  it,  namely,  in  the  realm  of  what  we  call  the 
spiritual  as  distinct  from  the  wholly  material."

Worry  and  Its  Cure 

^LLNICAL  proof  of  the  saying  that  worry  causes  more 
^*  deaths  and  general  misery  than  war,  but  does  so 
needlessly  in  many  cases,  was  offered  to  the  staff  of 
the  Mayo  Clinic  in  Rochester,  Minnesota,  by  Dr.  Wil- 
liam J.  Kerr,  head  of  the  department  of  medicine  of 
the  University  of  California  Medical  Center,  in  a  recent 
invitational  address. 

Blasted  romances,  business  deals  that  go  wrong  and 
the  feeling  of  lack  of  personal  security,  have  been  de- 
termined as  the  chief  causes  of  the  destructive  anxiety 
state  in  humans,  as  a  result  of  studies  extending  over 
many  years,  Dr.  Kerr  said.  Withal,  the  cure  appears 
to  be  relatively  simple,  once  the  patient  is  aware  of  the 
real  cause  of  his  condition  and  takes  measures  to  check 
that    cause. 

Characteristic  symptoms  are  over-breathing,  which 
might  also  be  termed  too  much  sighing,  which  causes 
the  loss  of  so  much  carbonic  acid  gas  from  the  blood 
that  alkalosis  sets  in,  muscular  spasms,  cramps,  palpita- 
tion of  the  heart,  trembling,  weakness,  sweating,  numb- 
ness of  extremities,  occasional  dizziness  and  sensations 
of  bands  around  the  head  and  the  neck.  These  symptoms 
may  be  made  worse  by  taking  the  alkaline  substances 
so  often  recommended.  Relief  can  be  obtained  almost 
invariably  if  the  patient  can  be  shown  that  anxiety  is 
bringing  on  the  remainder  of  the  symptoms.  While  it 
may  not  be  possible  to  remove  the  cause  of  the  anxiety, 
a  correction  of  the  over-breathing  can  bring  relief. 
Avoidance  of  the  alkaline  substances  and  the  substitu- 
tion of  acid  substances,  such  as  meats,  butter  and  cream, 
therefor,  make  it  more  difficult  for  the  symptoms  to 
arise.  Sedatives  sometimes  have  a  temporary  value,  but 
should  be  taken  only  as  a  last  resort. 

The  well  known  "soldier's  heart"  experienced  widely 
during  the  World  War,  was  merely  functional  change 
brought  about  by  the  anxiety  state,  but  appearing  in 
more  pronounced  fashion  than  in  civil  life,  Dr.  Kerr 
explained. 

Dr.  Kerr  was  associated  in  the  study  with  Dr.  Paul 
Gliebe,  psychiatrist,  and  Dr.  Mayo  Soley,  of  the  Medical 
School  faculty.  Dr.  James  Dalton  of  Santa  Barbara,  and 
Dr.  Nathan  Schock  of  the  department  of  physiology, 
Berkeley.

Pupils  whose  mental  age  justifies  higher  arithmetic  ability.

Please  keep  in  mind  at  all  times  that  the  deficiencies 
revealed  are  usually  only  symptomatic.  Every  irregularity 
should  be  traced  to  its  source  in  order  that  the  remedial 
measures  selected  will  be  effective.  In  analyzing  a  pupil's 
ability,  all  contributing  factors  should  be  considered; 
physical,  environmental,  emotional  and  mental.

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Overprivileged  Children 

"COCIAL  WORKERS  in  recent  years  have  made  us 
**  understand  the  blight  which  extreme  poverty  visits 
upon  underprivileged  children.  Yet  intimate  contact 
with  homes  in  many  parts  of  the  United  States  convinces 
me  that  all  too  often  parents  in  better  circumstances  im- 
pose equally  severe  handicaps  upon  their  children  by 
giving  them  too  many  privileges,"  writes  Rose  G.  Ander- 
son, in  Reader's  Digest.  "They  surround  them  with  pos- 
sessions which  they  themselves  were  denied  in  their  own 
youth.  They  pamper  them,  satisfy  their  every  desire,  and 
think  that  thus  they  are  giving  their  youngsters  advan- 
tages. Actually,  in  the  case  of  thousands  of  boys  and 
girls,  normal  childhood  is  blighted  by  such  'advantages.' 

"No  one  denies  that  children  should  be  warmly  cloth- 
ed and  supplied  with  proper  play  equipment.  But  the 
damage  is  done  when  parents  anticipate  the  child's  every 
wish.  One  father  I  know  presented  his  ten-year-old  boy 
with  an  expensive  movie  camera  before  the  child  had 
expressed  any  desire  for  it,  or  had  mastered  the  elements 
of  photography.  Another  parent  gave  his  nine-year-old 
son  a  costly  airplane  model  powered  by  a  miniature  gas 
engine.  On  its  first  flight  the  machine  was  wrecked.  How 
much  better  if  the  father  had  first  let  the  boy  build  his 
own  model  from  ten-cent  store  material. 

"By  such  extravagant  indulgences  as  these,  parents 
deny  their  children  one  of  the  most  precious  experiences 
in  life — the  opportunity  to  yearn  for  something.  Only  by 
yearning  is  the  child  challenged  to  work  and  plan  and 
save  for  his  objective.  Remove  the  incentive,  and  you 
destroy  a  tremendous  stimulus  to  growth. 

"I  know  a  12-year-old  girl  who  left  a  pair  of  riding 
boots  and  a  hand-knitted  sweater  in  her  locker  at  the 
end  of  the  school  year.  When  her  teacher  asked  what  to 
do  about  them,  the  girl  replied,  'Throw  them  away.  I 
never  liked  them  anyway.'  At  another  school,  despite 
every  effort  to  return  unclaimed  articles,  there  remained 
at  the  end  of  the  year  19  pairs  of  gloves,  17  hats,  six 
sweaters,  many  pairs  of  rubbers  and  sneakers,  and  mis- 
cellaneous articles  including  bracelets,  fountain  pens  and 
manicure  kits.  Either  the  children  did  not  recognize 
their  property  or  were  too  indifferent  to  claim  it! 

"What  a  commentary  upon  parental  training!  When  a 
child  makes  no  effort  to  locate  lost  possessions  it  means 
that  the  parents  were  indifferent  to  the  loss,  or  that  they 
were  so  complacent  about  spending  money  to  replace  it 
that  the  loss  made  no  impression  on  the  child.  Obviously 
those  parents  are  neglecting  opportunity  for  habit-training. 

"Parents  frequently  complain  that  the  school  'doesn't 
teach  my  son  work-habits.'  But  the  school  is  not  to 
blame  for  your  son's  failure  to  see  a  task  through.  In- 
stead of  grounding  him  from  early  childhood  in  habits 
of  self-reliance  and  application,  you  have  given  him 
money  that  he  should  have  earned  himself,  permitted 
him  to  grow  up  without  discipline  or  the  need  for  ambi- 
tious self-direction.  And  now  you  are  angry  because  he 
is  failing  at  school !  Even  yet,  perhaps,  you  haven't  be- 
gun to  realize  that  these  failures  in  school  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  similar,  graver  failures  in  later  life." 


Pickaback  Scholars 

SO  successfully  has  a  "pickaback"  educational  system, 
guided  by  an  "undergraduate  faculty,"  worked  out  in 
the  past  half  year,  its  sponsors  at  Harvard  College  have 
decided  to  enlarge  it  in  the  coming  semester. 

Under  the  system,  started  last  Fall,  fifty  high  school 
graduates  of  Greater  Boston  have  followed  college 
courses  under  the  volunteer  tutelage  of  about  100  stu- 
dents, most  of  them  honor  men,  who  were  enrolled  in 
the  courses. 

As  a  result  of  the  progress  made,  about  twenty  more 
high  school  graduates  interested  in  continuing  their  edu- 
cation but  hitherto  unable  to  do  so,  will  be  added  to 
Harvard's  "pickaback  scholars"  at  the  close  of  the  mid- 
year examination  period. 

Raymond  Dennett,  executive  secretary  of  Phillips 
Brooks  House,  Harvard's  social  service  center,  which  has 
been  operating  the  experiment,  said  that  the  plan  had 
found  favor  in  other  colleges  and  had  been  adopted  at 
the  Manhattanville  College  of  the  Sacred  Heart. 

Two  of  the  "pickaback  scholars"  to  whom  Harvard 
courses  were  relayed  by  students  during  the  first  half 
year,  he  disclosed,  had  received  scholarships  in  the  Uni- 
versity Extension  Department. 

One  of  the  youths  desired  to  prepare  for  a  civil  service 
examination  and  the  other  to  continue  advanced  work  in 
mathematics.  Funds  were  provided  for  these  purposes. 

"Both  of  the  boys  received  the  scholarships  on  the 
basis  of  the  work  they  had  done  and  the  interest  they 
had  shown,"  he  explained. 

"As  yet,  however,  there  have  been  no  definite  exami- 
nations for  their  group  for  comparison  with  those  given 
by  the  college  at  mid-year  to  regular  students." 

The  success  of  the  Harvard  experiment,  Mr.  Dennett 
said,  had  so  interested  officials  of  the  National  Youth 
Administration  that  they  were  now  considering  a  plan 
for  enlisting  college  recipients  of  NYA  aid  in  such 
"undergraduate  faculties." 

Instead  of  working  out  their  grants  in  clerical  tasks, 
they  would  be  teaching  worthy  high  school  graduates 
and  coaching  fellow-students. 

Those  applying  to  be  "pickaback  scholars"  at  Harvard 
are  asked  to  state  their  chief  interests  and  are  assigned 
accordingly  to  students  working  in  these  fields.

Need  of  English  In  Accounting 

EMPLOYERS  of  accountants  in  Cleveland  rate  English 
the  most  important  subject  for  their  employes,  ac- 
cording  to  a  survey  by  Roger  F.  Knittel,  lecturer  in  ac- 
counting at  Cleveland  College  of  Western  Reserve  Uni- 
versity. Mathematics  is  second  in  importance,  business 
law  third  and  economics  fourth. 

Eight  hundred  and  sixty-five  Cleveland  firms  were 
studied  in  the  survey  which  included  public  accountants; 
manufacturers  of  metal,  food,  mechanical  equipment, 
clothing,  paper  and  printing,  and  chemicals;  hotels  and 
hospitals;  financial  institutions;  retail  stores;  laundries, 
transportation  companies;  motion  picture  exchanges  and 
municipalities  in  the  Cleveland  area. 

"Generally  speaking,  men  are  expected  to  have  studied 
from  two  to  four  years  of  accounting  and  women  from 
one  to  two  years,"  the  report  stated.  "Those  companies 
who  test  persons  applying  for  accounting  positions  ex- 
pect those  tests  to  cover  principally  a  knowledge  of  gen- 
eral accounting,  mathematical  accuracy,  mental  initiative 
and  personality." 

While  a  knowledge  of  general  accounting  heads  the 
list  of  required  studies  in  the  accounting  field,  the  im- 
portance of  "knowledge  of  business"  in  which  employ- 
ment was  sought  rated  next  to  last. 

General  accounting  was  voted  the  first  important  study 
of  those  offered  in  the  field  of  accounting,  with  cost  ac- 
counting second  and  auditing  third.  Actuarial  accounting 
was  voted  tenth  and  last  place.  Ability  to  operate  busi- 
ness machines  was  considered  of  major  importance.  Nine- 
ty-six per  cent  of  the  firms  answering  require  a  know- 
ledge of  the  adding  machine  and  69  per  cent  consider 
the  calculating  machine  important  for  men. 

Ninety  per  cent  of  the  firms  reporting  require  women 
employes  to  have  a  knowledge  of  typing;  adding  ma- 
chines, 83  per  cent;  calculating  machines,  82  per  cent. 
Bookkeeping  machines,  duplicating  machines,  tabulating 
machines,  transcription  machines  and  addressograph  ma- 
chines were  voted  next  in  importance  in  the  order  named.

DEFINITE  assurances  given  San  Francisco  educators  at 
Cleveland  last  week  guarantee  the  1939  Summer  meet- 
ing of  the  National  Education  Association  will  be  held 

in  San  Francisco,  July  2-6. 
Difficulties  encountered 
because  of  financial  re- 
quirements were  swept 
away  when  A.  J.  Cloud, 
president  of  San  Francisco 
Junior  College  and  John.  F. 
Brady,  chief  deputy  super- 
intendent of  schools,  ap- 
peared before  the  parent 
body,  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  School  Admin- 
istrators, and  told  of  the 
enthusiasm  and  signifi- 
cance which  the  local  mem- 
bers of  the  professional 
group  attached  to  being 
honored  by  the  National 
group. 

'"Met  Givens  Allen, 
convention  arrangements 
approved.  Notify  all  con- 
cerned", was  the  message 
from  President  Cloud  which 
was  read  by  Chairman  Mary  Sweeney  before  a  meeting 
of  the  local  Committee  on  arrangements  held  in  the 
Board  of  Education  meeting  rooms  on  last  Wednesday. 
The  following'  supplementary  message  from  Mr.  Cloud 
was  also  read: 

"At  Cleveland,  we  have  gone  into  conference  with 
the   National  Education  Association   Officials,   Sec- 
retary  Givens  and  Business  Manager  Allen,  and  I 
have  gained  their  full  and  cordial  approval  of  the 
plans  and  arrangements  we  have  laid   out  for  the 
Summer  convention  of  the  National  Education  Asso- 
ciation in  San  Francisco.

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Dual  Teaching  Positions  Under  Discussion 


D  EFUSAL  of  the  San  Francisco  Civil  Service  Commis- 
'^sion  to  approve  payrolls  of  full-time  municipal  em- 
ployees who  are  also  employed  as  evening  school  teach- 
ers, has  brought  the  entire  subject  of  so-called  dual 
positions  up  for  discussion  at  recent  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Education. 

The  question  of  dual  positions  is  not  a  new  one.  It 
was  the  subject  of  a  legal  decision  in  1932  wherein  the 
courts  held  that  teachers  who  served  probationary  per- 
iods had  acquired  permanent  tenure  in  both  day  and 
evening  positions.  Despite  this  ruling  many  teachers  hold- 
ing day  and  night  positions  have,  when  circumstances 
permitted,  resigned  one  situation  in  order  to  spread 
employment. 

In  attacking  the  problem  once  more,  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Education  have  aimed  to  maintain  the  high 
standard  of  instruction  in  adult  education  centers  and 
to  discourage  the  practice  of  teachers  holding  both  day 
and  night  positions  while  unemployed  and  competent 
teachers  are  available  for  part  time  employment. 

A  memorandum  entitled  "Suggestions  Re  Dual  Posi- 
tions" was  placed  before  the  Board  of  Education  on 
Tuesday,  February  28,  by  Commissioner  Charles  A. 
Derry,  who  has  given  much  time  to  a  study  of  the 
problem  from  the  dual  viewpoint  of  spreading  employ- 
ment and  improving  instruction.  In  presenting  the  state- 
ment which  follows,  Commissioner  Derry  said  it  was  to 
be  regarded  as  a  basis  for  further  discussions  on  the 
subject: 

The  City  Charter  would  seem  to  be  discriminatory  in 
differentiating  between  the  employment  of  evening  school 
teachers  who  are  employed  in  the  daytime  in 

( 1 )  City  Civil  Service  work 

and  those  who  are  employed  in  the  daytime  in 

(2)  State  Civil  Service  work 

(3)  Federal  Civil  Service  work 

(4)  Day  school  teaching 

(5)  Work  of  any  kind  for  private  concerns 

(6)  Personal  professional  work 

Another  factor  regarding  the  selection  of  evening 
school  teachers  employed  in  the  daytime  is  that  of  the 
relation  of  such  a  teacher  s  practical  experience  gained 
in  said  day  employment  to  the  particular  course  the 
teacher  offers  in  the  evening.  Obviously,  a  man  who 
practices  lain  in  the  daytime  can  teach  a  far  more  valu- 
able course  in  commercial  law  in  the  evening  because  of 
his  day  experiences  than  one  who  lacks  such  practical 
experience  notwithstanding  his  knowledge  of  all  the 
theoretical  aspects.  Attorneys  also  conduct  citizenship 
classes  most  effectively,  as  who  would  be  better  to  pre- 
pare a  student  for  questioning  by  a  fudge  than  an  attor- 
ney? On  the  other  hand,  of  what  value  would  the  day 
experiences  of  an  attorney  be  to  the  student  of  book- 
keeping or  mathematics?  For  the  benefit  of  the  student, 
would  it  not  be  better  to  select  a  teacher  of  bookkeeping 
whose  day  work  is  in  this  field,  and  a  teacher  of  mathe- 
matics whose  day  work  is  engineering  or  in  some  other 
field  wherein  mathematics  are  of  major  concern  through 
application  ? 

The  selection  of  teachers  employed  in  the  daytime 
as  accountants,  secretaries,  photographers,  carpenters, 
etc.,  to  teach  accountancy,  secretarial  training,  photo- 
graphy, carpentry,  etc.,  respectively,  is  bound  to  redound 
to  the  betterment  of  adult  education  because  of  the 
practical  experience  gained  by  said  teachers  in  their 
daytime  activities.  On  the  other  hand,  for  purely  aca- 
demic subjects,  the  addition  to  the  evening  faculty  of 
outstanding  members  of  day  school  faculties  would  also 
foster  the  betterment  of  adult  education,  provided  cer- 
tain limitations  as  to  evenings  of  service  were  made  in 
order  that  the  teaching  load  might  not  become  so  great 
as  to  diminish,  the  efficiency  of  these  teachers. 

The  following   suggestion   is   offered  as  a  means   of 


delimiting  the  discrimination  given  in  paragraph  I,  ex- 
tending to  students  the  practical  experiences  of  teachers 
mentioned  in  paragraph  II,  and  at  the  same  time  spread- 
ing employment  as  far  as  possible. 

(1)  For  vocational  subjects,  employ  teachers  whose  day- 
time activities  pertain  directly  to  the  subject  they 
teach,  limiting,  however,  the  number  of  nights  of 
employment  to  not  more  than  two  evenings  per 
week  in  four-evening-per-week  schools,  and  to  not 
more  than  three  evenings  per  week  in  five-evening- 
per-week  schools.  This  would  prevent  "double 
jobbers"  from  acquiring  tenure,  which  would  facil- 
itate the  adding  or  dropping  of  vocational  courses 
in  accordance  with  the  demands  of  the  times.  Fur- 
thermore, this  would  not  tie  down  these  teachers 
with  too  great  a  teaching  load  to  permit  proper 
preparation  and  still  leave  some  free  time  for  liv- 
ing, which  is  a  vital  factor  if  inspired  and  enthus- 
iastic teaching  is  desired. 

(2)  For  academic  subjects,  employ  outstanding  teachers 
from  day  school  faculties  for  not  more  than  two  or 
three  evenings  per  week,  for  reasons  given  in  the 
preceding  paragraph;  or,  as  an  alternative,  com- 
bine a  full-evening  teaching  load  with  a  half-day 
teaching  load,  paying  the  said  teacher  a  salary 
equivalent  to  that  of  one  full-time  teacher. 

(3)  Extend  the  hours  of  the  larger  adult  centers  so  as 
to  equal  those  of  the  day  school,  as  has  been  done 
in  Los  Angeles,  i.e.,  from  3  to  9:15,  the  salaries  of 
the  teaching  and  administrative  staff  being  the  same 
as  that  of  the  day  high  schools,  thereby  limiting  the 
need  of  said  teachers  having  to  look  for  additional 
employment.  The  courses  in  Americanization  as  now 
offered  in  the  daytime,  illustrate  how  easily  this 
could  be  accomplished.  At  present,  we  are  offering 
English  for  foreigners  either  2*4  hours  in  the  eve- 
ning or  a  similar  amount  of  time  during  the  day. 
Why  not  allot  one  of  said  day  classes  and  one  eve- 
ning class  to  the  same  teacher  and  pay  her  ac- 
cordingly? 

Four  or  five  nights  of  teaching  should  be  restricted 
to  teachers  who  substitute  for  the  department  for  less 
than  full-term  leaves.  Through  this  practice  experienced 
substitutes  would  be  available. 

One  might  raise  the  query  as  to  how  teachers  now 
holding  four  and  five-night  jobs  could  be  legally  re- 
duced to  three  nights  of  employment.  As  most  of  these 
are  in  the  higher  brackets,  the  plan  of  the  Board  to 
require  additional  study  for  this  group  of  teachers  in 
order  to  receive  further  increments  of  salary,  could  be 
effectively  used.  Obviously,  they  could  not  attend  uni- 
versity classes  while  teaching  night  school  unless  they, 
of  their  own  volition,  request  a  diminution  of  the  num- 
ber of  nights  of  service  in  order  that  they  may  attend 
certain  classes  in  order  to  become  eligible  for  said  raise. 
Or  the  raise  might  be  denied  teachers  with  a  full-day  job 
plus  more  than  three  nights  of  teaching  service,  as  the 
salary  is  not  as  urgent  for  them,  their  second  job  serving 
as  it  does,  as  an  increment.  Furthermore,  the  loss  of  the 
raise  in  pay  for  day  work  might  almost  equal  what  two

Utilization  of  Pupils  Test  Booklets 

The  instructions  which  follow  are  written  in  answer 
to  the  question  raised  by  many  of  our  principals  and 
teachers,  "What  Shall  We  Do  With  The  Pupils  Test 
Booklets?" 

In  general  it  may  be  said  that  these  tests  are  more 
than  superficial  survey  tools.  Most  of  them  have  been 
selected  for  their  diagnostic  features,  and  their  great- 
est value  will  be  derived  from  a  careful  analysis  through 
which  the  pupils'  specific  abilities  and  disabilities  are 
revealed. 

After  the  tests  have  been  administered,  scored,  and 
recorded,  the  achievement  tests  should  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  classroom  teacher  who  is  responsible  for 
the  instruction  of  the  pupils  tested.  These  test  booklets 
should  remain  with  her  as  long  as  the  pupils  remain 
in  the  class,  and  should  serve  as  a  guide  in  prescribing 
each  pupil's  program.  In  no  case  should  achievement 
tests  be  placed  in  neat  packages  and  filed  in  a  store 
room.  In  the  elementary  schools,  tests  may  be  destroyed 
one  year  after  the  date  of  administration.  During  the 
year,  however  they  should  be  accessible  and  in  active  use. 

Tests  administered  in  the  high  eighth  grade  of  ele- 
mentary school  and  the  high  ninth  grade  of  junior  high 
school,  should  be  preserved  carefully,  and  at  the  close 
of  the  semester  should  be  sent  to  the  secondary  school 
to  which  the  pupil  has  been  assigned.

CITIES,  like  people,  attain  understanding,  tolerance 
and  love  through  suffering  and  tragedy,  Brother  Leo 
declared  in  the  second  of  a  series  of  four  lectures  last 
Monday  night  at  War  Memorial  Opera  House  under 
auspices  of  St.  Mary's  Guild.  Before  the  fire,  San  Fran- 
ciscans admired  their  city  and  boasted  of  its  accomplish- 
ments, but  real  love  came  only  after  this  flaming  baptism. 

Brother  Leo,  an  eye;witness  to  the  earthquake  and  fire 
33  years  ago,  paid  tribute  to 

"the  men  and  the  women  who  stood  in  the  bread- 
lines, who  took  their  meals  from  the  curbstone  fire- 
places— to  those  who  fled  to  the  city's  hills — and  to 
those  who  dragged  their  trunks  over  the  sidewalks." 

The  speaker  pointed  out  that  the  sound  made  by  these 
trunks,  containing  hastily  gathered  belongings  of  those 
whose  homes  were  burned,  stands  out  in  the  memories 
of  1906  residents  more  than  the  noise  of  dynamite,  the 
crackling  flames  or  the  rumble  of  falling  buildings. 

Referring  to  the  history  of  San  Francisco  since  1849, 
Brother  Leo  pointed  out  that  the  city  had  had  many 
fires  and  occasional  earthquakes,  but  it  was  not  until  1906 
that  both  struck  on  the  same  day — the  "unusual  combi- 
nation" spelling  major  tragedy. 

The  audience  received  a  broad  view  of  the  disaster. 
Brother  Leo  told  how  it  appeared  to  the  downtown  hotel 
patron  who  slept  through  the  temblor,  to  the  children 
who  fled  to  a  chapel  altar,  and  to  the  great  throngs  of 
refugees.  The  narrator  interspersed  the  eye-witness  ac- 
counts with  many  passages  from  stories  and  verse  pre- 
sented by  poets,  writers  and  newspapermen. 

The  San  Francisco  of  today,  with  its  glorious  tradition 
in  culture,  romance  and  personality  will  form  the  mater- 
ial of  the  third  World's  Fair  Lecture,  "San  Francisco — 
City  of  Glamour" —  by  Brother  Leo,  in  the  San  Francisco 
Opera  House  Monday  evening,  March  21,  at  8:15  o'clock.

Hobby  Show  in  May 

The  first  National  Hobby  and  Leisure  Time  Show, 
which  will  be  held  in  the  San  Francisco  Civic  Auditor- 
ium on  May  24  to  28  has  been  endorsed  by  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools,  the  Recreational  Department, 
as  well  as  others  in  the  bay  district.  Boy  and  girl  organ- 
izations together  with  adult  groups  have  also  joined  to 
make  this  show  the  largest  of  its  kind  ever  held.  SDace 
will  be  provided  in  Larkin  Hall  where  the  handwork  of 
the  San  Francisco  Schools  will  be  placed  on  exhibition. 
The  main  auditorium  and  corridors  will  be  taken  up 
with  collections,  hobbies,  sports,  travel  and  various  other 
exhibits. 
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Intellectual  Attainments,  Tenure,  and  Football,  Convention  Topics 


EDUCATORS  representing  all  spheres  of  study  and 
™  levels  of  public  school  activities  converged  on  the 
San  Francisco  metropolitan  area  during  Easter  Week, 
compared  notes,  listened  to  discussions  by  leaders,  elect- 
ed officers  and  adopted  timely  resolutions.  The  groups, 
the  National  Convention  of  the  American  Association  of 
Health,  Physical  Education  and  Recreation,  the  Asso- 
ciation of  California  Secondary  School  Principals  and 
the  State  Conference  of  Elementary  School  Principals 
and  District  School  Superintendents,  brought  to  San 
Francisco  educational  leaders  from  all  parts  of  the  state 
and  nation. 

The  National  Convention  of  the  Physical  Education 
group,  after  a  sparkling  five  day  meeting,  resolved  to 
request  the  diversion  of  part  of  an  $850,000,000  federal 
fund  to  aid  physical  education  in  the  states.  As  origin- 
ally set  up,  the  fund  is  appropriated  annually  to  state 
authorities  to  improve  health  conditions  generally.  What 
better  way  to  do  that  than  by  physical  education  train- 
ing in  the  schools? 

The  physical  education  delegates  assembled  from  all 
parts  of  the  United  States  had  their  moments  as  the 
result  of  a  luncheon  speech  made  by  Miss  Mabel  Lee, 
a  top-flight  physical  education  expert.  Miss  Lee  came  all 
the  way  from  Nebraska  to  tell  her  fellow  delegates  that 
as  a  group  they  showed  "the  least  gain  in  intellectual 
attainments  at  the  close  of  their  college  education." 
When  Miss  Lee's  address  reached  the  metropolitan  press 
it  emphasized  the  results  of  a  Carnegie  supported  sur- 
vey conducted  in  1938  in  Pennsylvania..  The  study 
showed  physical  education  teachers  as  a  group  ranked 
eleventh  in  sectional  tests  administered  to  college  grad- 
uates to  determine  residue  of  knowledge.  The  order  of 
ranking  was  as  follows:  Engineers,  Journalists,  Artists, 
Physicians,  Librarians,  Lawyers,  Ministers,  Teachers, 
Business  Teachers,  Secretaries  and  Teachers  of  Health 
and  Physical  Education.  "Frankly,  we  are  not  very  flat- 
tered by  Miss  Lee's  revelations,"  said  one  delegate,  and 
there  was  an  unanimity  of  opinion  that  the  conclusions 
in  the  Pennsylvania  study  were  not  a  fair  cross-section  of 
the  intellectual  standing  of  the  group  throughout  the 
United  States.  From  the  standpoint  of  success,  the  Phy- 
sical Education  Convention  ranked  high.  Expressions  of 
warm  appreciation  came  from  all  sides  to  the  local  com- 
mittee headed  by  Deputy  Superintendent  John  C.  Mc- 
Glade. 

Teacher  tenure  and  what  should  be  done  about  it, 
occupied  the  attention  of  California  Secondary  School 
Principals  in  their  convention.  In  literature  presented 
to  a  discussion  group  a  San  Francisco  case  was  cited  "as 
an  example  of  the  very  costly  and  tedious  process  to 
dismiss  an  incompetent  teacher."  A  summary  of  critic- 
ism recommended  that  "tenure  remain  as  it  now  is" 
in  schools  in  districts  of  more  than  2,500  average  daily 
attendance.    Speaking    before   a    meeting    of   Phi    Delta 


Kappa,  Dr.  F.  W.  Hart,  professor  of  education  at  the 
University  of  California,  proposed  that  the  present  law 
regarding  dismissal  be  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
courts  to  avoid  protracted  cumbersome  litigation  and 
left  with  a  professional  group  of  teachers  and  adfflinis- 
trators  to  be  appointed  by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction. 

Development  of  the  junior  college  occupied  a  pro- 
minent part  in  the  convention  discussions.  Dr.  Walter 
Eels  discussed,  before  a  meeting  presided  over  by  Presi- 
dent A.  J.  Cloud  of  San  Francisco  Junior  College,  the 
application  of  the  cooperative  study  to  the  junior  college 
field.  The  cooperative  study,  which  is  intended  to  in- 
crease the  scope  and  usefulness  of  secondary  schools, 
has  been  under  way  for  more  than  three  years  under 
Dr.  Eels'  direction. 

Dr.  Rufus  B.  von  KleinSmid,  president  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Southern  California,  urged  immediate  estab- 
lishment of  three-year  junior  colleges,  which  would  in- 
clude the  present  final  high  school  year.  "We  must 
prepare  our  youth  for  service  in  democracy.  We  cannot 
gain  this  by  delving  into  the  methods  of  European 
education.  We  must  prepare  our  youth  for  service  in 
and  to  democracy,  if  democracy  is  to  be  perpetuated 
here.  Every  second  high  school  should  be  a  purely  vo- 
cational institution.  All  manner  of  skilled  workmen  are 
needed  in  various  trades."  As  one  step  in  this  move,  Dr. 
von  KleinSmid  advocated  some  arrangement  to  "remove 
the  obstacle"  of  current  apprenticeship  systems  in  unions, 
so  that  both  educators  and  trades  groups  might  work 
together,  as  is  done  in  several  schools  of  the  State  at 
present. 

By  a  vote  of  255  to  75,  the  members  of  the  California 
Interscholastic  Federation  voted  to  continue  football  as  a 
sport  in  California  schools,  according  to  a  report  made 
by  W.  H.  Orion,  head  of  the  department  of  physical 
education  for  the  state.  Linked  with  the  report,  how- 
ever, was  a  resolution  of  the  Secondary  School  Princi- 
pals to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  insurance,  uniform 
rules  advancing  the  minimum  and  lowering  the  maxi- 
mum age  at  which  high  school  football  players  may  be 
in  league  competition.  Mr.  Orion  said  that  along  with 
the  ballots  more  than  300  suggestions  had  been  received 
for  improvement  of  the  game.  These  suggestions  follow-

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School  Music  Program  Praised 

PRAISE  for  the  results  obtained  by  the  music  instruc- 
tion program  in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  in  the 
past  four  years  was  given  by  Mrs.  Stanley  Powell,  presi- 
dent of  the  San  Francisco  Opera  Guild,  when  she  ap- 
peared before  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. 

Mrs.  Powell  was  appearing  in  support  of  a  new  move- 
ment by  the  Opera  Guild  to  have  one  special  performance 
for  students  only  during  the  coming  regular  opera  sea- 
son in  San  Francisco  next  October.  The  Board  endorsed 
the  plan,  thanked  Mrs.  Powell  and  assigned  to  Superin- 
tendent Nourse  and  Charles  M.  Dennis,  director  of 
music,  details  of  the  plan  of  co-operation. 

"I  cannot  overlook  this  opportunity  to  express  to  the 
Board  of  Education  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
the  appreciation  of  San  Francisco  music  lovers  for  the 
encouragement  that  has  been  given  to  music  in  our  pub- 
lic schools  in  recent  years,"  said  Mrs.  Powell.  "The  re- 
sults have  been  apparent  in  the  training  which  has  been 
given  to  our  children  in  this  special  field." 

A  review  of  musical  activities  shows  that  for  the  past 
several  years  pupils  completing  the  sixth  grade  in  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Schools  have  been  given  a  standard 
music  test,  measuring  musical  knowledge,  appreciation 
and  aptitude.  The  results  determine  the  proper  sectioning 
of  pupils  the  following  term  in  the  junior  high  general 
music  classes  and  also  reveal  strength  or  weakness  in 
the  preceding  music  instruction.  While  these  objectives 
are  the  fundamental  ones  it  is  also  worth  noting  that  in 
comparison  with  the  standard  scores  set  up  by  the  pub- 
lishers of  the  test  now  used,  the  San  Francisco  scores 
show  a  definite  superiority  in  pupil  achievement.  In  fact 
the  average  score  by  over  2000  high  sixth  graders  last 
year  was  slightly  higher  than  that  of  the  eleventh  grade 
in  the  national  standard  test  distribution.

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Mayor  Rossi's  Proclamation 

FOR  THE  past  20  years,  a  group  of  civic  minded  San 
Francisco  citizens  have  banded  themselves  together  to 
stimulate  the  annual  observance  of  Public  Schools  Week 
which  begins  this  year  on  April  24.  The  only  purpose  of 
this  community  endeavor  is  to  invite  the  attention  of  all 
our  citizens  to  the  excellence  of  public  school  facilities 
maintained  throughout  the  city  for  our  children  from 
kindergarten  age  through  the  newly  established  San 
Francisco  Junior  College. 

The  value  of  this  form  of  public  interest  in  education 
has  since  been  recognized  throughout  the  United  States, 
through  the  medium  of  the  National  Education  Associa- 
tion, which  has  honored  San  Francisco  as  its  convention 
place  in  July,  1939. 

It  is  significant  to  note  that  since  the  local  Public 
Schools  Week  Committee  began  to  function  20  years 
ago,  there  has  been  an  ever  increasing  revival  of  interest 
in  education.  On  the  physical  side  alone,  San  Francisco 
has  expended,  since  1919,  more  than  twenty  million  dol- 
lars in  school  buildings.  Academically,  there  has  been  a 
gradual  transformation  of  our  education  system  in  re- 
sponse to  the  demands  for  more  modern  methods  in 
teaching.  With  this  transition  has  come  recognition  that 
the  child  of  today  will  face  a  more  difficult  workaday 
world  than  did  his  parents.  In  that  sense  children  must 
be  better  prepared  to  meet  tomorrow's  world  of  com- 
plexity, a  world  requiring  an  education  that  gives  broad 
cultural  training,  while  adjusting  the  individual  to  his 
sphere  of  greatest  adaptability. 

As  citizens  we  recognize  no  greater  community  re- 
sponsibility than  that  which  is  entrusted  to  the  teachers 
of  our  children.  Theirs  is  a  task  which  calls  for  the 
constant  display  of  initiative,  skill  and  patience,  against 
a  broad  cultural  background.  Such  a  task  as  is  perform- 
ed .  by  our  teachers  is  stimulated  by  the  words  of  en- 
couragement which  125,000  of  our  citizens  gave  when 
they  visited  their  neighborhood  schools  last  year  during 
Public  Schools  Week. 

As  Mayor  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  I  trust  that 
all  residents  of  San  Francisco  will  avail  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  to  visit  their  schools  during  the  week 
beginning  April  24  and  to  support  the  several  excellent 
evening  programs  which  have  been  prepared  for  their 
inspection.

Saturday  afternoon  at  the  San  Francisco  Building,  four 
schools  participated  in  a  program  that  transformed  the 
Court  of  Whales  into  a  pageant  of  youth.  Hostesses  from 
Girls  High  School  escorted  visitors  through  the  build- 
ing, while  orchestras  of  Lowell  and  Mission  High 
Schools  gave  forth  music  under  their  respective  leaders, 
Madison  Devlin  and  George  D.  Ingram.  Upstairs,  the 
Hotel  and  Restaurant  Management  Course  of  the  Junior 
College  took  over  the  kitchen  and  served  tea  to  all 
visitors.

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An  Old  Question — A  New  Answer  Forums  Debate  Standardization 


"WHAT'S  The  Matter  With  Today's  Schools?"  the 
question  that  has  been  asked  in  every  age,  was  dis- 
cussed over  Station  KGO  on  last  Wednesday  evening  when 
James  Leo  Halley,  chairman  of  Public  Schools  Week, 
interviewed  Hon.  C.  Harold  Caulfield,  president  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  "I  have  had  the  question  raised  with 
the  added  comment  that  'a  girl  came  to  a  downtown 
office  for  a  position  and  she  couldn't  even  compute  per- 
centages,' said  Mr.  Halley.  What  would  your  answer 
have  been  Mr.  Caulfield?" 

"Tell  that  man,  Mr.  Halley,  that  he  may  have  been 
talking  to  one  of  San  Francisco's  best  singers;  that  he 
may  have  been  talking  to  a  girl  who  has  been  prepared 
for  the  noblest  of  all  women's  professions — homemak- 
ing;  that  he  may  have  been  talking  to  a  girl  well-trained 
along  any  one  of  a  dozen  other  lines ;  but  that  he  was 
talking  to  a  girl  who  perhaps  never  will  be  able  to  mas- 
ter percentaging  and  who  retained  its  principles  in  school 
just  long  enough  to  pass  her  examinations.  Ask  that  man 
if  he  will  please  not  communicate  with  San  Francisco 
Junior  College,  any  of  our  high  schools,  or  Continuation 
School,  and  ask  them  to  refer  to  him  a  girl  stenographer- 
bookkeeper  able  to  compute  percentages.  I  have  no  doubt 
that  not  only  will  his  needs  be  met,  but  he  will  have  to 
look  to  his  own  mathematical  laurels  should  he  desire 
competition."

City-Wide  Spelling  Survey 

A  spelling  survey  is  to  be  administered  in  grades  four 
to  twelve  inclusive,  of  all  San  Francisco  Schools  Wed- 
nesday, April  26.  The  test  may  be  administered  in  the 
morning  or  afternoon,  but  all  pupils  of  a  school  should 
be  tested  within  a  single  half  day.  The  word  lists  have 
been  sent  to  each  principal's  office,  to  be  distributed  to 
the  teachers  the  half  day  on  which  the  test  is  to  be 
given.  Teachers  administering  the  test  are  requested  to 
adhere  strictly  to  the  directions  which  follow  in  admin- 
istering, scoring,  and  recording  results. 

ADMINISTRATION:  Provide  pupils  with  paper  of  a  uniform 
size,  large  enough  for  two  columns  of  words,  25  to  a  column. 

Instruct  pupils  as  follows:  "Write  your  name,  the  name  of 
your  school,  your  grade,  and  your  age  at  the  top  of  the  page. 
Number  from  1  to  50  in  two  columns."  Teachers  of  lower  grades 
should  illustrate  this  procedure. 

After  pupils  have  prepared  their  papers,  the  words  should  be 
given  as  directed  at  the  top  of  the  spelling  lists. 

Collect  pupils'  papers  immediately  after  the  tests  have  been  given. 

SCORING:  Give  credit  only  for  words  pronounced.  Do  not 
accept  plurals,  singulars,  changed  tense,  or  words  used  in  a  sense 
other  than  the'  sentence  would  indicate,  e.g.,  "half"  for  "halves", 
"made"  for   "make",  or  "cent"  for   "sent". 

The  pupils  have  been  instructed  to  dot  i's  and  cross  t's.  Unless 
the  letters  are  obviously  i's  or  t's  count  as  wrong. 

If  a  word  has  been  crossed  out  or  rewritten,  accept  the  obvious 
intention  of  the  child  as  the  word  to  be  considered. 

Disregard  capitalization. 

Give  one  point  for  each  word  spelled  correctly  by  pupil.  No 
partial  credits  should  be  given.  The  maximum  score  is  50. 

Enter  results   on  the   printed    record  sheets  which  are  provided. 

School,  grade,  date,  classroom  teacher  and  the  name  of  the 
teacher  correcting  the  papers  should  be  entered  in  the  spaces 
designated  at  the  top  of  each  record  sheet. 

List  all  of  the  pupils  enrolled  in  each  half  grade  in  alphabetical 
order,  entering  full  name  where  initials  are  the  same. 

Enter  in  column  1,  *B"  or  "G"  to  indicate  the  sex  of  the 
pupil. 

Enter  in  column  2,    the   chronological  age  of  each  pupil  at  the    . 
date  of  the  test.   Chronological  age  tables  are  provided. 

Enter  in  column  3,  the  number  of  words  spelled  correctly  by 
each  child. 

In  the  space  for  Comments  record  such  irregularities  as:  "Not 
familiar  with  English,"   "Absent,"   etc. 

Preserve  the  pupils'  papers  until  further  notice  as  they  may  be 
needed  for  analysis. 

Return  the  pupils1  record  sheets  to  the  Bureau  of  Research  not 
later  than  May  5.

It  will  require  a  large  fund  to 
carry  out  the  local  plans  of  this  educational  program 
in  a  way  that  will  bring  credit  to  the  teachers  of  this 
community  and  to  our  great  city  itself. 

Believing  that  this  important  convention  meets  the 
purposes  for  which  the  teachers  originally  agreed  to 
subscribe  one  dollar  for  the  five  lectures  of  Dr.  Kil- 
patrick, from  which  series  by  good  fortune  a  balance  of 
about  $1100  remains,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  by  the 
members  of  the  committee  present  on  February  27,  that 
the  net  amount  of  money  on  hand  in  this  fund  should 
be  given  to  the  local  committee  on  arrangements  for  the 
N.E.A.  convention  to  be  used  as  needs  are  evident,  with 
an  understanding  that  a  report  of  its  use  will  be  made 
to  our  teachers. 

If,  perchance,  there  are  some  who  do  not  agree  with 
the  decision  of  the  committee  in  the  disposal  of  this 
balance,  such  teachers  may  secure  a  refund  of  approxi- 
mately sixty  cents  each  by  returning  an  original  admis- 
sion ticket  to  the  lectures,  bearing  the  name  of  Dr.

Cumulative  Record  Cards 

The  pupil's  cumulative  record  card  is  the  most  signifi- 
cant continuous  record  of  pupil  progress  available  to  ad- 
ministrators and  teachers.  It  is  important  that  all  data 
relative  to  ability  and  achievement  as  well  as  attend- 
ance, be  entered  as  soon  as  they  are  available.  These 
entries  should  be  made  by  the  classroom  teachers  at  the 
close  of  each  semester. 

The  cumulative  record  cards  of  pupils  remaining 
within  a  school  should  be  filed  in  the  principal's  office 
where  they  are  accessible  to  the  principal  and  teacher. 

The  cumulative  record  cards  of  pupils  leaving  the 
elementary  school  to  enter  junior  or  senior  high  school, 
should  be  sent  to  the  Bureau  of  Research,  with  the 
school  assignment  clearly  designated  in  the  upper  right 
hand  corner,  not  later  than  May  16.  These  assignments 
should  correspond  to  those  sent  in  on  May  2.

"It  is  believed  that  this  competition  was  one  of 
tion  in  San  Francisco  during  the  past  30  years. 
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Hearing  Impairment  Is  Common  Junior  College  Commencement 


ONLY  about  half  of  the  adult  population  of  the  na- 
tion claims  to  have  normal  hearing,  according  to 
random  samplings  made  in  connection  with  recent  United 
States  Public  Health  Service  surveys. 

Findings  also  revealed  that  only  56  per  cent  of  these 
people  who  think  they  hear  perfectly  passed  audiometer 
tests  for  normal  hearing.  Many  failed  to  hear  the  very 
high  and  the  very  low  tones. 

Wide  differences  were  found  among  men  and  women. 
In  general  women  detect  the  high  tones  better  but  fail 
to  hear  sounds  in  the  lower  range.  Men  do  well  in  de- 
tecting low  tones  but  frequently  show  loss  of  hearing 
for  high  pitched  sounds. 

The  investigation  was  conducted  as  a  phase  of  the  Na- 
tional Health  Survey,  and  in  cooperation  with  prominent 
ear  specialists.  Hearing  tests  and  ear,  nose  and  throat  ex- 
aminations were  given  to  about  9,000  persons  drawn  at 
random  from  the  population  in  twelve  cities. 

The  most  frequent  defect  among  these  persons  who 
erroneously  believed  their  hearing  to  be  normal  consist^ 
in  loss  of  hearing  above  the  range  of  sounds  most  com- 
monly used  in  human  speech,  that  is,  above  an  audio- 
frequency level  of  3,000  cycles  per  second. 

It  was  demonstrated  through  tests  with  bone  conduc- 
tion vibrators,  placed  on  the  mastoid  bones,  that  these 
losses  for  high  tones  are  due  to  primary  degeneration 
of  the  acoustic  nerve.  This  degeneration  results  from  in- 
fectious processes  associated  with  certain  systemic  di- 
seases— such  as  scarlet  fever,  meningitis,  diphtheria,  in- 
fluenza, and  the  like — as  well  as  from  local  infections  of 
the  middle  ear.  The  common  head  cold  is  a  frequent 
cause  of  these  middle  ear  infections.

SAN  FRANCISCO  is  privileged  to  aid  its  neighbors  in 
the  Pajaro  Valley  by  promoting  the  sale  of  300,000 
boxes  of  Golden  Green  Pippin  Apples  now  stored  in 
warehouses  at  Watsonville.  This  crop  must  be  moved, 
otherwise  growers  will  be  faced  with  a  staggering  loss. 
Teachers  have  been  asked  to  help  by  relaying  messages 
home  to  parents  to  encourage  the  sale  of  apples. 

Tune  1  to  10  will  be  the  period  devoted  to  a  Watson- 
ville Apple  Sale.  During  that  time  chain  stores  and  inde- 
pendent stores,  hotels,  restaurants  and  railroads,  retail 
stores  and  air  lines  will  feature  apples;  newspapers  and 
radios  will  talk  about  them.  Civic  organizations  and 
service  clubs  will  serve  them.  San  Francisco  will  be  apple 
minded  and,  even  if  the  entire  three  hundred  thousand 
boxes  are  not  moved,  a!  large  part  of  them  will  be,  and 
the  growers  will  be  relieved,  in  part  at  least,  of  a  situa- 
tion which  would  have  been  little  short  of  disaster. 

At  the  Chamber's  invitation  a  committee  from  Watson- 
ville, representing  the  apple  growers,  came  to  San  Fran- 
cisco last  Thursday  to  tell  their  story.  It  bore  out  all 
of  the  facts  developed  in  a  recent  investigation  and  em- 
phasized the  necessity  for  prompt,  concerted  action. 

Those  having  charge  of  the  drive  have  placed  especial 
emphasis  upon  the  fact  that  the  Watsonville  apples  will 
be  offered  consumers  in  San  Francisco  exclusively  through 
the  established  retail  market.  Under  this  policy  it  should 
stimulate  a  public  demand  for  the  product.  Information 
regarding  attractive  display  material  in  colors  may  be 
obtained  by  contacting  the  Domestic  Trade  Department 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  333  Pine 
Street,  Telephone  EXbrook  4511.

Ancient  Judean  Medicine 

THE  medical  practitioners  of  ancient  Judea  had  theories 
and  techniques  on  infections  and  their  results  that 
appear  surprisingly  modern,  it  is  revealed  in  a  rare 
volume  that  has  come  to  the  Crummer  Room  library 
of  the  University  of  California  Medical  Center  here. 
The  volume,  written  early  in  the  eighteenth  century  by 
Dr.  John  Jacob  Schmidt,  a  German  physician,  is  titled 
Medicine  and  the  Bible,  and  is  a  collection  of  all  refer- 
ences to  disease  and  remedies  that  occur  in  the  Old 
Testament. 

Because  of  the  revelation  such  as  those  contained  in 
the  Schmidt  book,  Hebrew  medicine  and  its  accom- 
plishments have  aroused  new  interest  among  students 
of  medical  history,  according  to  Dr.  Langley  Porter, 
dean  of  the  University's  medical  school.  "The  amazing 
modernness  of  many  points  of  view  in  some  of  these 
books,  written  thousands  of  years  ago,  certainly  fur- 
nishes food  for  thought,"  Dr.  Porter  said. 

Dr.  Abraham  Bernstein,  instructor  in  obstetrics  and 
gynecology,  has  taken  a  special  interest  in  this  phase 
of  medical  history,  and  will  soon  publish  a  study  of 
the  ancient  Dr.  Schmidt  work  and  others  relating  to 
the  records  of  medicine  in  the  Bible.

The  main  emphasis  in  this  book  is  upon  actual  practice  in  a 
great  variety  of  elementary  school  activities.

Story  of  the  Apple 

In  the  pages  of  history  and  in  ancient  mythology, 
stories  are  told  of  golden  apples  guarded  by  fiery  dragons, 
of  William  Tell,  legendary  Swiss  archer,  who  with  an 
arrow  cleaved  an  apple  resting  upon  the  head  of  his  son. 

And  there  is  the  story,  too,  of  Johnny  Appleseed,  of 
America's  colonial  days,  who  scattered  apple  seeds,  leav- 
ing in  his  wake  apple  trees,  forerunners  of  the  apple 
orchards  near  the  Atlantic  Coast  today. 

Most  everyone  has  heard  of  these  romantic  stories, 
but  not  many  have  heard  the  story  of  how  C.  O.  Silli- 
man  came  with  his  family  into  the  fertile  Pajaro  Valley 
just  South  of  San  Francisco  and  planted  the  first  crop  of 
Golden  Green  Newtown  Pippin  Apples  in  1853. 

The  planting  of  the  Silliman  family  orchard  marked 
the  beginning  of  California's  present  huge  crop  of 
Golden  Green  Pippins,  yielding  between  two  and  one- 
half  and  three  million  boxes  of  apples  every  year.  So 
large  was  the  crop  this  year  that  farmers  have  not  been 
able  to  sell  all  the  fruit.  There  exists  in  warehouses 
throughout  the  Pajaro  Valley  a  surplus  of  300,000  boxes 
of  Golden  Green  Pippins. 

If  this  surplus  is  not  sold,  growers  will  suffer  heavy 
losses.  San  Francisco  has  been  called  upon  for  help. 
Between  June  1-10,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce will  conduct  an  extensive  Watsonville  Apple  Sale 
to  stimulate  purchases  of  Golden  Green  Pippins.  Every 
organization,  every  institution  in  San  Francisco,  includ- 
ing the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools,  has  been  asked  for 
whole  hearted  cooperation  in  this  campaign  to  help  our 
neighbors. 

If  every  pupil  in  every  San  Francisco  public  school 
were  to  eat  just  one  apple  each  day  during  the  Watson- 
ville apple  sale,  more  than  1,000,000  apples  would  be 
sold.  This  would  help  minimize  the  tremendous  losses 
faced  by  Pajaro  Valley  agriculturalists.  It  would  help 
San  Francisco  serve  rural  California,  thus  making  new 
friends  for  our  City.

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Text  Book  Selections 

THE  English  teachers  of  the  four-year  and  senior  high 
schools  have  given  careful  consideration  to  all  the 
text  books  on  American  Literature  submitted  for  adoption 
this  Spring. 

They  have  examined  the  texts,  discussed  them,  in  their 
schools  and  in  general  meeting,  and  voted  on  them,  giv- 
ing consideration  to: 

1.  the  curriculum  principles  that  should  prevail  in  the  course 
on  American  Literature;  2.  the.  suitability  and  value  of  the  selec- 
tions  included  in  each  text;  3.  the  basis  of  organisation  and  the 
style  of  presentation  of  the  material  in  each  text;  4.  the  usability 
of  the  text  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  format  or  physical  features 
of  the  text. 

The  choice  made  by  the  teachers  was  determined  by 
a  majority  vote  of  the  teachers  actually  handling  the 
classes  in  American  Literature  in  our  several  high  schools. 
The  vote  was  taken  by  secret  ballot  in  the  schools. 
The  votes  were  counted  by  a  committee  of  four,  includ- 
ing the  Chief  Deputy  Superintendent,  the  Deputy  Super- 
intendent for  High  Schools,  the  Supervisor  of  Texts  and 
Libraries,  and  the  Director  of  Curriculum.

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A  Generous  Response 

THE  generosity  of  retired  teachers  in  responding  to  the 
recent  appeal  of  the  local  committee  of  arrangements 
for  the  National  Education  Association  Convention,  July 
2-6  was  proportionately  equal  to  those  in  active  service, 
a  striking  reflection  of  the  pride  which  all  members  of 
the  certificated  staff  hold  in  their  profession. 

This  point  was  emphasized  by  receipt  of  a  contribution 
to  convention  expenses  in  memory  of  a  deceased  teacher 
who  had  served  in  San  Francisco  schools  34  years.  The 
teacher  whose  memory  was  thus  significantly  honored  was 
Bertha  E.  Leeds.  She  passed  away  April  10  after  teaching 
since  1908  in  Laguna  Honda  School  and  before  that  at 
Star  King  and  Sunnyside  Schools,  San  Francisco,  and  other 
schools  in  California  for  a  total  of  more  than  half  a 
century.  Her  posthumous  subscription  was  sent  to  A.  L. 
McCarthy,  chairman  of  the  N.E.A.  finance  committee  by 
the  late  teacher's  brother  with  this  letter: 

"In  settling  the  affairs  of  my  late  sister,  Bertha  E. 
Leeds,  I  found  your  circular  letter  addressed  to  the 
teachers  asking  for  contributions  to  make  the  coming 
N.E.A.  convention  a  huge  success.  My  sister  passed  aivay 
April  10  after  52  years  service  to  the  children  of  Califor- 
nia. I  know  she  would  want  to  contribute  to  the  success 
of  the  convention  so  I  am  enclosing  my  check  to  help  in 
a  small  way  carry  the  good  work  forward.

Burlingame,  Calif." 

Profoundly   impressed  by  this  gesture  of  cooperation 
and  its  significance  to  teachers,  and  all  looking  forward 
to    the   .N.E.A.    gathering    here,    Superintendent    J.    P. 
Nourse  replied  to  the  letter  as  follows: 
"My  Dear  Mr.  Leeds: 

Permit  me  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
personal  appreciation  for  your  thoughtful  and  generous 
contribution  toward  making  the  coming  National  Educa- 
tion Convention  a  success.

Spelling  Above  National  Average 

CAN  FRANCISCO  Public  Elementary  School  pupils 
*»  are  above  the  national  average  in  their  ability  to  spell, 
according  to  a  preliminary  report  made  by  the  Bureau  of 
Research  to  Superintendent  Nourse.  The  report  is  as 
follows: 

Those  who  participated  in  the  city  wide  spelling  survey 
administered  during  Public  Schools  Week  will  be  inter- 
ested in  the  spelling  achievement  of  San  Francisco  Public 
School  pupils.  This  preliminary  report  refers  only  to  the 
accomplishment  of  the  24,000  pupils  in  the  regular  classes 
of  grades  4  to  8  inclusive. 

Since  the  national  norm  for  the  spelling  test  adminis- 
tered was  established  for  pupils  at  definite  age  levels,  the 
following  table  is  based  on  age  rather  than  grade.

With  a  minimum  of  formal  spelling  in  the  primary 
grades,  San  Fraancisco  pupils  in  the  low  fourth  grade, 
having  an  average  age  of  9  years  and  6  months,  exceed 
pupils  in  general  by  1.3  points  on  a  50  point  scale.  By 
the  time  they  are  12  years  of  age  they  exceed  the  na- 
tional norm  by  more  than  4  score  points.  With  the  tran- 
sition to  junior  high  school  and  an  extension  of  curricular 
activities  with  less  emphasis  on  spelling  the  semi-annual 
gain  was  not  as  great  as  in  the  previous  half  years.  San 
Francisco  pupils  still  maintain  a  consistent  superiority 
over  pupils  of  the  same  ages  as  reported  in  the  national 
norm.  The  summaries  for  grades  9  to  12  inclusive  are 
now  being  made  and  the  results  promise  to  be  equally 
gratifying.

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Teacher's  Report  Card 

DO  YOU  ever  get  so  wrapped  up  in  your  subjects,  and 
just  the  job  part  of  teaching,  that  you  forget  the 
impression  you  are  making  on  your  pupils?  asks  Mrs. 
Grace  A.  Kalyn,  n  a  recent  issue  of  the  New  Jersey 
Educational  Review.  If  so,  you  would  be  pulled  up 
sharply  by  a  quiz  on  what  pupils  think  of  teachers  in 
general  and  you  in  particular. 

Ninety  pupils  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  at 
the  Maple  Grove  School  in  Williamstown  have  made  it 
clear  that  many  teachers  are  so  introverted  they  don't 
see  what  their  peculiarities  of  speech,  voice,  dress  and 
manners  do  to  the  pupils  who  have  to  watch  them  all 
day  long. 

Are  you,  for  instance,  a  hair  patter?  Just  a  habit  but 
it  may  greatly  irritate  a  pupil  to  have  his  lessons  pepper- 
ed with  the  smoothing  of  hair.  Or  perhaps  you  begin 
each  sentence  with  "all  right",  until  poor  Susie  squirms 
and  could  yell  for  relief. 

While  it  is  true  that  children's  opinions  of  their 
teachers  are  immature,  casual  and  often  changeable,  and 
may  not  conform  to  the  ideas  of  supervisors,  it  is  also 
very  true  that  children  know  what  they  like  in  a  person. 
It  is  from  this  angle  that  the  results  of  the  survey  are 
submitted. 

The  14  questions  asked  were  of  the  subjective  type. 
Some  covered  school  subjects  and  the  order  of  prefer- 
ence, others  touched  school  administration  and  those 
which  brought  the  greatest  volume  of  emphatic  re- 
sponses concerned  teacher  personality.  Perhaps  even 
more  indicative  of  the  dominant  position  of  the  teacher 
in  the  child's  picture  of  school  life,  is  the  fact  that  the 
personality  of  the  teacher  appeared  to  be  the  chief  fac- 
tor in  every  reply,  regardless  of  what  the  question  con- 
cerned.

It  will 
include  Stevenson's  life  from  his  boyhood  in  Scotland 
through  his  long  sojourn  in  San  Francisco,  Monterey 
and  Mt.  St.  Helena,  his  health-seeking  voyage  to  the 
South  Seats  and  his  last  days  at  Samoa.  The  famous  epi- 
taph he  wrote  and  the  Spanish  songs  he  loved  in  Cali- 
fornia will  be  intersperesed  in  the  program,  and  a  little 
play  based  on  his  book  "Treasure  Island,"  will  be  enact- 
ed by  pupils  during  the  presentation.

Schools  Help  Apple  Growers 

The  part  played  by  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools 
in  the  appeal  being  conducted  to  aid  Pajaro  Valley 
apple  growers  in  disposing  of  an  apple  surplus  is  receiv- 
ing hearty  commendation  of  Watsonville  and  all  valley 
fruit  men.  Reports  on  what  is  being  accomplished  by  the 
schools  are  being  made  for  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
who  endorsed  the  campaign  and  suggested  the  schools' 
participation  by  featuring  Watsonville  apples  in  food 
classes  and  school  cafeterias,  thus  contributing  to  the 
success  of  the  campaign  to  aid  the  growers  in  dis- 
posing of  a  300,000-box  apple  surplus  which  Pajaro  Val- 
ley growers  are  facing.  In  addition  to  the  schools,  San 
Francisco  merchants,  hotels,  restaurants  and  other  agen- 
cies are  cooperating  in  the  campaign  to  aid  Watsonville 
growers  dispose  of  the  surplus  apple  crop.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  if  all  the  pupils  in  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Schools  consumed  one  apple  a  day  during  the 
period  of  the  campaign,  June  1  to  June  10,  the  300,000- 
box  apple  surplus  would  be  reduced  by  1,000,000  apples.

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Study  Units  Not  Required  in  1939-40 


THE  1939-40  salary  schedule  as  approved  by  the  Board 
'  of  Education  will  be  printed  and  distributed  after 
disposition  of  requests  now  being  considered  for  minor 
adjustments  in   the  administrative  schedule. 

All  teachers  will  advance  one  rating  on  the  new 
schedule  providing  they  have  served  75  per  cent  of  the 
number  of  required  days  on  their  present  rating.  The 
maximums  for  1939-40  are  set  at  the  15th  rating  for 
elementary  schools,  14th  rating  for  junior  high  schools, 
and  13th  rating  for  senior  high  schools.  No  study  units 
are  required  in  order  to  receive  the  salary  increments 
for  the  year  1939-40. 

However,  all  university  credit  obtained  during  the 
year  1939-40  may  be  credited  to  future  study  increments 
providing  the  work  is  approved  in  advance  on  blanks 
available  in  the  Bureau  of  Personnel. 

The  rules,  effective  July  1,  1939,  governing  placement 
and  advancement  of  teachers  is  as  follows: 

1.  All  teachers  now  in  service  shall  be  assumed  to  have 
completed  all  study  requirements  for  salary  incre- 
ments up  to  their  present  salary  rating  and  shall 
move  upward  on  the  schedule  automatically,  with  the 
obligation  of  meeting  studv  requirements  for  such 
bonuses  only  as  are  still  ahead  of  them  in  the  salary 
schedule  before  being  entitled  to  the  added  incre- 
ments for  study. 

2.  Those  teachers  who  are  now  (1938-1939)  on  the 
5th,  10th,  or  14th  ratings  of  the  salary  schedule  shall 
move  automatically,  and  without  further  study  re- 
quirement, to  the  next  higher  rating  of  their  respec- 
tive scales;  that  is,  those  now  on  the  5th  rating  will 
move  to  6th  rating  Scale  B,  those  on  10th  rating  will 
move  to  11th  rating  Scale  C,  those  on  14th  rating 
will  move  to  15th  rating  Scale  D. 

3.  Those  teachers  who  are  now  (1938-1939)  on  the 
4th,  9th,  or  13th  ratings  of  the  salary  schedule  shall 
be  required  to  show  evidence  of  the  completion  of 
two  (2)  units  of  work,  as  herein  defined,  before 
being  eligible  for  an  additional  study  increment. 

4.  Those  teachers  who  are  now  (1938-1939)  on  the  3rd, 
8th,  or  12th  ratings  of  the  salary  schedules  shall  be 
required  to  show  evidence  of  the  completion  of  four 
(4)  units  of  work  before  being  eligible  for  an  addi- 
tional study  increment.

5.  Those  teachers  who  are  now  (1938-1939)  on  the 
1st,  2nd,  6th,  7th,  or  11th  rating  of  the  salary 
schedule,  and  all  those  who  shall  hereafter  enter  the 
department,  shall  be  required  to  show  evidence  of 
the  completion  of  six  (6)  units  of  work  before  being 
eligible  for  an  additional  study  increment.  The  in- 
crement at  the  fourth  (3rd  to  4th)  rating  shall  not 
be  considered  a  study  increment. 

6.  University  or  college  work,  or  Sabbatical  Leave  as 
herein  provided,  may  be  offered  in  satisfaction  of 
the  above  requirements,  provided  such  work  was 
completed  not  more  than  five  years  prior  to  the  date 
on  which  it  is  credited  for  study  increment.  No 
previously  acquired  units  may  be  held  over  for  a 
second  or  subsequent  study  increment. 

7.  No  teacher  shall  suffer  any  reduction  in  salary  as  a 
result  of  the  transfer  from  the  1938-39  salary  sched- 
ule to  the  1939-40  salary  schedule. 

8.  Any  teacher  who  on  July  1,  1939,  is  48  years  of  age 
or  over,  and  who  has  been  employed  as  a  member 
of  the  certificated  staff  in  the  San  Francisco  public 
schools  for  twenty  years,  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
study  increment  requirements. 

9.  Any  teacher  who  on  July  1,  1939,  is  60  years  of  age 
or  over  shall  be  exempt  from  all  study  increment 
requirements  regardless  of  years  of  service. 

10.  Certificated  employees  on  the  present  maximum  rat- 
ings shall  advance  one  rating  as  follows  if  they  have 
completed  75%  of  the  required  days  in  service  for 
their  classification  for  the  school  year  1938-1939  or 
who  have  served  on  the  maximum  rating  for  their 
classification  for  75%  of  the  required  days  in  service 
of  any  prior  year  (leaves  of  absence  or  absence  from 
duty  for  any  cause  shall  not  be  considered  for  salary 
purposes  as  "in  service"). 


Outside  Activities  Protested 

Extravagance  and  usurpation  of  power  on  the  part 
of  governmental  agencies  and  employees  in  engaging  in 
activities  not  directly  related  to  their  official  employment 
has  drawn  fire  from  the  Santa  Ana  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce which  has  lodged  a  complaint  with  the  Board  of 
Education  in  that  city  against  "unfair  competition  with 
private  business." 

Result  was  a  board  appointment  of  Chairman  George 
A.  Wells  and  Superintendent  of  Schools  Frank  A.  Hen- 
derson to  meet  with  chamber  officials  and  discuss  the 
problem,  in  an  effort  to  "reach  an  understanding." 

Action  came  after  the  chamber  protested  against  scope 
of  operation  of  the  Orange  County  Teachers'  Credit 
Union,  a  travel  service  conducted  by  two  teachers,  and 
other  items  of  business.  Henderson  reported  that  17  or 
18  teachers  operated  orange  grove  businesses,  and  that 
some  others  conduct  businesses  on  the  side,  such  as 
keeping  rooming  houses. 

The  chamber  alleged  in  its  letter  that  the  credit  union 
has  a  right  to  do  business  but  that  it  has  gone  too  far 
"afield"  in  that  it  includes  in  its  membership  the  fami- 
lies of  the  teachers,  and  their  friends,  and  has  gone 
astray  of  the  small-loan  business  to  a  point  where  it 
finances  automobiles  and  homes  purchases. 

The  manager  of  the  union  is  a  teacher  in  the  college. 
The  loans  of  the  union  have  been  in  excess  of  $400,000 
to  date.  He  is  also  a  partner  in  a  travel  service.  As  a 
full-time  teacher  he  also  is  under  tenure  and  retirement 
provisions.  The  chamber  held  that,  with  all  these  acti- 
vities, he  is  in  an  enviable  position.  "Under  the  circum- 
stances it  is  but  natural  to  expect  that  the  bulk  of  his 
energy  will  be  expended  on  behalf  of  the  two  private 
businesses  in  which  he  is  interested,"  the  chamber  de- 
clared. 
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Environment  versus  Heredity 

APPARENTLY  there  are  still  a  few  things  to  find  out 
about  children.  The  identical  twins  on  Amsterdam 
Avenue  were  reunited  some  time  ago  and  the  results 
compared  as  between  conditioned  Jimmie  and  uncondi- 
tioned Johnny.  But  at  Antioch  College  the  Fels  Research 
Institute  now  has  its  eye  on  a  group  of  120  children,  2 
years  and  up,  and  including  one  male  triplet  combination. 

It  is  more  than  a  bit  surprising  that  at  this  late  day  a 
corps  of  child  specialists,  doctors,  psychologists  and 
chemists  should  be  looking' for  information — on  what? 
On  nothing  less  than  child  growth  as  conditioned  by  nu- 
trition, physical  activity,  illness  and  all  the  other  inci- 
dents that  young  flesh  is  heir  to.  This  late  in  the  day 
they  still  want  information  on  the  question  of  environ- 
ment versus  heredity. 

Why  should  experimentation  of  any  kind  be  needed  in 
a  field  so  enormously  rich  in  clinical  material?  Billions 
of  children  have  been  born  since  the  world  was  made, 
and  nurtured,  and  conditioned  in  every  way,  and  then 
exposed  to  the  severest  and  most  satisfying  test  of  all — 
the  test  of  life.  Why  is  there  need  for  laboratory  research? 
The  results  of  the  prolonged  Columbia  University  ex- 
periment on  the  identical  twins  of  Amsterdam  Avenue 
were  not  astonishing.  When  the  two  had  been  reunited 
after  a  separation  of  some  years,  they  found,  after  some 
time,  no  salient  difference  between  the  conditioned  and 
the  unconditioned  child.  Perhaps  it  may  be  too  early  to 
speak.  Presumably  we  must  wait  until  the  twins  have 
attained  manhood.  Only  then,  by  the  new  psychology, 
will  the  influence  of  their  different  infant  environments 
manifest  themselves.  But  the  experimenters  themselves 
apparently  cherish  no  great  expectations. 

The  home,  which  has  always  been  the  best  laboratory 
for  child  experimentation  and  observation,  should  more 
than  ever  fill  that  role  today.  The  most  profound  change 
that  has  taken  place  in  the  conditioning  of  the  child  has 
taken  place  in  the  home.  Social  change,  industrial  change, 
technology  and  invention,  the  standard  of  living — they 
do  not  strike  in  so  deeply  on  the  modern  child  as  the  fact 
that  he  was  formerly  one  of  four  or  five  children  in  the 
home  and  he  is  now  one  of  two  children  or  the  sole 
child. 

One  of  the  Government  departments  in  Washington 
was  asked  some  time  ago  to  designate  a  group  of  typical 
mid-Western  towns.  It  did  so  with  many  specifications. 
In  one  of  the  most  tvpical  Midwest  American  places 
the  average  family  contained  four  members,  and  in  an- 
other town  the  average  was  three  and  a  half.  It  seems 
hardly  necessary,  in  view  of  the  picture  which  this  new- 
size  American  family  calls  up,  to  roam  far  abroad  in 
quest  of  Oedipus  complexes  and  mother  fixations. 

In  ancient  India  and  ancient  Egypt  they  knew  that  it 
was  not  good  to  pamper  children;  it  spoiled  them.  But 
it  was  much  harder  to  spoil  one  of  ten  children  along 
the  Nile  or  the  Ganges  than  to  spoil  one  out  of  one 
and  a  half  children  in  the  Mississippi  Valley.

Need  of  Public  Good  Will 

CUCCESS  in  any  field  of  business  endeavor  today  is 
*^  predicated  upon  a  knowledge  of  the  broad  field  of 
public  relations,  declares  Freeman  Lusk,  director  of 
Public  Relations  for  the  Los  Angeles  City  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, now  a  member  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  Extension  Division  here. 

"A  knowledge  of  the  profession  of  public  relations  is 
absolutely  essential  to  any  person  ambitious  to  achieve  a 
place  of  executive  or  administrative  responsibility  today. 
No  matter  how  proficient  one  may  be  in  any  specialized 
field  of  endeavor,  he  cannot  achieve  maximum  success 
unless  he  is  public  relations-minded,"  says  Lusk,  who, 
prior  to  his  association  with  the  Los  Angeles  Board  of 
Education,  was  engaged  in  advertising  and  radio  public 
relations. 

"This  is  because  in  our  intricate  and  interdependent 
society  the  public  has  become  the  major  factor  in  every 
enterprise,  whether  it  be  professional,  commercial,  or 
governmental.  Public  good  will  is  an  asset  equally  nec- 
essary to  lawyer,  actor,  merchant,  artist,  manufacturer, 
or  politician.  This  is  especially  true  in  the  field  of  busi- 
ness. 

"Thus,  no  matter  what  one's  career  or  ambition  may 
be,  an  understanding  of  the  principles  and  practice  of 
public  relations  is  prerequisite  to  success."

Thumbing  through  the  pages  of  the  early  history  of 
San  Francisco  recently,  journalism  students  of  Lowell 
High  School  produced  a  readable,  interesting  and  ac- 
curate description  of  Lowell,  California's  oldest  high 
school.

COR  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  San  Francisco 
'  Public  Schools  the  number  of  June  graduates  who 
will  continue  their  studies  in  institutions  of  higher 
learning  exceeds  those  who  plan  to  obtain  employment. 
Of  the  total,  2654,  the  largest  group  ever  to  graduate 
from  the  eight  public  high  schools,  in  school  history, 
1422  plan  to  continue  their  studies  at  college,  according 
to  announcement  made  by  Joseph  P.  Nourse,  superin- 
tendent of  public  schools. 

Diplomas  are  being  awarded  this  week  in  all  senior 
public  high  schools.  The  diplomas  will  be  presented  to 
graduates  by  principals  of  each  school,  beginning  tonight, 
Monday,  at  8  o'clock,   in   the  Memorial   Opera  House. 

Total  number  of  girl  graduates,  1392,  exceeds  the 
boy  graduates  by  130.  Numerically,  largest  commence- 
ment exercises  will  be  that  of  George  Washington  High 
School  where  411  diplomas  will  be  presented.  Balboa 
High  School  exercises  will  see  diplomas  presented  to  a 
graduating  class  of  392,  second  largest  in  the  school's 
history. 

At  the  first  of  the  commencement  exercises,  diplomas 
will  be  presented  to  the  graduating  class  of  Polytechnic 
High  School  by  Principal  James  E.  Addicott.  Four 
student  speakers  will  speak  at  the  exercises:  Fred  Martin, 
student  body  president;  Francis  Ryan,  senior  class  presi- 
dent; Arnt  H.  Tjensvold,  valedictorian,  and  Dorthee 
Creyer,  salutatorian.

Polytechnic  Students  Win  Statewide  Test 

Polytechnic  High  School  scored  the  winning  team  in 
the  second  annual  state-wide  shorthand  speed  contest 
held  during  Public  Schools  Week,  according  to  results 
made  public  yesterday  in  the  Public  Schools  Division. 
First  and  third  places,  respectively,  in  the  80-word  speed 
contest  were  won  by  Shirley  Reed  and  Anita  Grayson. 
Second  place  in  the  100-word  speed  section  was  won  by 
Beverly  Edmond.  Nineteen  certificates  for  proficiency  in 
shorthand  were  awarded  to  Polytechnic  students  and  ten 
for  proficiency  in  typewriting.  The  tests  were  conducted 
under  auspices  of  Modesto  Junior  College. 
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Overlapping  Federal  Functions  in  Education  Scored  by  Administrators 


THE  companion  organization  of  the  National  Educa- 
tion Association  which  holds  its  annual  convention 
in  San  Francisco,  July  2-6,  is  the  American  Association 
of  School  Administrators.  The  latter  organization  held 
its  annual  meeting  in  Cleveland  in  February,  1939,  and 
urged  the  preservation  of  continued  independence  of 
educational  control,  both  local  and  national. 

The  resolutions  committee  also  adopted  a  series  of 
resolutions  including  one  "to  make  the  work  of  the 
schools  include  more  definitely  the  study  of  economic 
and  social  realities  and  the  problems  of  American 
Democracy  today." 

Inasmuch  as  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  Cleveland 
meeting  are  of  interest  to  all  teachers  who  are  members 
of  the  National  Education  Association  they  are  made 
available  in  summary  through  the  courtesy  of  Dr.  E.  W. 
Jacobsen,  chairman  of  the  resolutions  committee  and 
superintendent  of  the  Oakland  Public  Schools.  The 
summary  follows: 

Democracy:  The  American  Association  of  School 
Administrators  reaffirms  its  faith  in  democracy  as  the 
pattern  of  human  relationship  most  likely  to  bring  about 
the  maximum  happiness  and  well-being  of  all  peoples.  In 
order  to  maintain,  to  uphold,  and  to  apply  ever  more 
widely  the  principles  and  ideals  inherent  in  democracy, 
we  urge  the  educational  profession  to  promote  and  sup- 
port a  nation-wide  program,  particularly  within  the 
school,  to  insure  that  all  youth  and  adults  achieve  an 
intelligent  understanding  of  problems  democracy  faces — 
social,  political,  and  economic;  and  through  this  under- 
standing, to  facilitate  the  changes  which  society  from 
time  to  time  finds  indispensable  to  the  effective  realiza- 
tion of  such  democratic  ideals  as:  the  guarantee  of  life, 
liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness ;  the  establishment 
of  social  and  economic  security;  the  control  of  public 
policies  by  all  peoples;  the  equality  of  opportunity  for 
each  personality;  and  freedom  of  expression. 

The  Association  recommends  an  active  recognition  of 
the  educator's  responsibility  in  defending  and  maintain- 
ing democracy  by  building  a  better  world  understanding 
in  these  days  of  conflict  amonp  nations.  The  Associa- 
tion insists  that  it  is  Utopian  to  believe  that  enduring 
world  peace  can  be  built  upon  any  system  oi  human 
relationships  other  than  one  which  permits  the  masses 
of  men  to  order  their  own  ways  for  their  own  benefit 
and  makes  the  State  a  servant  of  the  individual. 

EDUCATIONAL  POLICIES:  The  American  Associa- 
tion of  School  Administrators  commends  the  recent  work 
of  the  Educational  Policies  Commission  and  calls  upon 
the  membership  to  aid  in  carrying  out  the  pronounce- 
ments of  the  Commission  that  this  continuing  program 
of  public  education  in  America  shall  become  operative 
in  a  continuously  increasing  degree  throughout  the 
United  States  of  America. 

In  terms  of  an  educational  program,  the  Association 
urges  its  members: 

a.  To  make  the  work  of  schools  include  more  def- 
initely the  study  of  economic  and  social  realities 
and  the  problems  of  American  democracy  today. 

b.  To  provide  youth,  whether  in  or  out  of  school, 
with  adequate  services  for  adjustment,  guidance 
and  vocational  placement.  Our  Association  views 
with  alarm  the  large  number  of  unemployed 
youth  between  the  ages  of  16  and  24  years  and 
calls  upon  the  schools  to  give  special  considera- 
tion to  furnishing  these  services  to  this  group 
of  young  people. 

c.  To  coordinate  school  activities  with  the  activities 
of  many  other  desirable  agencies  that  influence 
and  affect  the  lives  of  youth. 

Federal  Aid  To  Public  Education:  The  American  As- 
sociation of  School  Administrators  expresses  unqualified 
support  of  the  policy  of  Federal  Aid  for   public  educa- 


tion. It  extends  to  the  President  of  the  United  States 
whole-hearted  appreciation  of  his  pronouncement  upon 
the  principle  of  Federal  Aid  to  education  in  the  various 
states,  based  on  an  equalization  program,  as  voiced  in 
his  address  given  at  the  convention  ol  the  National  Edu- 
cation Association  in  New  York  City  last  July.  An 
equalization  program  is  the  essential  feature  of  Federal 
Aid  since  states  (and  localities  within  states)  are,  beyond 
all  possible  doubt,  extremely  unequal  in  ability  to  sup- 
port the  educational  program  so  necessary  to  the  contin- 
uance of  democratic  government. 

The  Association  urges  a  forceful  campaign  by  educa- 
tors for  the  enactment  by  Congress  of  legislation  that 
will  provide  a  desirable  program  of  Federal  Aid  for  the 
American  public  schools.  We  believe  that  such  a  pro- 
gram is  embodied  in  Senate  Bill  S.  1305. 

Duplication  of  Educational  Agencies:  Consistent  with 
our  historic  principle  of  the  control  of  education  by  the 
states,  the  American  Association  of  School  Administra- 
tors warns  the  American  people  that  the  development 
of  two  public  school  systems  in  this  country,  one  con- 
trolled by  Washington,  the  other  controlled  by  the  locali- 
ties and  the  states  will  not  only  result  in  needless 
duplication,  waste,  and  inefficiency,  but  will  be  partic- 
ularly dangerous  at  a  time  when  authoritarianism  and 
regimentation  are  gaining  the  upper  hand  in  so  many 
countries.  This  danger  comes  from  the  creation  of  various 
federal  educational  agencies  which,  it  is  true,  perform 
indispensable  services.  Federal  support  for  these  agencies 
is  essential,  but  federal  control  is  neither  necessary  nor 
desirable.  Since  every  state  has  a  going  school  system, 
the  administration  of  these  services  should  be  lodged 
in  the  states.  Local  and  state  control  is  one  of  the  strong- 
est supports  of  our  civil  liberties  and  of  intellectual 
freedom. 

Similarly,  we  warn  against  the  growing  tendency  of 
federal  departments  and  bureaus  to  establish  educational 
agencies  and  quasi-educational  activities  which  function 
without  regard  to  the  legally  established  federal  Office 
of  Education  and  frequently  result  in  confusion  and  waste 
of  public  funds.  The  administration  of  all  federal  ser- 
vices to  education  should  be  lodged  in  the  United  States 
Office  of  Education. 

Allocation  of  Public  Funds:  Since  the  primary  obliga- 
tion of  the  states  and  communities  is  caring  for  the 
training,  education,  and  placement  of  the  youth  of  Am- 
erica, the  needs  of  children  and  youth  should  have  first 
consideration  in  the  allotment  of  public  funds. 

Independent  Educational  Control:  The  Association 
recognizes  with  pride  that  the  American  system  of  elect- 
ing boards  directly  by  the  people  to  control  public  edu- 
cation without  interference  from  city  councils  and  com- 
missions has  been  responsible  for  a  large  share  of  the 
independence  of  schools  and  the  educational  achieve- 
ments of  the  country. 

The  Association  condemns  vigorously  recant  attempts 
to  break  down  this  system  by  subordinating  the  control 
and  support  of  education  to  boards  charged  with  many 
other  responsibilities  in  government. 

The  Improvement  of  Administration:  The  American 
Association  of  School  Administrators  recommends  that 
steps  be  taken  toward  setting  up  study  groups  or  confer- 
ences in  administrative  practice  designed  for  training 
administrators  and  for  improving  administrative  prac- 
tices. The  Association  urges  that  schools  of  education 
study  and  adapt  courses  to  the  problems  of  education  in 
small  communities. 

Reduction  of  Postal  Rates:  The  American  Association 
of  School  Administrators  commends  the  President's  ac- 
tion in  reducing  the  postal  rates  on  books  and  urges 
Congress  to  enact  legislation  making  permanent  the  flat 
rate  now  in  effect. 
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Mental  Gutters 

k  iOTION  picture  appreciation  classes  in  public  high 
'"'schools  are  a  substantial  influence  in  encouraging 
good  films  at  neighborhood  theatres,  delegates  to  the 
National  Motion  Picture  Council  were  told  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  that  organization  held  at  the  Western  Wo- 
men's Club  recently. 

Dr.  Ray  Lyman  Wilbur,  president  of  the  Council,  and 
Mrs.  Effingham  Sutter,  who  presided,  told  of  the  two 
main  objectives — to  prevent  block  booking  and  eliminate 
the  double  feature  bills  at  motion  picture  theatres. 

In  opening  the  program,  President  Wilbur  recounted 
the  experiences  of  a  family  in  a  Western  city,  who  were 
aided  through  physical  illness  and  adversity  by  their 
friends  and  neighbors  and  have  since  come  into  appre- 
ciative prosperity,  which  has  resulted  in  many  benefac- 
tions to  the  city. 

"In  a  sense,  we  of  the  National  Motion  Picture 
Council  are  performing  a  similar  community  service  in 
the  interests  of  our  neighbors  to  be  certain  that  the 
mental  outlook  of  children  is  not  changed  for  the 
worse  by  what  they  see  about  them. 

"We  have  permitted  the  motion  picture  to  grow  up 
without  much  attention,"  Dr.  Wilbur  continued,  "and 
today  many  of  our  nicely  dressed  children  are  reared  in 
a  mental  gutter." 

Results  of  the  questionnaire  sent  out  by  Dean  Claude 
Shull,  president  of  the  San  Francisco  Motion  Picture 
Council,  to  psychologists,  welfare  workers,  and  child 
specialists,  bore  out  a  preliminary  report.  He  said: 

"Eighty-six  per  cent  of  the  300  replies  to  this  survey, 
listed  very  exciting  pictures  as  the  most  damaging  to 
children  between  the  ages  of  6  and  12.  Sex  irregularities, 
shown  in  pictures,  are  most  damaging  to  the  age  group 
between  13  and  17.  In  both  groups,  pictures  showing 
mixed  ethics  were  rated  next  to  the  most  damaging." 

Only  difference  of  the  day  came  from  the  report  of 
Mrs.  C.  E.  Cathcart  of  the  Petaluma  Films  Council  who 
said  that  motion  picture  theatre  owners  must  enlist  the 
aid  of  all  thinking  parents  if  good  motion  pictures  were 
expected  to  pay  their  way. 

"If  we  expect  the  co-operation  of  theatre  managers  in 
presenting  good  pictures  for  weekend  bills  for  family 
showing,  we  must  find  a  way  to  make  those  pictures 
pay,"  said  Mrs.  Cathcart.  Her  statement  was  challenged 
by  Mrs.  Rawlins  Cadwallader  of  the  California  Church 
Federation,  who  said: 

"We've .  been  working  along  this  line  since  1920, 
and  we  seem  to  be  about  where  we  started.  Why  do  we 
have  to  make  good  movies  pay?  We  insist  on  having 
good  food,  but  we  don't  think  we  have  to  make  it  pay." 

Dr.  Wilbur,  president  of  the  Research  Council,  in- 
clined toward  the  "make  them  pay"  proposition,  when 
he  said: 

"It's  a  practical  thing  we  should  try  to  do.  If  we 
back  up  our  theater  owners  we  have  a  better  talking 
point  for  asking  them  to  give  us  good  motion  pictures." 

Mrs.  L.  J.  Negley  of  the  East  Bay  Motion  Picture 
Council  advocated  asking  managers  if  they  must  run 
double  bills,  to  team  up  two  good  pictures  and  two 
bad  ones,  "so  if  people  want  to  be  demoralized  and 
degenerated,  they  can." 

Parents  are  coming  in  for  questioning  in  Berkeley. 
Mrs.  Vaughan  McCaughey  of  the  Berkeley  Council  told 
of  sending  out  questionnaires  to  parents,  to  supplement 
those  filled  out  by  children. 

The  projected  picture  based  on  the  life  of  Dillinger 
has  been  protested  by  the  Peninsula  Council,  Mrs.  W.  A. 
McGill  reported.

Leave  the  spaces  from  June  17  to  June  30,  inclusive, 
blank.  The  last  symbol  shown  should  be  on  June  16. 
Principals  are  asked  to  check  this  time  roll  very  care- 
fully as  errors  will  delay  delivery  of  June  warrants.  It 
is  necessary  that  all  sick  leave  applications  and  all 
doctor  certificates  for  teachers  who  are  absent  due  to 
illness  be  filed  in  the  office  not  later  than  the  morning 
of  June  16.  The  teachers'  pay  warrants  will  be  mailed 
to  their  vacation  addresses  as  soon  after  the  completion 
of  the  annual  audit  of  teachers'  accounts  as  possible

The  time  roll  for  the  last  half  of  June  for  clerks  and 
janitors  will  show  15  working  days,  and  for  elementary 
school  clerks  1  working  day,  June  16,  marked  "W" 
and  10  days  vacation  beginning  June  19  marked  "V." 
The  Saturdays  intervening  will  be  marked  FD  for  the 
five  day  week,  except  for  elementary  school  clerks,  and 
the  intervening  Sundays  will  be  marked  with  the  symbol 
"H."  Since  elementary  school  clerks  will  have  com- 
pleted their  service  on  June  16,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
the  principal  to  instruct  the  janitor  to  mark  the  vacation 
symbols  as  noted  above  on  the  time  roll  for  the  last 
half  of  June. 

Principals  of  elementary  schools  are  asked  to  explain 
to  the  janitor-in-charge  that  the  responsibility  of  the 
time  rolls  rests  with  him  and  that  these  rolls  must  be 
delivered  to  the  Division  of  Accounts  on  June  30,  on 
July  14  (marking  July  15  with  the  symbol  FD),  on 
July  31,  and  on  August  15.  The  period  from  August 
16  to  August  27,  inclusive,  will  also  be  taken  care  of  by 
the  janitor-in-charge  since  the  schools  do  not  open  until 
August  28. 

Information  regarding  time  rolls  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Division  of  Accounts.  The  head  janitor  in  junior 
and  in  senior  high  schools  will  sign  the  time  rolls  and 
will  be  responsible  for  prompt  delivery.

Complete  courses  in  public  speaking,  mathe- 
matics and  political  science  are  also  scheduled.  All 
courses  are  open  to  women  as  well  as  men.  For  further 
information  on  the  Summer  courses  intending  students 
are  asked  to  apply  to  The  Registrar,  University  of  San 
Francisco.

Permission  to  hold  mini- 
mum day  sessions  must  be  obtained  from  the  Superin- 
tendent and  should  not  be  requested  except  for  strong 
reasons. 

This  announcement  is  the  Superintendent's  authoriza- 
tion to  schedule  minimum  days  for  pupils  as  follows: 

Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools — Thursday,  June  15, 
and  Friday,  June  16.  Commencement  day,  which  differs 
in  the  different  schools,  should  be  as  near  to  the  regular 
schedule  as  program  proceedings  will  permit.  All  other 
days  must  keep  to  the  normal  program  time. 

Elementary  Schools — Friday,  June  16,  may  be  desig- 
nated by  principals  of  the  elementary  schools  as  a  mini- 
mum day.  In  addition,  principals  of  8th  grade  schools 
may  designate  the  day  of  graduation  as  a  minimum  day. 

Notice  of  impending  minimum  day  sessions  must  ap- 
pear in  junior  and  senior  high  school  bulletins  at  least 
three  days  prior  to  the  date  and  all  students  must  be 
instructed  to  inform  their  parents  of  the  curtailed  pro- 
grams.
